It  ouoht  to  be  evident  that  the  impulse 
which  tbo  war  has  given  to  the  Democratic 
sentiment  of  thu  nation,  has  not  exhausted 
itself  with  the   abolilioa  of  slavery,  and 
is  not  going   to   be  content    with    that. 
Thia    great    triumph,    indeed,    has  only 
given  a  profoundei-  depth,   a  broader  dif- 
fusion and  a  more  rcsistles^i  momentum  to 
the  mighty  lorces  which  aci-tmpliihed  it — 
and  the  nation,  in  breaking  down  this  pro- 
dijiious  barrierto  the  free  march  of  its  dera- 
mocratic  progress,  is  now  for  the  first  time 
let  loose  upon   its  true  career  of  political 
development,  and  set   free    to   fulfil  the 
glorious  destiny  marked  out   for  it  by  the 
Declaration  of  Indepuudenco.     The  over- 
throw of  slavery  is  but  half  accomplished 
in  thj  emancipation   of  the   blacks  from 
chattel    bondage.       The    Slave      power 
still  survives  in  the    sj^irit  of  caste  which 
per\ades  the  whole  structure  of  soutbera 
and  even  northern  society,  and  still  seeks 
to  perpetuate   ifself  in   the  constitutions 
and  the   legislation  of  all  the    rebel  and 
most  of  the  loyal  states-  atd  especially 
in        the       imposition      of       degrading 
political    disabilities   upon    the    African 
race  and  in  their  subjection  to  oppressive 
and  unequal  laws. 

It  b  customary,  jast   now,    for   politi- 
cians to  treat  these  opprcssiue  discrimi- 
nations against  the  blacks  as  the  peculiar 
features  of  Southern   society;    but   who 
does  not  know  that  Slavery,   during   the 
long  night  of  ita    domination  lias  engraft- 
ed these  oligarchical  ideas  upon  the  Con- 
stitutions and    statutes  of    nearly  every 
Northern  S'^to  oulsiJe  of  Now  England. 
The  North  Uiay.with  more  propriety,  ar- 
raign tlie  So'iiL  for  its  politi«al    and   so- 
cial proscriptiou  of  the  negro,    when    it 
first  wipes  the  stain  of  legalized   injustice 
from  its  own  cscatcheon,  and  we  may  the 
better  iniisr    upon   the  i  clitical    enfran- 
chiseoient     of      the     negro      in      Ten- 
nessee  and      North      Cajolina,      when 
we    have      lirst      invested       him      with 
political     rights      in      Minnesota      and 
Illinois.     The    vice  Jis    a    national  one 
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see  any  way  to  the  prompt  establishment 
of  political  equality  as  the  stable  and  sure 
foundation  of  our  Republican  nationality.

Recent  European  files  bring  the  intel- 
ligence that  the  British  Government  is 
anxious  to  make  a  present  to  Canada  of 
whatever  reserved  ••  Crown  rights"  there 
may  be  in  the  Hudson's  Bay  Territory. 
The  Imperial  Government  docs  not,  it  is 
true,  undertake  to  define  precisely  what 
these  reserved  •' Crown  rights"  are;  for 
although  the  question  has  long  Icen  agi- 
tated by  the  impertinent  curiosity  of  the 
Canadians,  the  validity  of  the  title  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  to  their  ex- 
tensive possessions — a  title  based  on  a 
grant  of  Charles  the  Second,  more  than 
two  hundred  years  ago — is  still  as  far 
from  settlement  as  ever.  What  the  Im- 
perial Government  wishes  to  turn  over 
to  Canada,  then,  is  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  getting  a  legal  settlement  of 
this  quimiio  vexata,  and  as  a  compensa- 
tion lor  this  generot'S  concessicm,  they 
are  also  liberal  enough  to  permit  Canada 
to  assume  all  the  expense  and  trouble  of 

opening  up  communications  with  the  col- 
onies on  lied  li  ver  and  beyond — and  of 
sustaining  civil  Goverument  there.  The 
kindness  of  the  imperial  authorities  in 
this  matter  is  touching,  very  !

and  needs  a   national   remedy.     If  this 
monstrous  irjustice  has  taken    such  deep 
root  even  in  the  social  prejudices  and  po- 
litical institutions  of  the  free  North,  where 
negroes  form  a  clsss  too    insignificant   to 
atlect  political  results  ;  if    it    has    main- 
tained itself  so    long   against  Democratic 
ideas,  where  Democratic  ideas  are  in  their 
fullest  sway,  how  long  will  it  be  before  it 
is  eradicated  from  the  aristocriitic,  caste- 
ridden  South  ?     How  long  will  it  be  before 
the  elective  franchise  shall  be  founded  on 
principles  of    impartial  justice,    and   our 
nationality  shall  repose  on  the  cafe  rock 
of  universal  enfranchisement,  and  the  po- 
litical   equality  of  all  men — if  this   ques- 
tion of  suffrage  reform  is  to  be  left,  where 
the  Constitution  has  lefs  it,  to    the    spon- 
taneous action  of  tlie  States  themselves? 
It    has    always  seemed   to    us  that    the 
surrender  by  our  national  constitution  of 
this    question    of  sulfrage  to    the   States 
was  one  of  the  most  serioos   defects    our 
political  system,  and   the   cooflictiug   in- 
congruities oi  local  legi.'^lation   upon    this 
subject  gives  rise,  indeed,  to    the  most 
embarrassing  and  ridiculous    aaomalies. 
Under  the  laws   of  some  States   a  man 
may  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  without  be- 
ing a  citizen   of  the   United  States,  and 
though  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
by  virtue  of  Ins  local  citizenship  he    inav 
vote  on  all  ipiestiona  affecting  the  nation 
at  large,  for  members  of  CongretiS  or  for 
President.     Moreover  as   representation 
in  Congress  is   based  on  population,  the 
wide  disparities  in  the  basis  of  sulfrage  in 
different  states    directly  affect  the  prin- 
ciple of  represent.ition. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
rests,  in  theory,  ultimately  upon  the  will 
of  the  people  of  the  Unifed  St.ites ;  and 
yet,  it  is  not  the  Coastitution  of  the 
United  States,  but  the  Constitution  of 
each  Slate,  separately,  which  defines 
what  constitutes  this  primary  and  funda- 
mental power  of  the  popular  will.  But 
we  have  not  spaoe  here  to  develop  the 
ncmerom  objections  which  will  occur  to 
every  one,  Rg!\inst  tl^e  present  incongru- 
ous medley  of  State  laws  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  suffrage.  And  while  we  fully 
apprehend  the  many  objections  which  may 
be  urged  to  thi  suggestion,  we  think  it 
obvious  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
States  may  safely  surrender  this  question 
to  the  national  Government,  and  when 
an  uniform  and  impartial  national  law  of 
suffrag'.  by  constitutional  amendment  if 
demanded  by  the  higher  phase  of  demo- 
cratic development  upon  which  the  nation 
has  now  enteied — leaving  to  the  States. 
if  you  choose,  th»i  right  to  enlarge  but 
not  to  diminish  the  scope  of  the  consti- 
tutional definition. 

The  Constitution  need  not  decree  uni- 
versal suffrage,  jet  may  leave  the  States 
free  to  grant  it  if  they  choose.  What  the 
exigencies  of  national  progress  and  a  just 
regard  for  the  fundamental  principles  of 
our  Government  neems  to  require,  ia  an 
impartial  law  ol  suffr.agfc  applicable  to 
all  men,  white  or  black — a  constitution&l 
proclamation  of  the  political  tquahty  of 
all  men  ;  and  as  the  security  ol  ojr  po- 
litical system  rests  chiefly  upon  the  intel- 
ligence of  the  people,  we  should  like  to 
Bee  suffrage  based  upon  some  general 
and  equal  test  of  intelligence. 

We  should  like  to  see  every  white, 
black,  ycilow  or  rtd  man  who  can  read 
and  write  admitted  to  the  ballot-bcx — 
and  every  man  of  every  race  or  color  who 
has  not  made  that  degree  of  progress  in 
self  culture  <lebarred  from  voting  until  he 
shall  have  acquired  that  cheap  and  easily 
accessible  qualification. 

But  if  we  make  intelligence  the  basis 
of  political  rights,  we  must  go  farther, 
and  see  that  no  one  is  cheated  out  of  his 
political  rights  by  enforced  ignorance.  In 
order  to  nationalize  political  equality,  we 
must  at  the  same  time  nationalize  educa- 
tion, and  proclaim  the  right  of  every 
American  child  to  a  free  education  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.  It  is  only  by  a 
Constitutional  Amenclment  that  we  can

A  terrible  tornado  passed  about  five 
miles  from  this  city  yesterday,  p.  m.,  de- 
stroying life  and  demolishing  houses. 
Sheriff  Chandler  was  overtaken  by  the 
tornado,  and,  on  its  approach,  leapeil 
from  his  carriage,  threw  himself  upon 
the  ground,  and  by  clinging  to  a  trde, 
was  saved,  but  received  serious  injuries. 
His  horee  and  carriage  was  taken  away 
between  heaven  and  earth.  The  horse, 
to-day,  was  found  in  a  tree  top  seventy 
rods  distant.  Fragments  of  the  carriige 
have  8'pce  been  discovered. 

The  dwelling  house  of  Justino  Cham- 
berlain, on  the  Hastings  road,  was  totally 
destroyed,  fragments  of  which  are  scat- 
tered for  miles.  Mrs.  Chamberlain 
sought  refuge  in  ths  cellar,  very  wisely, 
thereby  saving  her  life.  Mrs.  Streeter, 
who  was  about  descending  the  cellar 
stairs,  was  carried  off  with  the  house,  and 
received  such  injuries  as  to  render  recov- 
ery impossible. 

The  telegraph  line  for  half  a  mile  was 
completely  destroyed,  and  some  of  the 
poles  were  drawn  out  of  the  ground,  and 
others  broken  off  and  the  wire  found  in 
the  fields  some  distance  away. 

In  the  to  ^n  of  Vasa  several  buildings 
were  destroyed  and  much  damaged. 

[We  learn  that  the  storm  up  the  Mis- 
sissippi ^'ailey  was  also  very  severe  and 
did  considerable  damage.  At  Anoka  it 
was  sufficiently  violent  to  overturn  wag- 
ons passing  along  the  road. — Ed.  Puess.]

G^xtlemkm:  I  am  not  anxious  to  get  my 
name  in  print,  but  as  I  have  Inadvertently 
l)ecome  a  party  to  a  very  interesting  piece  of 
history,  it  becomes  me  to  sustain  my  position 
In  voochiDg  for  the  character  of  the  narrator 
of  the  story  respecting  Jelf.  Davis,  which  has 
been  called  in  question  by  A.  B.  C.  In  the 
New  York  World.    The  facts  are  these : 

An  honest  soldier  tells  an  apparent,  truthful 
story  of  the  early  acts  of  a  notorious,  infa- 
mous traitor — JefTerson  Davis.  These  acts 
consisted  in  disobeying  the  orders  of  a  supe- 
rior—of violating  his  word  of  honor  when  ar- 
rested— of  running  aw.ay — of  being  knocked 
down  by  the  sergeant  of  the  guard ;  finally  of 
suing  for  mercy  !  The  said  soldier  was  on 
guard  at  the  pUice  where  the  difficulty  occur- 
red. The  ofllcer  was  Davis,  Colonel  of  the 
Mississippi  regiment.  The  conduct  of  the  of- 
ficer in  then  resisting  a  lawful  order  of  his 
superior  is  entirely  in  keeping  with  the  whole 
career  of  the  man  who,  in  petticoats  and 
boots,  subsequently  ignominiously  surrender- 
ed to  another  soldier  equally  as  brave  as  the 
one  who  apprehended  bim  years  ago* 

Mr.  Johu  A.  Dickson,  the  guard  who  for- 
tunately caught  the  running  Jeff. — who  nar- 
rates all  the  circumstances  respecting  the 
conglomerated  concentration  of  meanness, 
audiicity,  villainy  and  cowardice  which  have 
marked  bis  track  for  years,  could  have  no 
motive — can  giiln  no  political  power — certain- 
ly cinnot  advance  bis  pecuniary  interests  in 
giving  to  the  public  a  statement  of  lacts  over 
his  own  name,  which  he  must  have  known, 
if  false,  could  easily  have  been  disproved ;  for 
the  manner  in  which  the  Pioneer  comes  to 
ilic  rescue  of  the  reputation  of  the  arch-trai- 
tor and  murderer  ofonr  prisoners— aye.of  an 
accessory  before  the  fact  to  the  lassassinatfju 
of  President  Liucolu  himself— is  conclusive 
evidence  to  an  intelligent  public,  that  even  in 
Saint  Paul,  to  say  nothing  about  Mr.  "A.  B. 
C."  in  New  York,  so  infamous  a  scoundrel  as 
JelT.  Diivis  has  his  friends,  his  sympathizers 
and  his  defenders ! 

It  is  barely  possible  that  Mr.  Dickson  may 
bo  mistaken  as  to  the  identify  of  the 
notorious  Jett.  I  do  not  think  so.  The  facts 
as  stated  aro  no  doubt  indisputable.  The 
man's  name  was  Davis.  He  was  Colonel  of  a 
Mississippi  regiment.  He  did  commit  the 
acts  as  alleged.  His  conduct  there  is  entirely 
in  keeping  with  evcrv  subsequem  act  of  Jeff. 
Davis'  life,  even  up  to  the  time  of  his  incar- 
ceration in  prison,  and  the  exhibition  of  his 
petuiant,  peerish  temper,  not  only  gives 
strong  probability  to  the  correctness  of  the 
story,  but  point  out  the  only  m.in  in  the 
United  StiJtcs,  who  being  meun  enough  to  do 
what  Jeir.  Davis  is  alleged  to  have  doce,  was  v 
fit  instrument  to  murder  Freedom,  and,  hkc 
Nero  of  old,  fiddle  while  thu  country  that  edu- 
cat<.'d  him  was  burning !

Affidavit  of  John  A.  DicVaon. 

Personally  appeared  before  me  this  17th 
day  of  June,  180.5,  John  A.  Dickson,  who  on 
being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  says  :  * 

I  was  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  war,  and  en- 
listed from  Illinois,  in  company  O,  2Gth  regi- 
ment. Was  at  Montere>',  and  served  as  a 
soldier  during  the  Mexican  campaign.  The 
occurrence  referred  to  in  a  previous  commu- 
nication of  mine,  and  published  in  the  St. 
Puul  Press,  took  place  fourteen  months 
after  tiio  battle  of  Butna  Vi.<ta,  and 
under  my  personal  obsertation.  The  Davis 
ulludcdto  )iy  roc  was  a  Colonel  of  a  Mississip- 
pi regiment.  His  name  was  Davis,  and  I  was 
then  of  the  impression,  and  am  now,  that  it 
was  the  veritable  Jelf.,  the  head  and  front  of 
the  Southern  rebellion.  I  knew  of  no  other 
Colonel  by  the  name  of  Davis  at  the  head  of

— Official  information  was  received  to- 
day concerning  the  recent  fires  at  Chattanoo- 
ga and  Xushville.  The  loss  at  Chattanooga 
amounted  to  about  $-200.000,  and  that  at  Nash- 
ville to  neaily  ^3,000,000,  which  amoant  may 
possibly  ht  reduced  one-half,  from  the  ircn 
chains,  machinery,  &c.,  which  may  be  saved 
from  the  wreck.  About  the  same  time,  a  lire 
occurred  in  Gallatin,  Tenn.,  the  loss  by  which 
IS  not  repoi-ted.  There  was  also  one  near  tho 
Chattanooga  depot  at  Nashville,  which  was 
soon  suppressed.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Quartermajiter's  Department  that  the  fires 
were  the  work  of  reliel  incendiaries.  But  lor 
the  1.  J  was  built  by  General  Donaldson, 
Chief  Quartermaster  at  Nashville,  that  por- 
tion of  the  building  where  the  commissary 
stores  were  deposited,  worth  five  millions  of 
dollars,  would  also  have  been  destroyed. 

— The  PosfsWashington  special  says  : 
"A  delegation  from  Virginia,  healed  by 
Messrs.  Bolts  and  Rives,  arrived  here  to  day 
and  are  awaiting  an  interview  with  the  Pres- 
ident. They  oppose  all  tho  measures  of  Gov. 
Pierpont,  and  claim  that  the  new  constitution 
of  Virginia  was  formed  by  a  convention  of

As  [was  tho  guard  who  caught  him 
when  he  was  running  away,  and  heard  the 
whole  conversation  between  the  said  Davis 
and  Gen.  Wool,  and  noted  particularly  the  pe- 
culiar characteristics  of  tho  man  both  before 
and  after  he  was  knocked  down  by  Sergeant 
Price— (Sergeant  of  tho  Guard)— I  am  fully 
convinced  that  "A.  B.  C,"  in  the  New  York 
World,  is  mistaken,  and  more  especially  so, 
Irom  the  fact  that  the  affair  took  place  some 
fourteen — (it  may  ho-eit/hteen)  months  after 
the  battle  in  which  Jelferson  Davis  was 
wounded.  The  description  of  Jefferson  Davis 
as  given  by  the  newspapers,  accords  exactly 
with  my  rememtirance  of  the  same  man  who 
set  at  defiance  the  order  of  Gen.  Wool,  and 
who  subsequently  was  obiiged  to  sue  for  mer- 
cy to  save  hioiseif  from  severe  punishment. 

The  statement  may  cnlichten  the  public  as 
to  the  inveterate  hatred  Davis  ever  afterwards 
bore  for  Gen.  Wool,  and  it  .iny  fnriherdoubts 
exists  as  to  the  correctness  of  my  story,  I,  as 
an  old  soldier,  respectfully  rcler  all  such 
doubters  to  Msj.  Gen.  Wool  himself.

A  Man  Sliot  for  a  Deer.

About  10  o'clock  at  night  a 
German,  by  the  name  of  Nicholas  Aloorc' 
was  pasting  the  road  and  saw  the  li^htof 
the  hunter,  and  attempted  to  go  to  it ;  he 
took  a  trail,  made  by  the  deer  to  the  lick, 
tho  hunter  mistaking  him  for  a  deer,  (it 
only  being  st.nr-light)  fired.  His  musket 
being  heavily  loaded  with  nine  buck  shot, 
one  shot  took  effect,  passing  through  bis 
valice  and  struck  him  in  the  hip.  He  is 
now  in  my  camp.  He  appears  quite 
easy.  We  think  the  shot  paused  through 
tho  fleshy  part  of  the  hip,  as  there  is  two 
holes  corresponding.  He  has  not  been 
yet  examined  by  any  doctor  or  surgeon, 
and  the  wound  may  bo  more  serious  than 
we  think.

The  Atlantic  Cal>lc. 

From  tho  London  Tlm»g, 

The  Atlantic  telegraph  cable  was  com- 
pleted oh  the  L»9th.  The  completion  was 
witnessed  by  a  numerous  and  distinguish- 
ed parly,  and  as  the  end  was  deposited  in 
the  tank  hearty  cheers  were  given.  The 
company  then  adjourned  to  thi;  Ship  Tav- 
ern, where  a  sumptuous  banquet  was 
given  in  honor  of  the  eveot  by  the  Tels- 
graph  Construction  and  llaiateoance 
Company,  (late  Glass,  Elliott  A  Co.,) 
the  makers  of  the  cable. 

The  present  Atlantic  cable  ia  Jnat 
twenty- three  hundred  nautical  miles,  or 
in  rongh  numbers  about  twenty-six  hun- 
dred miles  long.  The  central  conductor 
is  compoicd  of  seven  copper  wires, 
twisted  into  one  complete  strand,  which 
is  insulated  with  Chatterton's  patent 
compound.  Outside  of  this  come  four 
distinct  layers  of  gutta  percha,  each  also 
insulated  with  the  same  material  that  en- 
closes the  conductor.  Outside  of  the 
gutta  percha  again  are  wound  eleven 
strong  iron  wires,  each  of  which,  before 
beinj-  twisted  on,  is  carefully  wound 
round  with  strands  of  hemp,  soaked  with 
tar.  Thus,  then,  there  are  no  less  than 
twenty-five  thousand  miles  of  copper 
wire  in  the  conductor,  about  thu-ty-five 
thousand  miles  of  iron  wire  ia  the  outside 
coveting,  and  upward  of  four  hiodred 
thous.and  miles  of  strands  of  hemp,  more 
than  enough  in  all  to  go  twenty-four  times 
round  the  worid.  The  cable  has  been 
made  on  an  average  at  the  rate  of  seven- 
een  miles  per  day  complete,  and  in  some 
days  its  outside  covering  of  hemp  and 
iron  has  been  overUid  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-three  miles  per  day, 
though  not  a  fathom  or  a  foot  has  been 
manufactured  without  every  part  being 
kept  under  constant  test  for  "conductu- 
osity"  ond  insulation,  and  to  this  hour  it 
is  as  regulariy  tested  as  it  was  a  year 
ago,  when  the  first  mile  was  twisted.  In 
strength  the  cable  is  equal  to  bearing  a 
•train  of  seven  and  three-quarter  tons, 
whde  its  specific  gravity  ia  so  low  that  it 
can  with  safety  be  depended  on  to  sup- 
port eleven  miles  of  its  length  ia  water. 
It  has  been  made  mile  by  mile,  joined  up 
in  long  lengths  of  seven  and  eight  hun- 
dred miles,  and  shipped  on  board  the 
Great  Eastern  into  three  enormous  tanks. 
Captain  Anderson,  we  believe  is  in  favor 
of  starting  towards  the  early  part  of  July, 
and  his  long  experience  m  command  of 
the  China,  has  very  properly  induced  the 
directors  to  give  every  weight  to  his 
opinton.  In  addition  to  Captain  Ander- 
son, all  the  officers  connected  with  the 
ship,  with  the  exception  of  the  chief  en- 
gineer, have  been  chosen  from  theCunard 
service.  With  ordinarily  fair  weather, 
and  steaming  at  the  rate  of  six  knots,  it 
is  expected  that  the  voyage  from  Valen- 
tia  to  the  B.ay  of  Hearts  Content  in  New- 
foundland will  occupy  from  twelve  to 
fourteen  days  during  every  hour  of  which 
regular  communication  will  be  kept  up 
with  England.

— The  New  York  papers  publish  about 
every  quarter,  n  long  and  lngu))rion6  account 
of  ^he  condition  of  the  poor  in  that  city.  Tho 
Titttet  of  the  12th  has  a  very  lengthy  state- 
ment, tho  gist  of  which  is,  that  there  are  four 
hundred  and  ninety  five  thoutinnd  five  hnn. 
dred  and  ninety -two  persons  residing  in  tene- 
ment houses,  to  which  should  properly  be 
added  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  others, 
who  live  In  attics,  stable-lofts  and  smaller 
Imildings,  In  nests  of  two,  three  and  five  fam- 
ilies each.  These  multitudes  are  packed  upon 
the  house-lots  and  streets  at  tho  rate  of  two 
hurMrcd  and  forty  thousand  to  the  s<iuare 
mile ;  and  it  is  only  because  this  rate  of  pack- 
ing is  somewhat  diminished  by  intervening 
warehouses,  factories,  private  dwellings,  and 
other  classes  of  buildings,  that  the  entire 
tenant-house  population  is  not  devastated  Ijy 
the  domestic  pestilences  and  infectious  epi- 
demics that  arise  from  overcrowding  and  un- 
cleannesa. 

— A  newspaper  correspondent  at  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  writes : 

"  A  marked  feature  of  the  times  is  tho  totiU 
indiifcrence  manifested  as  to  tho  future  fate 
of  Jctr.  Davis.  This,  doubtless  proceeds  from 
a  foregone  conviction,  very  generally  entcr- 
Uined,  that,  though  found  guilty,  ho  will  be 
pardoned  by  the  Presideut.  From  the  indi- 
cations which  I  see  around  me  1  should  judge 
that  the  people  are  not  likely  to  bo  seriously 
Influenced  by  tho  worst  fate  that  can  befnll 
Davis ;  for  they  seem  too  rrfuch  absorbed  by 
their  own  distracted  and  disorganized  condi- 
tion to  lavish  much  sympothy  upon  one 
whoso  instrumentality  In  entailing  npon  them 
tho  evils  Ttom  which  they  are  now  sulferingis 
too  prominent  to  be  speedily  forgotten.  They 
would  not,  I  am  satislied,  desire  his  death, 
bnt  they  would  certainly  not  murmur  much 
at  any  infliction  short  of  that." 

— In  rccard  to  several  published  state- 
ments as  to  loading  Jeff.  Davis  with  sliackcis 
it  is  doe  to  Maj.  Gen.  Miles,  commanding  this 
post,  to  give  the  full  facts  of  the  case.  After 
tho  capture  of  Davis  and  party,  their  arrival 
at  Fortress  Monroe,  the  Secretary  of  War  gave 
Oen.  Miles  full  instruction  how  to  proceed 
with  bis  prisoners,  viz :  if  it  became  neces- 
sary to  place  them  in  irons  to  do  i-o.  The 
par.ition  tietwcen  front  and  rear  casemates, 
wherein  Davis  is  contincd,  was  strengthened' 
and,  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  tho  i)riKoii- 
cr's  flight.  Gen.  Milc!^  caused  a  light  pair  o^ 
anklets  to  be  placed  on  the  legs  of  tho  distin- 
guiahed  captive.  At  present,  however,  the 
wooden  door  has  been  removed  and  an  iron 
grating  placed  in  its  stead. 

— Tho  Herald'g  correspondent,  dated 
('harleston,  Moy  10th,  refers  to  the  reccpiion 
hi  Sio  l*re8ideut's  .Amnesty  Proclamation,  and 
says  it  was  being  much  discussed.  It  was 
opposed  by  radicals  and  secessionists,  and 
approved  liy  the  masses  of  tho  people.  A 
meeting  was  held  at  Summcrville  on  tho  31bt 
ult.,  at  which  resolutions  were  adopted  re- 
(luesting  citizens  of  each  parish  to  take  tbe 
nocessary  steps  to  call  a  public  meeting  lor  the 
appointment  of  delegates  to  a  general  Conven- 
tion. This  meeting  was  held  previous  to  the 
receipt  of  the  President's  proclamation.  Since 
then  all  tbs  permission  to  hold  political  meet- 
ings has  been  vlUidrawa  to  await  tho  appoint- 
ment of  a  Provisional  Governor. 

— Tbe  following  information  has  been 
received  In  New  York  recently :  A  popular  sub- 
scription of  about  two  cents  per  head,  was 
commenced  at  Nantes  in  Franco  for  a  medal 
for  Mrs.  Lincoln.  This  medal  was  to  have 
the  following  inscription :  "  Liberty,  Equality, 
Fraternity,  i'o  Lincoln,  twice  chosen  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  from  tbe  grateful 
democracy  of  France.  Lincoln,  honest,  abol- 
ished slavery,  re-establishuJ  tho  Union,  saved 
tbe  Republic  without  veiling  tho  statuo  of 
Liberty.  He  was  assassinated  the  14th  of 
April,  1865."  About  the  30th  of  April,  when 
tho  number  of  subscriptions  had  reached 
11,120,  the  subccriplions  were  seized  by  ihe 
police,  wjio  stated  that  the  scheme  was  to  bo 
stepped  everywhere  in  Franco.

Ktiltors  St.  Paul  Prcsa : 

1{k!»j'ected  Mvdsii.1,8 — We  are  now  cnjoj- 
injT,  tothe  fullest  extent,  the  blessedness  of 
i/riual  tummer — gentle  •ammcr  with  hot  si- 
moon ian  breezes,  laden  with  the  faded  per- 
fumes of  roses,  and  thickly  scented  with  erery 
specimea  andgrade  ot  cholora-morbus ;  smil- 
injr  summer  poctirtlly  grinning  at  our  intol 
erable  perspiring  and  laughing  at  our  tVuit- 
less  etforts  to  wipe  away  the  great  round 
ilrops  of  warm- weather  tears,  trickling  down 
our  sunburnt  foreheads.  Summer  is  a  hore. 
Dli.  for  a  cool  refreshing  breath  from  old 
Rorras,  to  fan  the  Lot,  sultry,  stagnant  at- 
mosphere to  its  proper  locality,  the  land  where 
tatitnde  is  geographically  expressed  liy  the 
Kignitjcant  O ! 

Have  yon  any  Sanitary  Commissions  ?  If 
so,  do  have  mercy  upon  us  miserable  suffer- 
ers, and  send  up  a  cargo  of  ice  by  the  first  St. 
Paul  i^  La  Crosse  air-line  car.  UV  are  not 
like  the  unsophisticated  residents  of  Sumatra. 
We  can  put  good  clear  crystalized  lake  ice  tu 
a  practical  use.  Do  yon  recollect  the  manner 
in  which  the  two  or  three  first  shiploads  of 
this  Noithcm  luxury  was  served  up  by  the 
ioluibitants  of  the  above  trt)pical  Island  ?  Af- 
ter deliberating  for  some  lime  as  to  the  prop- 
er method  oi  cooking  the  article,  they  finally 
concluded  to  boil  it — which  they  did — when 
to  their  utter  astonishment  thev  found  that, 
like  the  Irishman's  tiea,  "it  was'nt  there."

Ilowcver,  the  association,  after  ma- 
ture consider.ition— during  which  several  bills

James. ) 

I  am  just  informed  that  General  Logan  has 
issued  an  order  forbidding  any  further  use  of 
the  public  hydrant  as  a  bathing  resort,  other- 
wise than  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  then 
only  as  a  substitute  for  the  foot  path.  8o 
anxious  Loiiisvillians,  Requieseat  inpace. 

Gen.  Sherman,  the  hero  of  the  modern 
Moscow  march,  and  the  author  of  "new  dis- 
Iiensations"  is  expected  to  arrive  in  this  city 
next  week.  He  will  make  his  headquarters 
at  Louisville  for  the  present,  for  which  partic- 
ular decision,  Louisyille,  of  course,  Mushes 
(through  all  her  mud)  and  acknowledges  the 
compliment  by  at  once  engaging  two  gentle- 
men trom  "Mallingar"  to  remove  all  the  dead 
dogs  and  horses  from  Main  St.,  and  in  many 
other  ways  to  beautify  and  render  the  city"  at- 
tractive.

Gen.  Logan  w 
looking  quite  well — or  was  when  I  Faw  him 
last— two  years  ago  this  Summer,  {fit  summers 
in  that  vicinity).  He  manages  to  keep  up  his 
spirits  and  relieve  the  usual  monotony  of  camp 
life  by  taking  an  occasional  trip  on  the  Nash- 
ville railroad,  where  numerous  guerrillas,  as- 
sumin;,'  the  pleasing  character  of  Wm.  Tell, 
Esq.,  blaze  away  at  imaginary  Alberts  who 
ride  on  military  passes.  (Let  H.  P.  H.  take  a 
solemn  warning.) 

Extensive  preparations  are  being  made  fur 
the  celebration  of  the  coming  "  glorious 
Fourth,"  and  everything  promises  a  rich  har- 
vest of  loyal  enthusiasm,  patriotic  outgush- 
ings  and  spontaneous  displays  of  fireworks. 
Have  invested  several  seven- thirties  in  fire- 
crackers and  torpedoes  for  the  momentous 
occasion,  and  hope  to  indulge  my  Minnesota- 
bom  patriotism  to  the  last  hour  of  Independ- 
ence Day. 

While  I  write,  the  clouds  are  gathering  for 
B  June  shower— and  here  it  comes,  rushing 
right  down  without  the  leant  ceremony,  pat- 
tering on  the  shutters  aud  running  along  the 
panes,  baptizing  my  charming  solitary  gera- 
nium, with  pure  drops  of  crystal,  sparkling 
brillUntly,  as  they  arc  lighted  up  by  the 
bright  rays  of  the  western  sun  just  going  to 
sleep  behind  the  hills.

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—The  Government  is  said  to  be  feed- 
ing not  less  than  200,000  of  the  inhabitants  ot 
Georgia,  black  and  white,  while  10,000  rations 
are  issued  to  the  citizens  of  Richmond  alone. 
At  this  rate  the  whole  South  bids  fair  to  be- 
come one  gigantic  pauper  asylum.

MoBiLK,  Al».,  Sunday,  May  28,  1865, 
— I  have  just:  made  a  tour  along  tMIiae 
of  the  Mobile  and  Great  North^iip  R'all- 
roa«l  to  Montgomery  and  thence  to  the 
Alabama  River  to  this  place,  stopping  at 
various  pomts  and  making  very  careful 
inquiry  all  along,  so  as  to  ascertain  as 
nearly  as  I  could  the  exact  condition  of 
alTairs  in  that  region  of  the  late  Confed- 
eracy. I  shall  not  write  in  this  letter 
any  highly- colored  sentences  or  indulge 
in  any  far-fetched  words,  but  I  will  tell 
you  as  unvarnished  a  story  of  fact  as  I 
possibly  can. 

The  people,  black  and  white,  are 
starving.  The  whites  are  hardly  con- 
scious of  their  horrid  situation.  They 
areas  mean  and  as  proud  as  ever.  They 
dress  in  ra^s  and  have  no  money  to  pay 
their  passage  on  the  cars  or  boats.  They 
subsist  mainly  by  eating  refuse,  which, 
in  ordinary  times,  would  hardly  be  given 
to  the  dogs. 

Some  procure  rations  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States ;  others  go 
hungry.  They  will  not  work.  They  say 
they  were  not  made  to  work  and 
that  only  "niggers"  should  engage  in 
toil.  Thinking  themselves  true  in  this 
character  they  allow  their  larms  to  go  un- 
cultivated. Their  gardens,  which  by 
their  own  industry,  aside  from  the  indus- 
try ot  the  negro,  should  "bud  and  blos- 
som as  the  rose,"  are  grown  up  in  weeds. 
On  the  train  which  bore  us  to  the  capital 
of  Alabama  were  a  large  number  of  wo- 
men, who  were  going  to  the  military  au- 
thorities for  rations.  They  were  exceed- 
ingly bitter,  some  against  the  Union  and 
others  against  Jeff.  Davis.  They  could 
say  what  they  pleased  against  the  former, 
but  regarding  the  latter  they  must  keep 
"mum."  There  were  Confederate  sol- 
diers on  board,  and  when  a  word  was 
said  against  Jell,  or  the  defunct  Confede- 
racy, some  swaggering  rebel  would  cry 
out  "shut  up,"  and  with  such  emphasis 
as  caused  a  general  silence  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

One  woman,  formerly  from  Pensacola, 
informed  me  that  her  hnsband  had  been 
conscripted  into  the  rebel  service  at  a 
time  when  she  lay  verj'  sick,  and  while 
he  was  gone  for  a  physician.  The  con- 
script officer  would  not  allow  him  to  so 
much  as  go  home  and  say,  "Good  bye  " 
She  had  five  rmaJl  children,  and  for  two 
days  was  unable  to  procure  them  any 
food.  Though  without  money  she  ven  • 
tured  on  the  car,  and  when  the  conduct- 
or came  along  for  tickets,  she  saiJ 
she  had  no  money  and  that  she  could 
not  pay  him.  The  conductor  informed 
her  that  she  should  not  have  gone  aboard 
a  public  conveyance  without  means  to  pay 
her  passage.  The  poor  soul  began  to 
cry  aloud,  thinking  she  was  to  be  pat  off. 
A.  Yankee  soldier,  pitying  her,  paid  her 
fare,  and  the  conductor  was  satislicd.  A 
mad  rebel  standing  by  told  the  passen- 
gers that  it  served  her  right,  and  that  she 
ought  to  be  put  off— "Any  one  who 
would  talk  of  President  Davis  as  shu 
did." 

There  were  five  times  more  Confed- 
erates than  there  were  Union  soldiers  on 
the  train.  Indeed,  one  would  suppose 
that  the  rebellion  was  yet  in  its  glory 
from  the  speeches  of  these  braggarts. 
Union  men  cannot  breathe  freely  or  rest 
at  any  ease  apart  from  the  military  au- 
thorities. This  is  a  solemn  fact.  Along 
the  entire  line  we  witnessed  enough  to 
convince  us  that  no  other  remedy  than 
bayonets  will  suit  this  country  for  many 
months  t3  come. 

I  heard  of  starved  women  and  children 
— persons  who  had  actually  starved  to 
death.  I  have  no  Joubt  that  such  is  the 
case.  The  appearance  of  the  countrv 
filly  justifies  the  belief  that  the  greatest 
distress  prevails  amongthe  people.  And 
)et  it  is  strange  how  terribly  bitter  the 
returned  rebels  are.  Kve^  on  their  -way 
to  the  Government  Commissary  to  pro- 
cure rations  they  abuse  the  Government 
and  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
Terms  as  unmerciful  as  any  we  have 
heard  lor  months  were  used  by  this  bad 
people. 

The  colored  people  will  be  murdered 
and  driven  to  untimely  graves  if  the  Gov- 
ernment does  not  keep  provost  guards  at 
the  county  seats  and  the  cities.  So  great 
is  the  madness  of  the  old  slaveholders 
over  defeat  and  subjugation,  that  on  their 
return  home,  they  amuse  themselves  by 
cutting  off  the  ears,  noses  or  lips  of  their 
former  slaves.  This  is  not  a  dream.  It 
is  a  terrible  fact,  and  I  am  sure  that  when 
it  is  known  to  our  loyal  people  there  will 
arise  such  a  feeling  of  indignation  as  will 
surely  reach  the  very  heavens.  At  Mont- 
gomery five  men  c.-mc  in  one  day  with 
ears  cut  off  and  in  almost  a  nude  state. 
Others  came  in  with  throats  cut,  while 
others  appeared  terribly  marked  over 
their  bodies  with  blows  from  sticks  and 
stones.  The  perpetrators  are  "chival- 
rous" men,  high-mindc  1,  well-bred  gen- 
tlemen, no  doubt.  Thank  heaven,  the 
dominioii  of  such  gentry  is  at  an  end. 
Gen.  A.  J.  Smith  and  Col.  Geddes  are 
vigilant  in  their  search  for.  the  cruel  mon- 
sters. IJut  these  cases  are  only  samples. 
All  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  army  here 
are  filled  with  the  deepest  horror  over 
these  awful  deeds,  and  are  resolved  they 
must  end. 

VVhdn  the  train  stops  on  the  railroad, 
or  when  a  boat  stops  at  a  landing,  the 
the  delay  is  usually  spent  in  tormenting 
poor  colored  persons  who  may  be  at- 
tempting to  come  on  board.  The  only 
exceptions  are  known  when  a  sufficient 
number  of  Union  officers  and  soldiers 
are  on  board  to  give  protection  to  the 
poor  refugees.  I  am  of  opinion,  candid- 
ly that  one-twentieth  of  these  awful  deeds 
will  never  be  known. 

On  my  journey  down  the  Alabama,  I 
met  and  conversed  with  the  celebrated 
Capt.  Semmes,  of  the  Alabama.  He 
looked  mad  and  ragged.  The  captain  of 
the  steamboat,  finding  that  the  pirate  had 
no  means  with  which  to  purchase  meal- 
tickets,  made  him  a  present  of  some.  He 
was  accompanied  by  his  son,  who  is  a 
young  fellow  of  about  twenty  years  of 
age. 

"  Semmes"  said,  "the  country  is  ru- 
ined"— Southern  gentlemen  are  utterly 
reduced  to  poverty  by  these  cruel  inva- 
ders— there  is  no  hope  left — such  as  Can 
get  away  will  have  to  seek  some  corner 
of  the  earth  where  they  can  live  aa  gentle- 
men— he  had  no  doubt  that  the  negro 
was  happy  in  a  state  of  slavery 
—freedom  as  understood  by  the  negro 
is  worse  than  slavery  in  any  form,  and 
the  Yankees  will  find  it  so — ^tbe  Yankees 
meant  that  Southern  slavery  should  per- 
ish and  they  have  succeeded — they  are 
the  8marte^t  and  worst  pe  ople  on  the  top 
of  the  earth — history  furnit  hes  no  record 
of  a  people  so  industrious  ai'd  so  perse 
vering  in  what  they  undertake — the  de- 
feat of  the  South,  with  a  cause  .30  just,  is 
a  deep  mystery  that  wears  the  appt.'arance 
of  God  against  the  South,  but  that  could 
not  be  a  fact,  for  the  reason  that  the  C^^' 
nfices  and  devotion  of  the  South©  n  pec'" 
pie  are  so  sincere  and  so  religious."  He 
had  a  novel  printed  on  verv  pof»r  paper 
and  published  in  RicboQQqd.  In  title  is 
'J^ady  Audley's  Secret." 
On  nearing  Mobile  we  weie  a  little 
more  free,  and  converted  with   lebel  offi- 


Tery  firmly  utid,  •'No,  sir ;  not  our  gov- 
emmeat ;  it  is  yours.  We  have  no  gov- 
emment.  We  are  aliens  and  foreigners, 
and  will  never  have  our  souls  so  degrad- 
ed as  to  have  anything  whatever  to  do 
with  such  a  government.  Release  us 
from  the  obligations  of   this   parole,  and 

we  will  leave  the  d n  people  who  have 

overpowered  us."  "Yes,  sir;  that's  our 
view,"  said  a  doz«n  others  of  the  same 
stripe.

Burleigh  writes  to  the  Boston  Journal 
thus  about  Grant,  on  the  occasion  of  bis 
recent  visit  to  New  York : 

"  The  kindness  of  Gen.  Grant^s  heart 
came  out  most  clearly  to-day.  He  was 
very  tired  from  his  long  reception.  He 
sat  down  to  his  dinner  at  four  q^clock. 
The  Massachusetts  61st  and  the  Maine 
16tb  came  np  Broadway  homeward  bound' 
They  halted  in  front  of  the  Astor,  for 
they  learned  that  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  was  there.  They  formed  into  line 
with  their  tattei  ed  and  mangled  banners 
directly  in  front  of  the  main  entrance. 
Word  waa  sent  to  General  Grant  that  his 
old  comrades  wanted  to  see  him.  He 
would  not  bare  left  his  dinner  if  all  the 
kings  of  Europe  and  all  the  millionaires 
of  New  York  were  in  front  of  the  house. 
He  arose  at  once,  took  the  arm  of  an  aid 
and  said — "  Excuse  me  a  moment,  gen- 
tlemen.** He  went  up  stairs  and  appear- 
ed on  the  balcony  over  the  main  entrance. 
The  sight  drew  tears  from  his  eyes.  Not 
less  than  ten  thousand  people  sent  np  the 
shout  of  welcome  as  be  appeared  and 
uncovered.  There  were  his  "boys",  as 
he  calls  the  troops,  fresh  from  the  field  of 
strife — soiled,  warworn,  wounded — offi- 
cers with  hands  in  slings,  the  tattered 
banners  borne  in  the  deadly  strife,  that 
the  men  had  followed  to  victory.  And 
such  shouts  as  they  sent  up,  cheer  on 
cheer,  yells  of  delight — caps  and  hats 
thrown  in  the  air — it  was  a  sight  worth 
seeing.  Those  veterans  will  remember 
thai  review  to  their  dying  day.  The 
General  bowed  repeatedly  but  uttered 
not  a  word. 

Mrs.  Grant  held  a  short  levee  to  a  few 
friends  and  then  went  up  town  to  a  pri- 
vate residence.  She  is  very  lady-like, 
but  very  retired  in  Ler  manners.  She  is 
e.xceedingly  domestic,  a  model  mother 
and  housekeeper.  She  feels  out  of  place 
in  the  new  position  in  which  she  finds 
herself.  Her  sister  is  an  exceedingly 
beautiful,  intelligent  and  sprightly  girl. 
With  the  utmost  8im;>licity  of  a  child  she 
yesterday  said  to  ^ine  visitors  that  she 
was  "  wholly  unsuit.-d  to  the  new  life  to 
which  she  was  intr  .dnced — she  was  not 
such  a  wife  as  "Mr.  Grant,"  as  she  al- 
Wiys  calls  the  General,  ought  to  have. 
Had  Mr.  Grant  only  married  her  sister 
she  would  have  beer<  suited  to  the  posi- 
tion. But  the  Gent  ral  seems  satisfied 
with  things  as  they  a;e. 

Four  years  ago  tins  very  month  Mrs. 
Grant  lived  in  her  quiet  home  in  Galena. 
Her  husband  was  tL .  Grant  the  leather 
dealer,  a  plain,  moJest,  reliable  man, 
without  much  apprent  force,  who  attrac- 
ted very  little  attention  anyway.  The 
war  had  commenced.  The  flag  had  beea 
shot  away  from  Sumpter,  and  shot  out 
of  a  rebel  cannon  at  ^lemphis.  One 
morning  Mr.  Grant  called  on  Congress- 
man Washbume,  who  resides  in  Galena. 
He  told  Mr.  W.  "  that  be  did  not  f«el 
right — that  he  could  not  sleep  nights,  that 
jbe  was  not  doing  his  duty."  Washbume 
asked  him  what  was  the  matter.  Mr. 
Grant  replies.  "  I  am  doing  nothing  for 
my  countrv.  I  have  been  educated  at 
the  nations  expense ;  but  here  I  am  at 
home  doing  nothing.  I  don't  know  what 
to  do.  I  am  no  politician.  I  don't  seem 
to  be  wanted  anywhere,  yet  I  feel 
as  if  I  was  fit  for  something  if  I  could 
only  fiind  my  place.  Mr  Washbume  in- 
vited his  neighbor  to  accompany  him  to 
Springfield  where  an  important  consulta- 
tion was  to  be  held  at  the  request  of  Gov. 
Yates.  On  the  morning  of  the  fourth 
day  Gen.  Grant  called  at  Mr.  Wash' 
buine's  rooms  and  said  to  him,  "Nobody 
knows  me  here — there  is  nothing  for  me 
to  do — I  am  going  home."  "Hold  on  a 
day  longer,"  said  Washburne.  The  next 
day  an  important  discussion  was  held  in 
the  Council  Chamber.  At  Mr.  Wash- 
burne's  request  Gen.  Grant  was  called 
in.  He  held  an  interview  with  the  State 
authorities  for  thirty  minutes,  and  then 
went  out.  As  the  door  closed.  Governor 
Yates  cried  out,  "Good  God,  Wash- 
bume, who  is  this  man  ?  I  have  learned 
more  about  troops  in  these  thirty  min- 
utes than  I  ever  knew  in  all  my  life.  All 
I  can  do  for  him  now  is  to  put  him  on 
my  stair.  You  go  home  and  raise  a  reg- 
iment and  I  will  commission  him  as 
Colonel."  The  thing  was  done.  The 
rest  of  the  story  the  world  knows  by 
heart. 

He  is  the  same  simple  hearted,  un- 
affected, unassuming  man  that  he  was  in 
Galena  four  years  ago.  He  scarcely 
opened  his  mouth  all  day  long.  At  the 
dinner  table  he  simply  thanked  the  peo- 
ple, as  he  did  at  the  Cooper  Institute  the 
immense  crowd  who  thronged  to  see  him. 
He  went  where  the  committee  asked  him 
ko  go,  did  what  they  asked  him  to  do, 
simply  bowed  an  acknowledgement  to 
the  Bcranade  at  midnight,  and  went  to 
his  rest  in  as  quiet  a  manner  as  any  tired 
sentinel  relieved  from  duty.  To  Gour- 
ney,  the  photographist,  he  refused  to  sit, 
as  he  hadn't  time  to  dress,  but  told  Mr. 
Gonrney  ke  should  spend  a  few  days  in 
New  York,  reaching  here  on  the  16th  of 
July,  when  he  would  give  him  ail  the  sit- 
tings he  asked. 

Turning  from  the  crowd,  the  honors, 
the  ovation  of  this  great  city,  he  sought 
the  private  rooms  of  Mrs.  Stetson,  and 
with  the  children  clinging  around  him  he 
conversed  w)tb  the  freedom  of  an  old 
neighbor,  and  left  impressed  on  those  lit- 
tle ones  pleasant  memories  of  his  kind- 
ness, which  will  be  cherished  while  life 
endures.

WAR  IN  SOUTH  AMERICAN. 


IliKli  Handed    Proceedings  of 
Paraguay. 


From  the  New  York  Tribune,  13th. 

By  an  arrival  from  Buenos  Ayf«s, 
bringing  dates  to  the  27th  of  April,  we 
learn  that  the  forces  of  Paraguay  had  in- 
vaded Corrientes.pne  of  the  Provinces  or 
States  of  the  Argentine  Republic,  and 
hid  surprised  and  captured  two  armed 
steamers  of  the  latter  Government  on  the 
river  Parana  The  inva,tion  was  msde 
without  notice,  and  in  <!i  Pct.  opposition

months  notice  should  be  given  before  any 
overt  act  of  hostility  ^should  be  commit- 
ted. 

In  the  capture  of  one  of  the  steamers, 
called  the  Twenty-Fifth  of  May,  all  the  offi- 
cers and  crew  numberingabout  fifty,  were, 
with  the  exception  of  five  or  six  who 
jumped  overboard,  killed,  it  is  alleged  in 
cold  blood.  War  now  exists  between 
Paraguay  on  the  one  band,  and  Brazil, 
the  Argentine  Republic  and  the  Oriental 
Republic  on  the  other.  Paraguay  has  a 
population  of  about  1,300,000  and  though 
nominally  a  republic,  is  in  fact  an  abso- 
lute despotism,  the  so-called  President, 
Francisco  Solano  Lopiez,  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  his  father,  who  was  a  fit  suc- 
cessor of  the  Dictator  Francisca.  The 
army  is  nominally  60,000  men,  and  the 
navy  consists  of  twelve  river  steamers — 
both  army  and  navy  having  the  advantage 
of  a  number  of  European  officers,  as 
well  as  of  natives  educated  iu  Europe, 
through  whose  instrumentality,  it  is 
thought,  they  are  well  supplied  with  mod- 
ern arms  and  munitions  of  war.  The 
character  of  the  people,  however,  is  not 
at  all  warlike,  and  the  account  we  receive 
from  the  town  of  Corrientes  (capital  of 
the  province)  that  the  Paraguayan 
fleet  in  passing  the  town,  which  is  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  Parana,  opened  fire 
upon  it,  and  fired  off  most  of  their  ram- 
rods, which  were  picked  up  in  the  streets 
of  the  town,  is  not  improbable.  The 
three  governments  united  against  Para- 
guay have  a  population  of  about 
8,000,000,witha  navy  of  ninety  sailing  and 
steam  vessels,  chiefly  Braailian,  and  in- 
cluding some  two  or  three  iron-clads. 
What  success,  if  any,  the  Paraguayans 
may  achieve  from  taking  the  initiative 
cannot  be  foreseen,  but  it  is  very  certain 
that  it  can  be  but  very  temporary,  and 
that  the  war  will  end  by  their  overthrow, 
a  result  which  will  be  of  an  immense  gain 
to  the  people  of  Paraguay  and  to  their 
neigbbors,  if  it  leads  to  a  more  liberal  and 
•iyilized  Government,  as  it  can  hardly 
fail  to  do. 

Additional  items,  perhaps  of  interest, 
are  that  the  Argentine  Republic  had  sent 
N.  de  la  Biestra  to  England  to  arrange 
for  a  loan  of  £1,500,000  sterling;  that 
the  effect  of  the  attack  by  Paraguay,  on 
the  paper  money  of  Buenos  Ayres  was  to 
cause  an  advance  in  the  price  of  the  sil- 
ver dollars  from  25  paper  dollars,  the 
previous  price,  to  $27.75  paper. 

It  may  be  an  item  also  to  notice  that 
Paraguay  is  now  said  to  be  mainly  ruled 
by  a  woman  picked  up  by  Lopez  in  the 
streets  of  London — a  curious  whirligig  of 
fortune.

A  Colored  Attorney  Before  the 

President. 

We  are  happy  to  hear  of  the  success- 
ful issue  of  an  interview  held  last  Sun- 
day with  President  Johnson  by  John  M. 
Langston,  Esq  ,  the  eloquent  and  able 
colored  orator  and  lawyer  of  Oberlin. 
Mr.  Langston  arrived  in  Washington  on 
Priday,  but  the  heavy  pressure  of  Nation- 
al business,  prevented  the  President's 
giving  him  an  audience  until  the  Sabbath. 
He  went  there  to  lay  before  the  Presi- 
dent the  case  of  a  private  of  Edgarton's 
Battery,  formerly  of  Pittsfield,  Lorain 
County,  who  was  arrested  and  thrown 
into  prison  on  a  charge  of  grand 
larceny,  many  months,  ago  and 
dishonorably  discharged  the  service, 
There  was  evident  injustice  done 
the  soldier,  and  Mr.  L.  procured 
from  Capt.  S.  W  Dorsey,  in  whose  com- 
pany the  private  had  formerly  been,  cer- 
tificates as  to  his  good  moral  character 
and  correct  soldierly  bearing.  Armed 
with  these,  Mr.  Langston  spread  the  case 
before  the  President,  whose  acquaintance, 
it  may  be  stated,  be  formed  in  Nashville 
last  winter,  and  who  heard  him  with  great 
kindness  and  attention.  The  President 
immediately  wrote  an  order  for  the  release 
of  the  soldier  from  prison,  his  re-instate- 
ment  in  the  company  and  the  payment  of 
some  $300,  the  amount  of  his  •  regular 
wages  during  the  time  of  his  imprison- 
ment.— Cleveland  Leader.

Proliniiiinry    Examlnatlou    ol 
the  Prisoners. 

Three  Bemanded  for  Tnal. 

The  three  cavalrjinen.  Brown.  Wilson 
aT,d  Faul.  charged  with  the  highway  rol- 
bery  of  Mr.  Hoag,  were  arraigned  at  th 
Court  House  before  Justice  McElraU 
yesterday  morning.  District  Attome: 
Horn,  appeared  for  the  State,  and  I.  V 
D  Heard  tor  the  defense.  The  prison 
ers  are  iU  vouiig  and  <iuite  gentlemanl; 
in  their  appearance.  Their  conduc 
throughout  the  exsaination  was  uncxcep 
tionable.and  we  ars  wtisfied  that  ba. 
whiskey  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  whol. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  tes- 
timony offered  by  the  prosecution  : 

Charles  Hoag  sifom.-Was  com.ng  on 
the  14th  inst.  from  my  home  m  llennepu: 
countytoSt  Paul;  when  near  theRe:.erve 
ffouse.  on  the  Fort  Uoad.  saw  a  soldier, 
whom  he   identified   as   Brown,  the  pris- 
oner at  the  bar,  on  horseback,  riding  to 
wards    me.     when  he   came  ?ea^    8a^. 
that  he  was  considerably  "fo*'*:"^/^'.  J^ 
rod-  up  and  halted  me,  and  asked  if  I  hac 
any  money  :  I  told  him  I  bad  no  money  ; 
he  th(m  «ked  if  I  had  not  enough  to  trtai 
with-  I  told  him  if  he  would  come  along 
with  me  I  would  treat  him  as  I  had  .ome 
cred't  at  the  Reserve  House  ;  he  said  he 
believed  I  was  King;  be   then  b^g^n /^^ 
draw  out  something  which  I  took  lor  a 
pistol,  and,  seeing  that  he  was  m    ear 


to  nine  dollars  in  the  pocket-book ;  I  rec- 
ognize the  defendants  as  the  men  who 
fook  my  pocket-book ;  Robert  Paul  was 
he  man  who  took  the  pocket-book  Jr  jm 
me;  the  other  defendant  Taiaed  the  car- 
bine and  threatened  to  shoot ;  this  hap- 
pened between  Hi  and  12  o'clock. 

John  Brown  was  dta  principal  witness 
offered  for  the  defense,  who  testified  that 
on  the  day  the  robbery  was  committed 
Paul  and  Hepburn  rode  with  him  to  the 
Fort.  He  thinks  they  did  not  go  off  of 
the  fort  road.  The  eyidence  here  closed 
and  after  the  arguroent  of  counsel  the 
prisoners  were  comioittod  to  await  their 

trial. 

Before  the  adjournment  of  the  Court. 
Sheriir  Robertson  took  occasion  to  returr, 
his  a'knowledgments   to  the   officers  ol 
the  regiment,  to  which  the  prisoners  be 
long,  for  the   assistance   which  they  ren- 
dered him  in  securing  the  guilty  parties. 
Ho  stated   that  they  did  everything  in 
their  power  to  ferret  out  the   offenders, 
though  they  deeply   regretted  the    impli- 
cation of  their  men.      He  said  that   the 
officers  and  men  of  the  Regiment  appear- 
ed to  labor  under  the  impression  that  the 
community  entertained  the  idea  that  the 
whole  Regiment  were  responsible  for  the 
acts  which  had  been  committed  by  some 
of  their  number.     He  wished  to  state  that 
such  an   impression  was  a  mistaken  one, 
and  that    the  community  only  attributed 
the  acts  to  a  lew  of  its  members,  and  that    running   back    sufficiently   to   make  the 
be  himsell  wiehed   to  bear  wita«8s  to  the  j  eighty  acres.

John  Oraet  sworn — Am  Deputy 
Sheriff  of  Ramsey  county;  recreived  the 
watih  in  court  from  Lieut.lCollumn  of  the 
ad  Illinois  Cavalry  ;  I  arrestedJhe  pris- 
oneer  ;  I  told  Brown  ;  he  bad  taken  Mr. 
1  loag'.t  watch  and  that  he  hal  better  give 
it  up-,  told  him  I  tlojght  Mr.  Hong 
would  be  easy  with  him  ii  he  would  give 
up  the  watch;  he  said  be  would  tell  me 
where  the  watch  was  if  I  would  take  oil 
his  hand-cutfs :  told  bim  I  could  not  do 
that :  he  then  told  me  where  the  watch 
waa.

TE.-^TIMUNY  VOU    TUK    DKFENSiC. 

The  following  is  the  substance  of  the 
testimony  offered  for  the  defense  : 

Lieut.  Collum  testified  hat  he  had 
known  John  Brown  for  a  considerable 
length  of  time,  and  when  sober  he  was  a 
respectable  man  aad  good  soldier.  He 
waa  acting  in  the  capacity  of  company 
clerk ;  when  intoxicated  is  very  boister- 
ous, and  would  strike  his  best  friend  as 
soon  as  any  one  elsft.  He  don't  appear 
to  recognize  persons  when  in  liquor. 

Capt.  McLean  was  recalled  for  de- 
fense, and  stated  that  he  had  known 
Brown  since  January  or  February  last. 
His  conduct  and  character  had  been  very 
good  so  far  as  he  knew.  His  character 
for  integrity  was  good. 

S.  G.  Flemming,  Sutler  of  the  8d  Illi- 
nois Cavalry,  was  then  called,  and  testi- 
fied that  be  had  known  Brown  ever  since 
he  had  been  in  the  regiment.  His  con- 
duct and  character  had  always  been  good 
so  far  as  he  knew. 

Tl)«  defense  here  rested. 
The  case  was  then  argued  by  counsel, 
after  which  Brown  was  remanded  to  jail 
to  await  bis  trial  at  the  next   term  of  the 
District  Court.

aOBUEBT    OF    KIRST. 

Opon  the  re-assembling  of  the  Court  in 
the  afternoon,    Robert   Paul    and    John 
Hepburn,  both  of  the  Illinois  Cavalry, 
were  arraigned  for  the  robbery  of  Mr 
Kirst,  the  same  attorneys  appearing,  as 
in  the  case  of   Brown.     The   prosecuting 
witness,  Mr.  Kirst,  was  the  only  one  pro 
dacedfor  the  prosecution,  and  the  follow 
ing  is  a  synopsis  of  his  testimony  : 

Peter  J.  Kirst,  sworn— Saw  the  de- 
fendants before,  on  the  14th  day  of  June, 
in  Reserve  township,  not  quite  a  mile 
from  the  Fort  road ;  when  I  met  them 
tbey  were  on  the  left  hand  aide  of  the  road 
and  I  tnrned  to  the  right ;  after  I  travel- 
ed a  short  distance  I  saw  them  following 
me ;  they  said  something  I  could  not  un- 
derstand ;  I  said  soldiers  you  are  not  on 
the  right  road  to  get  to  the  Fort,  you 
should  take  the  other  road ;  they  then 
•aid  we  want  your  money,  yon  must  give 
it  up ;  1  said  I  had  none ;  they  then 
said  have  you  a  little  money."  I 
thought  they  were  satisfied  and  rode 
on;  they  followed  closely  and  asked 
if  I  bad  no  greenbacks ;  I  taid  no ; 
tbey  then  said  if  I  did  not  give  up  my 
money  they  would  shoot  me ;  one  ol  them 
took  his  carbine  and  aimed  it  at  me,  and 
said,  "this  is  the  last  call,  and  if  you  do 
not  giTe  me  your  pocket-book  we'll  shoot 
yon  now;  **1  took  out  my  pocket-book 
in  which  the  small  cbang-^  and  bills  were 
separated,  and  wanted  to  give  them   the

AFT'EKNOON   SESSION. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  report- 
ed the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
whie  h  were  unanimously  adopted,  viz  : 

W'liEKBAs,  by  the  policy  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  all  State  Banknotes 
must  be  retired  from  circulaiion  alter  July 
1st,  18G6. 

Regarding  the  notes  of  the  Minnesota  Banks 
secured  wholly  by  United  States  Bonds,  as 
equal  in  value  to  the  National  Currency,  and 
desirous  to  #ecare  the  retirement  of  snch 
notes,  without  loss  to  the  holders  or  derange- 
ment to  the  business  of  the  State, 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  May  Ist,  1866. 
lawful  money  of  tho  United  Sutes  and  notes 
of  National  Banks  be  regarded  as  '  current 
lands  " 

Resolved,  That  tho  notes  of  all  such  secur- 
ed banks,  and  of  such  other  State  Banks  as 
may  be  redeemed  at  the  City  of  Saint  Paul, 
shall  he  received  as  current  funds  until  the 
same  shall  bo  retired  from  circulation. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tborne,  Messrs. 
Baldwin,  Thorne  and  Scheff<ir  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  draw  up  a  reso- 
lution to  present  to  our  delegation  in 
Congress  relative  to  the  amount  of  Na- 
tional Bank  circulation  apportioned  to 
this  State  under  the  national  banking 
law. 

The  following  resolution  was  reported 
by  the  committee  and  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  convention  : 

Resolced,  That  the  Senators  and  Kepre- 
senWtives  of  this  State  iu  Congress,  be.  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  inllu- 
uncc  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  to  have  at 
lea«t  two  million  dollars  of  the  circulation 
provided  for  the  national  banks,  apportioned 
to  national  banks  in  the  State  of  Miunesota, 
and  that  all  existing  State  banks  in  the  State 
of  Minnesota,  bo  allowed  to  become  national 
banks. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Renick  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  ol  this  con- 
vention bo  published  in  the  St.  Paul  papers.

Telegrams  to  the  Chicago  papers  state 
that  Juhn  Mitchell  was  arrested  in  pur- 
suance of  a  bill  of  indictment  for  treason 
foond  against  him  by  the  Grand  Jury  of 
Norfolk.  A  dispatch  to  the  Chicago 
Tribune,  however,  says : 

We  are  authorized  to  sar  that  there  Is  no 
truth  in  the  report  that  John  Mitchell  has 
been  indicted  hy  a  d'rand  Jury  at  Norfolk. 
The  facts  are  that  tifty-seven  leading  relJcls 
of  Virginia  were  indicted  by  the  Grand  Jurp 
in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  sitting  re- 
centlj-  at  Norfolk.  Judge  I'nderwood  presid- 
ing. Among  the  nanes  intended  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  jury  was  that  of  John  Mitchell. 
By  Kome  mean^t  or  other  Mitchell's  ca.<ic  was 
not  iuTCsligated,  and  the  jury  reported  bills 
severally  against  Gen.  Lee  and  other  noted 
men,  among  tlicm  reJwIs  lately  rcsiiding  in 
Virginia.  Shortly  afle-  these  indictments 
were  reported,  Instructions  were  given  the 
District  Attonicy  to  present  the  case  of  Mitch- 
ell, but  before  he  had  time  to  do  ko  the  jury 
had  tinally  adjourned.  Mitchell's  arrest  is 
understood  to  have  been  made  in  anticipation 
of  this  proceeding,  ami  tor  the  purpose  of  se- 
curing his  presence  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Circuit  Court  in  Virginia. 

Mitchell  is  now  reposing  in  the  case- 
mates of  Fortress  Monroe,  with  tke  lead- 
er of  the  rebellion  with  which  he  cast  his 
lot,  and  whose  worst  fortnnes  he  is  fully 
entitled    to    sL.ire.      He    publi>bcd    the 
meanest,    bitterest,   most  impudent  and 
most  incendiary  rebel  newspaper  in  Rich- 
mond, and  did  almost  as  much  to  stir  up 
the    Hamea   of  insurrectioD,  and  to  keep 
them  alive,  as  Jtfl'.  Davis  himself;  and  he 
is  still  as  bitter,  as  malicious  and  as  con- 
tumacious a  rebel  as  ever.     In   reply  to 
the  criticisms  upon  his  audacity  in  trans- 
ferring himself  from  the  editorial  chair  of 
a  rebel  journal  in  Richmond  to  that  of  a 
rebel  journal  in  New  York,  he  published 
a  card  a  few  days  since  in  the  New  York 
Nevs,  admitting  that  "so  lorg  as  a  south- 
ern confederacy  cxisttd*'  he  "was  a  con- 
federate, secessioniit,  or  what  some   per- 
sons choose  to  term  a  rebel,'*  and  he 
adds:

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another;  the  Boston  Courier   reaffirmed 

the    original    statement,   and  the  New 

York  Times  says : 

We  are  informed,  by  persons  who  heard  the 
speech,  and  whose  authority  Mr.  Phiilips 
himself  will  not  question,  that  lie  declareid, 
distinctly  and  unmistakably,  that  he  would 
advocate  a  repudiation  of  the  national  debt 
unless  the  sutfnige  was  conceded  to  the  en- 
franchised slaves.  The  corrected  version  of 
the  speech,  which  represented  bira  as  refer- 
ring only  to  the  rebel  debt,  was  a  fraud — in 
tended  to  convey  the  false  impression  that  he 
had  never  threatened  a  repudiiition  of  the 
debt  incurred  by  the  Government  in  the  war 
againAt  rebellion. 

And  on  the  top  of  this  the  agent  of 
the  Associated  Press  in  Boston  sends  the 
following  to  the  Post  : 

BosTO.v,  June  10. — The  New  York  Evening 
Pent  of  Friday  says  that  "  Wendell  Phillips 
has  fair  cause  of  complaint  against  the  care- 
less or  malicious  reporter  who  sent  over  the 
wires  the  garbled  account  of  his  speech."  Ihe 
editors  are  unjust  in  their  remarks,  as  the 
report  was  made  more  in  sorrow  than 'in  mal- 
ice; and  all  those  within  hearing  of  Phillips, 
who  paid  attention,  knew  it  was  truthful.

Per  contra,  Amasa  Walker  writes  to 
the  Times  that  he  understood  Mr.  Pbil> 
lips  in  the  sense  of  tbe  corrected  version 
of  his  (Speech,  which  we  published  the 
other  day,  and  Mr.  Phillips  himself  writes 
to  the  Evening  Post  that  what  he  advo- 
cated was  the  repudiation  of  tbe  rebel 
debt  if  imposed  upon  the  country  by  dis- 
loyal men  controlling  the  ballot-box  by 
the  exclusion  of  negroes  from  suffrage.

(  We  shouldn't  wonder  if  this  little  bit  of 
c}oi  effrontery  had  something  to  do  with 
his  arrest  which  took  f  lace  the  day  after 
its  publication. 

But  apropos  of  John  Mitchell,  an  Irish 
Union  olficer  writes  to  the  Bo.- ton  Pilot, 
showing  up  the  villain  as  follows  : 

There  never  wss  in  Ireland  or  on  earth  a 
man  who  once  loved  John  Mitchell,  the  Irish 
patriot,  with  a  purer  devotion  than  I.  I  now 
loathe  and  despise  him  for  his  rowardice.  It 
was  my  mist'onuneto  be  severely  wounded  in 
Carolina,  during  Gen  Shermans  recent  cam- 
paign. Falling  into  rebel  hands,  I  was  t  wen - 
iv-seven  days  in  hospital  at  Charlotte,  N.  C, 
when  I  was  sent  to  Richmond.  Beside  me, 
in  hospital,  was  Major  Warren  Adams,  First 
South  Carolina  Artillery,  who  frequently  de- 
tailed tbe  manner  of  Capt.  John  Mitchell's 
death,  and  his  dying  words  to  his  comrtides; 
and  if  Adams  be  alive  to-day  he  can  bear  wit- 
ness to  the  fact  of  my  sponking  in  the  highest 
terms  of  old  and  young  John  Mitchell. 

Neither  at  Charlotte,  Chester,  Salisbury 
Or«cnsboro,  Danville  or  elsewhere  was  I  in- 
sulted by  man,  woman  or  child ;  rebel  soldier 
und  citizen  nitied  rithcr  than  gluritie<l  in  my 
condition.  Ihe  foul  act  was  reserved  for  John 
Mitchell  alone,  who  not  only  refused  to  have 
"anything  to  say  or  do  with  Lincoln's  hire- 
lings" (when  we  sent  him  word  who  we  were) 
but  in  tbe  next  issue  ot  the  Examinrr  direct- 
ed the  citizens  to  treat  this  human  fungi  not 
as  prisoners  of  w!»r,  but  as  "robbers,  murder- 
ers, and  hireling  .issassin'*." 

So  feverely  wounded  was  I,  that,  taking  pity 
on  me,  they  refused  to  confine  me  in  Rich- 
mond; and  manr  of  the  citizens,  among 
them  Rot>ert  Tyler  and  Major  Dooler,  both 
ot&cers  in  tbe  rebel  service,  ashamed  of  Mitch- 
ell's conduct,  olfercd  me  .iny  service  in  their 
power.  Mitchell,  the  faithless  ingrate,  the 
villifier  of  race  and  countrymen,  alone  took 
advantage  of  my  misfortune;  he  alone  went 
out  of  his  way,  to  insult,  to  calumniate,  to 
trample  upon  the  wasting,  emaciated  frames 
and  wearied  hearts  of  hi-;  countrymen  in  Lib- 
by,  and  for  this  he  will  he  forever  cursed  by 
those  Irishmen  who  were  fated  to  come  un- 
der bis  merciless  and  cowardly  lash.

Bishop  Grace,  of  this  city,  has  issued 
a  pastoral  letter  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of 
his  diocese — and  which  is  published  in 
pamphlet  form  by  the  Pioneer  Printing 
Company— upon  the  Papal  Encyclical, 
an  abstract  of  which  unique  document,  it 
will  be  recollected,  we  gave  to  our  read- 
ers some  months  ago.  From  the  cursory 
perusal  wc  have  as  yet  been  able  to  give 
its  contents,  we  judge  this  pamphlet  to  be 
an  ingenious  attempt  to  "  make  a  whistle 
out  of  a  pig's  tail,"  or  in  other  words  to 
explain  away  in  unmeaning  and  equivo- 
cal generalities  the  unfortunate  distinct- 
ness and  emphasis  with  which  the  Holv 
Father  proclaimed  the  essential  and  eter- 
nal antagonism  of  the  Church  of  Rome  to 
those  principles  of  political  and  religious 
liberty  which  are  fundamental  to  our 
American  system  of  government  and 
society.  Tbe  Pope's  Encyclical  may  be 
explained,  perhaps,  to  suit  the  absolutist 
ideas  of  Austrian  or  Spanish  Catholics, 
but  no  device  cf  sophistry  or  word-jug- 
gling can  reconcile  it  to  American  habits 
of  thought,  or  make  it  otherwise  than 
offensive  to  the  people  of  this  country, 
bishop  Grace's  pamphlet  is,  however, 
a  good  specimen  of  good  English,  what- 
ever may  bo  thought  of  its  theology,  its 
logic,  or  its  political  philosophy.  It  may 
be  found  at  the  book  stores.

There  is  now  no  doubt  that  the  new 
Missouri  Constitution  has  been  adopted 
by  at  least  5000  majority.  We  copy  be- 
low some  of  the  more  important  pro- 
visions of  this  instrument : 

It  declares  Missouri  a  free  State  forever. 

It  establiahea  the  equality  of  all  men  before 
the  law. 

It  prohibits  legislation  interfering  with  the 
personil  rights  of  men  on  account  of  their 
color. 

It  declares  that  Missouri  shall  ever  remain 
a  member  of  the  American  Union. 

It  excludes  from  the  l>allot  box  and  from 
office,  traitors,  rebels,  rebel  sympathizers,  gu- 
errilla maniuders,  bushwhackers,  and  their 
aiders  and  abettors. 

It,  in  like  manner,  excludes  Knights  of  the 
Golden  Circle.  Sons  of  Li!)erty,  and  0.  A.  K.'s. 

It,  in  like  manner,  excludes  those  who  en- 
rolled themselves  as  disloyal,  or  as  Southern 
sympathizers,  to  avoid  militia  duty. 

It  provides  for  an  ethcient  registration  of 
voters,  thereby  seeming  the  exclusion  of  ille- 
gal voters. 

It  removes  the  rule  requiring  treason  to  be 
proved  as  any  other  crime. 

It  invites  immigration  from  Europe,  by  ex- 
tending the  elective  fmnchise  to  those  per- 
sons ot  foreign  birth,  who  have,  more  than 
one  year  before  an  election,  declared  their  in- 
tention according  to  law,  to  become  citizens 
of  the  Cnited  States. 

It  forbids  private,  local  and  special  legisla- 
tion, which  for  thirty  years  has  cursed  this 
State,  and  brings  the  State  under  a  uniform 
system  of  general  Uwt. 

It  prohibits  lotteries. 

It  forbids  the  legislature's  making  compen- 
sation for  emancipated  slaves. 

It  stops  the  creation  of  corporations  by  spe- 
cial acts,  with  enormous  and  dangerous  pow- 
ers, and  requires  all  corporations  to  be  torm- 
cd  under  general  laws. 

It  prohibits  the  creation,  renewal,  or  exten- 
sion of  the  chartei  of  any  bmk  of  issue. 

It  protects  the  interests  of  the  people,  hy 
imposing  upon  stockholdiers  individual  lia- 
bility for  the  debts  of  corporations. 

It  secures  an  etficienl  system  of  common 
schools,  for  the  free  education  of  tbe  children 
of  the  State. 

It  gives  increased  facilities  fir  its  own 
amendn.ent,  and  allows  the  people  a  direct 
vote  upon  every  amendment  proposed. 

All  these  provisions  are  excellent  in 
themselves  and  many  ot  tlem  are  far 
m  advance  of  the  general  standard  of  free 
State  legislation. 

J.  F.  Stoek,  Esq.,  our  Hospital  Com- 
missioner at  Washington,  writes  that 
there  are  still  some  200  invalids  in  the 
Hospitals  at  \Vashington  and  Philidelpbia, 
and  that  $300  is  necessaay  to  supply 
their  wants.  The  amount  has  been  for- 
warded from  the  State  Hospital  fund. 


UIItlCD  i'OPPERHEiaiS  AOEIffTS 
OF  THE  REBEC.X.IOX. 

In  the  trial  of  the  assassination  conspirators, 
on  Friday,  testimony  was  given  by  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Ontario  Bank  (of  Caiiada)  that 
Jacob  Ihoiupson,  in  August  last,  made  a  re- 
quisition upon  the  bank  for  ^25,000  in  cur- 
rency, in  tavor  of  Benjamin  Wood,  of  New 
York,  member  of  Congress,  and  proprietor  of 
ibe  Datl]/ News ;  and  that  a  draft  for  the 
amount  was  drawn  on  the  City  Bank  of  New 
York.  The  draft,  which  was  exhibited  in 
court,  lM>re  the  endorsement  of  Benjamin 
Wood  on  the  back, — the  signature  being  testi- 
fied to  as  genuine  by  George  Wilkes  and  Abra- 
ham I>.  Russell. 

Here  then  is  proof  positive  that  this  rebel 
sheet  was  the  hired  or^^n,  and  its  editor  the 
venal  tool  of  the  Richmond  conspirators. 
He  ought  to  be  arrested,  tried,  convicted 
and  hung — if  any  body  is  bung — as  a 
rebel  spy  and  an  abettor  of  the  public 
enemy  within  our  military  lines.  We 
await  with  interest  further  developments 
as  to  the  amount  which  the  New  York 
World,  Chicago  Times,  and  St.  Paul  /'lo- 
neer,  &c  ,  received  for  their  services  in 
aiding  and  abetting  the  rebellion.  How 
much  did  Gorm  in  and  Gilman  get  for 
going  over  to  tbe  rebels  in  the  last  elec- 
tions, and  what  was  Brishin's  retainer? 
All  these  little  facts  will  doubtless  come 
out  in  the  testimony  it  the  trial  is  pro- 
longed. 


From  a  gentleman  who  passed  through 
Red  Wing  on  Sunday  we  learn  some 
further  particulars  of  the  tornado  which 
visited  that  section  Friday  evening. 

The  tornado  wps  plainly   seen  bj  the 
citizens  of  Red  Wing,    and   had  the  ap< 
pearance  of  a  water    spout.     It    moved 
rapidly,  apparently  going  ten  miles  (the 
distance  which  it  was  thought  to  be  seen) 
in  five  minutes.     After  passing  through 
a  portion  of  Goodhue  county,  it  crossed 
the    river    and    visited   Diamond   Bluff, 
where       several       houses       are      re- 
ported to  have  been  destroyed  but  wheth- 
er life  was  lost  or  not  we  are  not  informed 
It  was  Mr.  instead  of  Mrs.  Streeter,  as 
stated  in  our  special   dispatch,  who  was 
killed  at  Mr.  Chamberlain's  house.      He 
was  an  old  gentleman,  about  sixty  years 
of  age,  and  has   a  married   daughter  re- 
siding in  this   city.      He  was  working 
near  by  and    seeing  the    storm    coming 
sought    refuge    at    Mr.    Chamberlain's. 
Mrs.  Chamberlain,  it  seems,  was   in  the 
habit   of  going  into    the    cellar    during 
thunder  showers,  and  following  her  usual 
custom  at  this  time,  saved  her  life. 

Tbe  house  was  a  frame  building  stand- 
ing upon  a  brick  foundation  and  was 
raised  entirely  from  the  ground,  carried 
some  distance  and  dashed  down  and  the 
fragments  scattered  in  all  directions.  It 
was  literally  torn  in  shreds.  Mr.  Street- 
er's  injuries  were  so  severe  that  he  lived 
but  a  short  time. 

The  escape  of  Sheriff  Chandler  was 
remarkable.  He  was  riding  through 
Vasa  township,  and  suddenly  the  air 
grew  stifling  when  he  instinctively  sprang 
from  his  buggy  and  seizing  a  young  sap- 
pling  lay  flat  upon  the  ground.  No 
sooneo  bad  he  done  so  than  his 
horse  and  buggy  were  litterally  carried 
away.  The  buggy  was  torn  into 
splinters  and  the  horse  was  carried  forty 
rods,  by  actual  measurement,  and  lodged 
in  the  tops  of  some  small  trees,  so  en- 
tangled in  the  brush  and  harness  as  to  be 
unable  to  extricate  himself.  He  was 
found  trembling  with  fear  in  this  con- 
dition. 

Mr.  Chandler  only  saved  himself  by 
clinf  ing  to  the  sapling,  and  as  it  was',  he 
was  blown  straight  into  the  air  and  for  a 
moment  hung  only  by  his  hands. 

Numerous  stories  arc  afloat  of  the 
freaks  of  the  storm,  such  as  the  blowing 
of  cattle  across  the  river,  tearing  the 
feathers  from  chickens,  inflicting  sudden 
death  upon  numerous  cats,  dogs  &c., 
in  a  singular  manner,  all  of  which, 
though  not  impossible,  we  cannot  vouch 
for.

Q.  That  is  tbe  original  paper,  is  it  not  P 
A.  It  is. 

Q.  Now  look  at  this   bill  of  exchange 
(another  paper  was  exhibited  to  witness) 
and  state  whether  it  was  drawn  upon  that 
requisition. 
A.  It  was. 

At  tbe  request  of  the  Judge  Advocate 
the  witness  then  read  the  paper  to  the 
court.  It  is  dated  Montreal,  August  10th, 
1864,  and  is  directed  to  the  Cashier  of 
the  City  Bank,  of  New  York,  and  tbe 
wording  as  follow :

The  endorsement  on  the   bill  directs 
tbe  payment  to  be  made   to   Hon.    B  ',nj . 
Wood  or  order. 

Q.  You    state  that  the    $25,000  for 

which  this  bill  was  drawn  is  tbe  same  for 

which  that  requisition  was  made   bv    Mr. 

Thompson  in  the  name   of  Benj.  Wood  ? 

A.  It  was. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  the  bill  of  ex- 
change you  have  just  read  is  the  original 
one.' 
A.  It  is. 

Q.  Where  did  you  obtain  itP 
A.  I  obtained  it  in  New  York  from  the 
cashier  of  tbe  bank  on  which  it  was  drawn. 
Q.  Does  it  bear  the  narks  of   having 
been  paid  ? 

A.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  usual 
modes  of  cancelling  in  New  York,  btit  I 
understand  it  was  paid. 

The  witness  stated  further  that  be  was 
not  acquainted  with  the  Benjamin  Wood 
referred  to.  but  he  supposed  it  to  be  the 
same  who  at  the  date  of  that  transaction 
was  a  member  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States. 

Mr.  Geo.  Wilkes  and  Abraham  D. 
Russell  were  then  called  upon  the  stand 
and  testitied  that  the  endorsement  on  the 
bill  of  exchange  was  in  Benj.  Wood's 
handwritin£;.

The  Late  nrs  Sigourney. 

Tbe  Bulletin,  published  at  Norwich, 
Connetticut — of  which  city  Mrs.  Sigour- 
ncy  was  a  native — has  the  following  in- 
teresting paragh : 

"Mrs.  Sigjurney  taught  in  Norwich 
both  up  town  and  in  the  Stoddard  bouse, 
on  the  Little  Plain.  She  always  retained 
tbe  liveliest  interest  in  and  love  for  Nor- 
wich, and  had  many  warm  friends  and 
correspondents  here.  The  week  in  which 
she  died  she  dictated  a  letter  to  a  lady  in 
this  city,  proposing  to  do  something  in 
behalf  of  the  Slohegan  Indians,  for  whom 
she  has  done  much  in  the  past.** 
The  Hartford  Courant  says : 
"Of  Mrs.  Sigourney's  private  life  and 
character  the  simplest  truth  would  seem 
like  the  language  of  eulogy.  Tbe  warmth 
of  her  affection  was  not  chilled  by  tbe 
advance  of  age  or  the  prospect  of  death. 
All  whom  she  bad  ever  loved — and  how 
large  was  the  circle  of  her  friends  let  tbe 
popular  heart  testify — she  remembered  ; 
many  of  them  she  recalled  by  name  in  her 
last  days.  She  bad  followed  many  of 
bnr  best  and  earliest  friends  to  the  grave. 
She  had  kindly  dropped  a  poetic  wreath 
on  the  bier  of  one  and  another  of  those 
who  had  gone  before  her — linking  herself 
thus,  by  the  tenderest  ties,  with  tbe  mem- 
ories of  many  a  bereaved  and  mourning 
family — and  now  she,  the  generous,  tbe 
thoughtful,  the  kind  hearted,  the  noble, 
has  been  taken  to  that  home  where  her 
spirt,  so.  longed  to  be  at  rest." 

The  Hartford  Post  has  the  following: 
"  It  was  lemarked  by  her  former  pas- 
tor. Bishop  Burgess,  that  he  rarely  made 
a  call  upon  any  poor  person  in  his  pansh 
but  that  he  found  Mrs.  Sigourney  had 
been  there  before  him.  A  communicant 
of  the  Episcopal  church,  she  was  Catho- 
lic and  liberal  in  ber  views.  No  shadow 
of  Pharisaism,  exclusiveness  or  bigotry 
rested  upon  her  garments. 

"  In  her  last  sickness  she  had  hardly 
spoken  for  days,  when  a  gift  of  beautiful 
fruit  was  shown  to  her.  She  smilid  and 
said,  'Send  them  to  Mr.  P.,  he  will  en- 
joy them  so  much' — Mr.  P.  being  a  sick 
neighbor.  For  others  thus  she  lived  and 
died."

—  General  Halleck  has  written  a  letter 
in  reply  to  the  charges  that  he  has  treated 
the  colored  population  of  Richmond  with  pe- 
culiar »CTcrity.  The  General  says  that  .ifter 
Lee  evacuated  Richmond,  the  city  rapidly 
filled  up  withgamMerj,  thieves,  assassins  and 
burglars,  and  that  as  a  natural  conse<iuence 
many  arrests  were  made,  and  some  severity 
was  nece»8arv ;  that  In  dealing  with  these  of- 
fenders, white  and  black  were  treated  the 
same ;  that  in  the  administration  of  the  civil 
atfairs  of  the  department,  he  has  no  knowl- 
edge that  black  persons  have  been  unkindly 
treated. 

—Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  of  N.  Y..  bad 
an  interview  to-day  with  tha  President  in  re- 
gard to  the  extension  of  the  rights  of  suffrage 
to  the  freedmen  of  thi  South.  Ho  told  Mr. 
Johnson  that  a  large  majority  of  the  loyal 
people  of  the  country  were  In  f*Tor  of 
clothing  the  negro  race  with  the  elective  fran- 
chise, and  that  m  giving  it  to  them  his  action 
would  be  sustained  not  only  by  New  York, 
but  by  all  the  loyal  Sutes. 

The  new  Supreme  court  of  Missouri, 

composed  of  Gov.  Fletcher's  appointees,  is 
now  in  session.  The  old  Judges  were  brought 
before  the  Recorder  of  St.  Louis  on  Thursday, 
on  a  charge  of  disorderly  conduct,  but  no  wit- 
nesses appearing  against  them,  they  were  dis- 
charged. The  radical  German  organs,  al- 
though opposed  to  the  new  Constitution,  sup- 
port the  Governor  in  the  forcible  removal  of 
the  old  judges. 

—A  Boston  despatch  of  the  1-ith  says  : 
George,  aged  sixteen    years,    son    of  Gavin 
Holiiday,  shot  his  father  in  the  neck   with  a 
revolver,  inflicting  a  severe  and  fatal    wound, 
and  then    fled  to  the  woods,  where  he  blew 
out  his  brains    with  the  same  weapon.      The 
act  was  without  known  provocation,  and  up 
to  its  commission,  young  Holiiday  had  been 
an  industrious    and  affectionate    son.      The 
tragedy  occurred  on    Tuesday,    in    Saugus, 
Massichusetts,  where  Mr.  HolliUay  carried  on 
business  as  a  sewing-machine   manufacturer. 
—A  correspondent  says  Washington 
has  undergone  a  marked  revolution.    Since 
the  war  it  has  changed  its    appearance    and 
character  also.    It  is  no    longer    a  southern 
city,  with  its   long  rows    of   grinning    black 
slaves.    The  old  unctions  and  pursy  dignita- 
ries, who  were  wont  to  occupy  the  large  arm- 
chairs on  the  piazias  and  in  the  parlors  at  the 
hotels,  are  gone.    A  crowd  of  oristliog,  short- 
haired  Puritans  has  pushed  them  from  their 
stools.    Every  nation,    every    section,  every 
shade  is  represented  now,  in  one  heterogene- 
ous cosmopolitan  hive. 

— Another  riot  took  place  on  Maryland 
avenue,  a  few  days  since,  between  the  troops 
of  the  21st  New  York  cavalry  and  the  West 
Virginia  cavalry  brigade.  It  arose  In  mutual 
accusations  of  cowardice.  Some  officers  took 
part  in  the  affair,  and  the  men  used  their  re- 
volvers freely,  while  those  without  arms  had 
recourse  to  bricks  and  stones.  There  was  a 
general  stampede  of  all  citizens  in  the  vicmi 
ty.  Three  of  the  West  Virginians  and  one 
citizen  were  wounded.  A  strong  guard  has 
been  stationed  to  prevent  the  repetition  of 
disturbance. 

— Professor  Agassiz  and  party  arrived 
safely  at  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  the  22d  of 
April,  and  were  most  kindly  received.  The 
Emperor  sent  a  boat  alongside  of  the  Colora- 
do to  take  the  party  on  shore,  and  in  the  even- 
ing had  a  long  interview  with  Mr.  Agassiz. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  Brazil,  gave 
orders  to  have  ths  baggage  and  insti  umenli* 
of  the  party  passed  unopened  at  the  Custom 
House,  and  every  courtesy  was  extended  to 
the  memOers  of  the  expedition  by  the  ofllclals 
of  the  Braziliian  Government. 

— Fifty-one  more  rebel  prisoners  were 
released  from  Fort  Warren  yesterday  on 
Uking  the  oath  of  allegianL-e.  The  Boston 
TrariUr  f.&ys:  Some  of  them  were  shown 
great  attention  by  a  number  of  citizens  who 
seemed  to  spare  no  pains  to  make  them  en- 
joy themselves  dnring  their  brief  stay  in  Bos- 
ton. These  rebels  already  acknowledge  that 
thoogh  they  h^ve  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance 
their  love  for  the  old  Union  is  not  very  enthu- 
siastic. 

—The  New  York  Herald's  Wasbing- 
♦<>n  special  says :  "The  celebrated  Armstrong 
gun  which  was  presented  by  Armstrong  to 
the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  was  used  by 
them  in  defense  of  Fort  Fisher,  has  been 
brought  to  Washington.  It  is  a  magnificent 
piece  of  ordnance,  mounted  upon  a  rosewood 
carriage  and  elaborately  decorated.  It  is  one 
of  the  evidences  of  historical  neutrality  in  our 
domestic  ditnculties. 

— The  Jributu's  special  says  :  "A  large 
number  of  soldiers  believing  the  warover.and 
their  moral  oblig.itions  to  servo  for  the  war 
fulfilled,  have  Mken  French  leave  for  their 
homes.  Several  hundred  have  passed  Into 
Maryland,  Delaware  and  Pennsylvaninn.  To- 
day a  small  squad,  attired  in  summer  linen, 
were  marched  through  the  city  to  their  adja- 
cent camps,  having  been  picked  up  in  Mary- 
land." 

— An  order  will  soon  be  issued  pro- 
viding for  the  mustering  out  of  all  troops 
whose  terms  of  service  expire  prior  to  January 
1st,  I860.  The  work  of  disbanding  the  army 
nnder  former  orders  has  proceeded  so  far  as 
to  render  it  necessary  to  cut  of!  another  slice 
in  order  to  redace  the  force  of  the  troops  to 
the  desired  number.  It  may  be  necessary  to 
go  still  furthar. 

— Tbe  condition  of  Frederick  W.  Sew- 
ard continues  to  be  most  encouraging.  There 
has  l)een  no  hermmorhage  of  his  wound  for 
the  past  twenty-one  days.  Secretary  Seward's 
health  continues  to  improve.  Ue  now  regu- 
larly attends  business  and  converses  cheer- 
fully with  his  friends,  though  his  jaw  is  still 
supported  by  an  iron  frame  work. 

— The  Tennessee  State  Bank  assets 
capttired  by  Gov.  Brownlow,  and  amounting 
to  over  9600,000,  consist  mainly  of  new  Mexi- 
can coins.  It  is  as  yet  unknown  whether  a 
loan  was  obtained  from  Maximilian  or  the 
French,  or  that  the  bank,  being  in  the  cotton 
trade,  got  this  money  for  cotton  sent  out  In 
that  direction. 

— The  Supreme  Court  of  Wisconsin, 
in  a  case  just  disposed  of,  have  decided  that 
part  of  the  act  of  Congress  which  requurs 
stamps  to  be  attached  to  legal  processes  be- 
fore commencing  action,  to  be  unconstitu- 
tional and  void,  and  that  stamps  need  not, 
therefore,  be  .'ittached  to  such  documents. 
One  of  tie  judges  dissented. 

— The  Navy  Department  has  received 
intelligence  of  the  surrender  of  the  rebel  rnm 
Missouri  to  Lieutenant  Commander  Fitshngh, 
commanding  the  fleet  on  the  Red  River.  She 
was  the  only  rebef  vessel  in  the  Trans-Missis- 
sippi  department,  and  was  very  formidable. 

—Sixty  thousand  bales  of  the  cotton 
captured  at  Savannah,  Charleston  and  Wil- 
mington  liavi^  been  tiimed  over  to  the  Treas- 
ttiypepartmend, 

— An  emigration  society  in  Scotlapd, 
mth  a  capital  of  £i50,ooo,  has  g?Bt  agents  to 
Washington  with  the  view  of  making  |»yf»l- 
menu  in  lands  at  the  South.

— We  have  not  hesi- 
tated to  declare  our  gratification   at  the 
freedom  of  the  negro,  and  to  express  the 
opinion  that  the  people  of  North  Caroli- 
na would  ratify  at  the  ballot-box  the  proc- 
lamation of  the  President,  and  the  order 
of  Gen  Schofield.    issued    in   pursuance 
thereof.     We  are  glad  the   negro  is  free 
on  his  own  account,  and  we  are  glad   on 
our  own  account.     We  believe,   as   did 
our  great   and      good      Gaston,      that 
.African     slavery     is    a     curse    to    any 
people— that      it       destroys      the      en- 
ergies  of    the    non-slaveholding  whites, 
keeps  them  in  ignorance,  and  retards  the 
development  of  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try, and  that  the  sooner  a  people  who 
have  it  get  clear  of  it  the  better.     The 
negro  is   free  in   North  Carolina,   and  if 
we  had  it  in   our  power  to   enslave  him 
again  we  wouM  not  do  it.     Whether  bis 
freedom  will  better  his  condition  or  not 
is  a  problem   which  he  has   got  to  work 
out;  but  so  sure  are  we  that  the  whiie 
masses  are  to  be  elevated— that  a  new 
field  of  moral  and  intellectual  culture,  as 
well  as  material  prosperity  .is  to  be  opened 
up  to   them  by  the  inaugu  ation  of  free 
labor,  that  we  should  not  restore  hmi  to 
former  ataiut  if  in  our   power  to  do  so. 
•        •        *        At  present  we  are 
sure  that  there  is  not  a  single  man  m  the 
State  in  favor  of   allowing  him  to   vote ; 
aud  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Gene- 
ral Government  to  force  it  upon  us. would 
seriously   interfere   with   that  fraternal, 
sympathetic  affection,   so  necessary  be 
tween  the  people  of  the   different  Sfates 
and  sections   to  secure  a  union  of  hearts 
HS  well  as  a  union  of  States.

A  Newbern  despatch  of  the  13th  says 
Governor  Holden  has  invited  the  leading 
Union  men  of  the  State  to  meet  him  in 
Council  at  Ralt-igh,  prior  to  the  appear- 
ance of  his  proclamation,  which  is  daily 
expected.  The  North  Carolina  papers 
are  full  of  the  proceedings  of  Union 
meetings  which  are  being  held  in  every 
town  in  the  State.  All  pay  high  tributes 
to  the  lamented  Lincoln,  also,  to  Andrew 
Johnson  and  Gov.  Holden.  The  richest 
estates  in  the  country  are  offered  for  sale 
in  all  parts  ef  North  Carolina  for  from 
$1.00  to  $10.00  per  acre  with  improve- 
ments, their  owners  having  decided  to  go 
North  and  are  selling  at  a  great  facrilice. 
President  Johnson  is  fast  gaining  the 
confidence  of  the  people  of  the  South. 
Gov  Holden  is  also  disarming  his  ene- 
mies by  his  services  in  endeavoring  to  re- 
store civil  law  to  the  State. 

South  Carollnia. 

The  Post's  Washington  special  says : 
Gen.  Howard  this  morning  received  a 
letter  from  South  Carolina  which  gives  a 
gratifying  account  of  the  colored  popula- 
tion, total  V  different  from  thestatementJ 
of  the  Kichmood  Repnbliciui.  Forty 
thousand  freedmen  in  South  Carolina  are 
now  industriously  at  work  cuhivaling  the 
soil,  and  nine  thousand  colored  children 
are  attending  school  regularly. 

OeorrlM. 

Condition  of  tiik  Negro  in  Gkor- 
GiA.— The  Macon  Telegragh  has  a  long 
article  on  **What  shall  be  done  with  the 
emancipatetl  negroes  ?"  Whilst  the  ed- 
itor saj  s  that  be  holds  it  to  be  an  ill-ad- 
vised measure  to  free  the  negro,  still  he 
is  willing  to  take  matters  as  be  finds 
them,  and  counsels  his  readeri  to  do  the 
same.  He  says  that  if  the  people  of 
Georgia  wish  to  prevent  half  a  million  of 
emancipated  negroes  fiom  being  vagrants 
and  public  burthens  they  must  move  in- 
stantly in  the  matter,  for  upon  these 
fpiesfions  "hanj;  the  beggary  or  comfort, 
prosperity  or  ruin  of  the  State."  The 
planters  and  the  people  must  accept  the 
bat  of  the  powers  that  are,  and  overcome 
the  present  diflB -nlty,  by  making  the 
freedmen  "good  laborers,  comfortable, 
well-fed  and  happy." 

The  same  editor,  in  another  article,  says 
that  many  masters,  finding  it  impossible 
to  support  their  helpless  negroes,  have 
tamed  them  away,  and  that  these  poor 
beings  are  crowding  to  the  largo  cities, 
where  starvation  is  staring  them  in  the 
face.  Tho  editor  argues  that  it  would  be 
better  for  both  master  and  laborers  if  the 
former  woull  keep  and  employ  the  latter, 
remunerating  him  for  his  labor  either 
in  money  or  from  the  crops  raised  on  the 
farm. 

The  Post's  special  says  the  delegation 
known  as  the  Georgia  Union  Club  reach- 
ed Washington  last  evening,  and  hope  to 
have  an  early  interview  with  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Vlrvlwla. 
The  Alexandria  Journal  says  Governor 
Pierpont  has  determined  to  call  an  extra 
session  of  the  Legislature  on  Friday  next, 
and  that  for  this  purpose  confidential  cir- 
enUrs  have  been  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  body  which  has  heretofoio  assembled 
in  Alexondri.a.  representing  the  loyal  ele- 
ments as  contradistinguished  from  the 
late  rebel  Legislature  at  Richmond.  Tiie 
Journal  is  alarmeJ  for  fear  that  the  call 
is  made  with  the  view  of  removing  the 
disability  imposed  on  those  who  have 
been  identified  with  the  rebellion,  and 
restore  to  them  the  elective  franchinc  and 
the  right  to  again  hold  offi&a.  Th-jre  « 
no  certainty,  however,  that  such  is  the 
object.  Owing  to  ibo  alleged  appoint- 
ment by  the  Governor  o5  seversl  ex-reb- 
els to  important  positions  in  violav ">"  of 
tho  constitution,  several  racctings  have 
been  held  by  the  loyal  people  of  Alexk  "' 
(Iria  to  devise  means  ior  seU-protecttQb  ■ 
On  Saturday  they  perfected  their  orgauj-  > 
xation,  and  adopted  a  series  r  f  reaoli^-. 
tibhs,  one  of  which  aihrms,  ii  strong 
ferms,  the  right   of  the  colored  man  to 


such  »n  exhausting  war,  and  gives  naa  to 
the  hope  that  the  reaction  and  reunion 
will  be  as  sudden  and  complete  as  was 
the  outbreak.  In  their  conversation  and 
bearing  the  Virginians  manifest  a  clear 
view  of  their  situation  and  undeniable 
attachment  to  the  Union.  There  is  a 
large  class  who  made  every  sacrihce  and 
wished  heartily  that  the  South  might  be 
independent.  They  now  frankly  admit 
they  are  anxious  to  become  good  and 
loyal  citiaens  of  the  Republic.  They  ad- 
mit defeat  and  express  determination  to 
abide  by  the  result  of  war. 

The  World's  Richmond  correspondent 
Iparns  there  is  a  manifest  tlisposition  on 
the  part  of  large  landholders  to  encour- 
age emigration  from  Europe  to  Virgin  i. 
They  do  not  relish  Northern  emigration 
and  think  that  by  bringing  emigrants 
from  Europe  they  would  ne  readily  iden- 
tified with  the  Southern  people  in  senti- 
ment and  principle.  There  is  a  very 
general  conviction  that  with  the  present 
feeling  of  hostility  which  pervades  the 
Northern  mind  in  regard  to  the  South, 
no  justice  can  be  rendered  the  latter  un- 
less it  IS  exacted  by  political  power.  The 
advantage  in  a  political  sense  ia  having 
fjur  millions  of  whites  instead  of  four 
millions  of  negroes,  is  very  earnestly 
considered,  and  is  urged  by  the  heaviest 
land-owners. 

Among  others  said  to  have  come  out  m 
favor  of  Negro  suffrage  in  Virginia,  as 
the  only  hope  of  the   loyal,   are  Judges 
Sneed  and  Brown.  Sawyer,  Hill  and  the 
Haskinses,  all   of  whom   are   thoroughly 
disgusted    with     Governor     Pierpont's 
movements.     The  Legislature  whi-h  was 
secretly  called,  according  to  the  place  oo 
secessionists   in  days  past,  turns  out  tl 
be  the  late   Legislature  of  the  restored 
government  of  Virginia,  and  not  the  new 
Legislature  under  secession  control.    The 
old  Pierpont    Legislature    consisted   or 
consists  of  five   Senators  and  eight  Rep- 
resentatives.    Three  of  the  Senators  are 
right  and  two-fifths  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives.    The  true  men  are  hopeless 
and  disRusted  with  the  whole  thing.  Gov. 
Pierpont   included,   and   will  not  go  to 
Richmond,  so  that  the  few   of   southern 
proclivities  will  be   th-re  to  favor   Gov. 
Pierpont's  projects.     The  only  one  who 
has  gone  from    Alexandria  and    Fairfax 
counties   is    Johnson,    of  Alexandria,  of 
whose  loyalty  we  have  a  specimen  in  his 
persisting  in  attending  the  services  and 
supporting    a     rebel    clergyman,    who, 
throughout  the  whole  war.  has  refused  to 
pray    for    the    President,  and    who  was 
ejected  from   Christ's  Church  parsonage 
for  his  rank  dislyalty.     The   excitement 
on  the    ubject,  among  loyal  men  in  Vir- 
ginia, is  intense. 

TiiK  Richmond  Fre«dmen.— The 
President  on  Friday  received  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  a  public  meeting  of 
colored  folks  of  Richmond  to  make  known 
their  wrongs  to  him  as  their  best  friend  as 
they  conceive  him  to  be.  In  an  address 
vhich  they  presented  they  complain  of 
insults,  imprisonment  and  most  cruel  pun- 
ishments the  like  of  which  was  never  heard 
of  before  even  m  the  slave  pens  of  South- 
ern traders. 

The    address    concludes    as    follows : 
"When   we   saw  the    glorious   old    flag 
again    streaming   over    the    capitol,  we 
thought  the  power  of   these  wicked  men 
was   at  an   end,    and  however    sad    our 
hearts  may  be  over  the  present  state  of 
our  affairs,  we  have  lost  none  of  our  faith 
and  love  for   the  Union,  or  for   yoursell 
as  its  chief   magistrate,  and  therefore  as 
oppressed,  obedient  and   loving  children, 
we   ask   your    protection,   and  upon  the 
loyalty  of  our  hearts,  and  thepowir  of 
our  arms,   you  may   ever  rely  with  un- 
bounded   confidence.     And,   in    conclu- 
sion, let  us  respectfully  remind  your  Ex- 
cellency of   that  sublime  motto  once  in- 
scribed over  the   portals  of  an  Egyptian 
temple:     "Know   all  ye   who  exercise 
power,  that  God  hateth  injostice.' 

The  President  made  the  following  en-

•  Ilea  liinarters  Trans  Mississippi  Ue- 
paitment,  Houston  Texas,  May  3()th.— 
Soldiers— The  day  after  I  refused  the  de- 
mand of  the  fe  leral  government  for  the 
surrender  of  this  department,  I  lefr  >^hrevc- 
port  for  Houston,  I  ordered  the  Missouri, 
Arkansas  and  Louisiana  troops  to  follow. 
My  purpose  was  to  concentrate  the  en- 
tire strength  of  the  department,  await 
negotiations,  and,  if  possible,  secure 
terms  alike  honorable  to  soldiers  an  I  citi- 
zens. Failing  in  this,  I  intended  to 
struggle  to  the  lust,  and.  unitetP  in  pur- 
pose,linn  in  resolve,  and  battling  for  the 
right,  I  believed  that  God  would  yet  give 
us  victory.  I  reached  Houston  to  find 
the  Texas  troops  disbanded  and  hasten- 
ing to  their  homes.  They  had  forsaken 
their  colors  and  their  comnianders  had 
abanloned  the  cause  for  which  we  were 
struggling,  and  appropriated  public  prop- 
erty to  their  own  use. 

"Soldiers,  I  am  left  a  commander 
without  an  army,  a  General  without 
troops.  You  have  made  your  choice.  It 
was  unwise  and  unpatriotic,  but  I  pray 
you  may  not  live  to  regret  it.  Tho  ene- 
my will  soon  possess  your  country  and 
dictate  bis  own  terms.  You  have  volun- 
tarily destroyed  our  organizations,  and 
thrown  away  sU  our  means  of  resistance. 
Your  present  duty  is  plain.  Return  to 
your  families  ;  resume  the  occunations  of 
peace  ;  yield  obedience  to  the  laws,  and 
try  to  restore  order.  Resolve,  both  by 
counsel  and  example,  to  give  security  to 
life  and  property,  and  may  God,  in  His 
mercy,  direct  you  aright  and  heal  the 
wounds  of  our  distracted  country.

We  have  seen  a  copy  of  the  Jackson, 
Mississippi,  News,  of  May  21st,  contain- 
ing proclamations  for  the  reorganization 
under  loyal  civil  government.  The  state 
is  at  present  under  command  of  Brig. 
Gen.  E.  D.  Osband,  formerly  of  Mace- 
don,  Wayne  county,  whose  promotion 
after  Col.  Grierson's  raid  we  mentioned 
several  months  since.  Gen.  Osband  oc- 
cupies the  State  House  and  other  govern- 
ment buildings,  and  has  the  general  direc- 
tion of  affairs  in  the  temporary  interreg- 
num between  the  suprecedeure  of  the  rebel 
uathoiities  and  the  jeorganization  of  the 
state  under  loyal  government. 

One  of  the  most  amusing  facts  in  these 
proceedings  is  the  part  *hich  the  former 
Governor  and  Legislature  are  compelled 
to  act  in  the  reconstruction  of  the   State. 
Gov.  Clark  was    instructed    to  assemble 
the  Legislature  and    advise    the   passage 
of  a  law  restoring  the  State  to  the  Union. 
This  was  done,  the  legislature  met    May 
L'Oth,  listened  to  a    most    loyal   message 
from  their  Governor,  passed  an  act  call- 
ing a  new  State  Convention  to  meet  on 
the  3d    of    July,    and  then    adjourned. 
Gov.  Clark  signed  the  law,    and  being  of 
no  further  use  is  set  aside,  "superceded" 
by  Gen.  Osband  as    military    Governor. 
The  election  occurs  next  Monday,   June 
29th.  and  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  a 
loyal  constitution,  abolishing  slrvery  and 
restoring;  iMissi.«sippi  to  its  position  in  the 
Union,  will  be  framed  and  put  into  ope- 
ration some  time  during  the  next  month.

9th:

Jamks.  RiCHMoiun,  Va  ,  June  7,  186.5^— Sir:  I 
have  just  received  tho  Army  and  Savy  Ga- 
zette of  May  30,  containing  an  oHicial  publica- 
tion of  Major  Gen,  Sherman's  letters  of  May 
19  and  26,  with  other  papeis  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, parts  of  which  had  been  previously  pub- 
lished in  tho  new-spapers.  In  these  letters 
and  papers  Gen.  Sherman  has  made  state- 
ments and  reflections  on  ray  official  conduct 
which  are  incorrect  and  entirely  unjustidabla 
bv  the  facts  of  the  case. 
' First— He  charges  that  I  encroached  upon 
his  military  command  by  directing  a  portion 
of  my  troops  to  march  upon  Greensboro,  in 
North  Carolina.  By  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent I  was,  on  the  19th  of  April  last,  assigned 
to  the  command  of  the  military  division  of  the 
James  which  included  such  parts  of  North 
Carolina  us  were  not  occupied  by  the  com- 
mand ot  Maj.  Gen.  Sherman. 

After  the  time  my  troops  wera  ordered  to 
Grecnsljoro,  Gen.  Sherman's  troops  did  noi 
occupy  that  part  of  North  Carolina.  It  was 
occupied  by  the  enemy,and  consequently  with- 
in mv  command  as  defined  by  General  Order 
No.  71  of  the  War  Department.  But  whether 
or  net  Greensboro  or  any  part  of  North  Caro- 
lina was  in  my  command,  Gen.  Sherman's 
remarks  are  equally  without  justification. 
On  the  23d  of  April,  Lleut.-Gen.  Grant  notified 
me  that  Sherman's  arrangements  had  bwu 
disapproved,  and  orders  given  to  resume  hos- 
tilities, and  me  to  move  my  troops  on  Dan- 
ville and  Greensboro  precisely  as  I  did  move 
them,  there  to  aw.-iit  his  further  orders.  My 
instructions  to  Generals  Meade,  Sheridan  and 
Wright  were  just  such  instructions  as  Gen. 
Grant  had  directed  rao  to  give.  The  offense, 
or  whatever  ho  may  please  to  call  it,  if  any 
there  was,  ot  marching  my  troops  within  ter- 
ritory clanned  by  Gen.  Sherman,  was  not 
mine,  but  Gen.  Grant's,  and  all  the  abuse 
which  he  has  directed  uron  me  for  that  act, 
must  fall  upon  the  Gencrul-in-Chief. 

»fcond— General  sherman  charges  that  by 
marching  my  troops  into   North    Carolina  I 
violated  his  "truce,  which  he  was  bound  to  en- 
force, even  at  the  cost    of   many  lives,   by  a 
collision  of  our  respective   armies.     General 
Sherman  had  never  sent  me  his  trace;  I  had 
never  soeu  it.  and  did  not  know  its    terms  or 
con.litions.    I  only  knew  that  his  truro  or  ar- 
rangement, whatever  it  was,  was  disapproved 
hw  the  President,  and  General  Grant,  in  order- 
ing the  movement  of  my  troops,  simply  noti- 
fied me  of  this  fact  and  of  the  renewal  of  hos- 
tilities.    Even  if  Sherman's  truce  had   been 
binding  on  me,  which  it  was    not,  I  hud   no 
knowledge  of   the    clause   relating   to  forty- 
eight  hours'  notice.      It  is  strange   that  he 
should  seek  to  bind  me  by  conditions  of  the 
existence  of  which  I    was    ignorant,    and  of 
winch  he  had  taken  no  pains  to  inform  me. 
But  even  had  I  known  them,  I  could  not  have 
acted  otherwise  than  I  did ;  I  simply  carried 
out  the  orders  of  my  superior  ofiicer,  who  had 
seen  the  truce  and  knew  its  terms.    If  Gener- 
al Sherman    WH.sund^r   the   circumstances, 
justified  in  stopping  tiic   movements    of   my 
troops,  even  by  destr*  v  ing  the  commands  of 
Gen.  Sheridan  and  Gen.    Wright,  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  sacrifice  must  have  rested  either 
upon  Gen.  Sherman  or    upon  Gen.  Grant,  for

Gen.  Sherman  reP.c*  ;,  on  lac  for  not  going 

in  person    to    violate,    as    he    is   pleased  to 

call    it,    a   truce    w!i    li  he    "was  bound  in 

lintain,"  at  the  cost  of 


these  officers  directly  and  not  through  Gen. 
Sherman,  I  sugge«ed  no  dapartorc  from  well 
established  official  channels.    But    even    if  I 
had,  thn  responsibility  ol  adopting  that  course 
most  rest  upon  the  authority  who  sent  the  or- 
ders.   If  his  complaint  is  directed  against  the 
fcrm   of  tha   8ugges;ion    1    c^n     only   sav 
that  1  was    ignorant   of  any    intended    of- 
fense.   My  telegram    was    hurriedly    writ- 
ten,     intendnd     for     yourself,      not      the 
public,  and  had  wference  to  the  state  of  facts 
as  reported  to  me.    It  was  reported  that  or- 
ders purporting  to  come  from  Gen.  Sherman 
had  been  received  through  rebel  lines  for  Gen. 
Wilson  to  withdraw  from  Macon,  release  his 
prisoners,  and  that  all  hostiUties  should  case. 
These  orders  threw  open  the  door  for  the  es- 
cape of  Davis  and  his  party.     This  I  knew 
was  contrary  to  the  wishes  and  orders  of  the 
Government,  but  1  had  no  means  of  knowing 
whether  or  not  Sherman  had  been  so  inform- 
e<l.    I  at  the  time  had  no  communication  with 
him  or  with  Oen.  Grant,  and   I  was  not  aware 
that  either  could  communicate  with  our  olB- 
cers  in  the  West  except  through  rebel  author- 
ities, who,  of  course,  could  not  be  relied  on. 
I  repeat  that  my  suggestion    had  reference 
only  to  the  facu   and  wishes  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  known  to  me  at  the  time,  and  was  in- 
tended in  no  respect  to  reflect  upon  or  hv  dis- 
respectful to  Gen.  Sherman.    If  I  had  been 
able  to  communicate  with  Gen.  Sherman,  or 
had  known  at  the  time  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  North  Carolina,  there  would   have  l)een  no 
necessity  or  occasion   for   any   suggestion  to 
you,  and  most   probably    none   would    have 
been  made.  . 

With  these  remarks,  I  respectfully  submit 
that  Qen.  Sherman's  report,  so  far  as  he  refers 
to  me,  is  unjust,  unkind  and  contrary  to  mili- 
tary usage,  and  that  bis  statements  are  con- 
trary to  the  real  facts  of  the  case.  I  beg  leave 
further  to  remark  that  1  have  in  no  way,  shape 
or  manner  criticised  or  reflected  upon  Gen. 
Sherman's  course  in  North  Carolina,  or  upon 
his  truce,  or,  as  Gen.  Grant  styles  it,  "arrange- 
ment" with  Johnston  and  Breckinridge,  but 
have  simply  acted  upou  tho  orders,  instruc- 
tions and  expressed  wishes  of  my  superiors, 
as  communicated  to  me,  and  as  I  understood 
them.

TAirrf— Again  Gcnci  il  .Sherman  compming 
that  my  order,  of  Api  it  26,  to  push  forward 
against  Johnston's  ai:iiy  was  given  at  the 
verv  time  I  kiiew  that  that  army  was  surren- 
dering to  him.  In  making  this  statement  he 
forgets  time  and  circumstances.  He  must 
have  known  that  I  did  not  hiive,  and  could 
not  possibly  have  had,  at  that  time,  any  ofll- 
cial  intoraiation  of  any  new  arrangements 
between  him  and  Johnston  for  the  surrender 
of  the  latter's  army ;  neither  General  Sher- 
m.-in  nor  any  one  else  could  have  sent  me 
such  official  information  otherwise  than  by 
sea,  which  would  have  required  several  d.iys 
1  only  knew  from  General  (irant  that  General 
Sherman's  arrangements  had  been  disapprov- 
ed, that  orders  had  lieen  given  to  resume  hos- 
tilities, and  that  I  was  directed  by  him  to  pubh 
forward  my  troops  to  Greensboro,  where  ihcy 
would  receive  further  orders.  All  other  iu- 
fonnation  from  North  Carolina  came  from 
rebel  sources. 

Fouith—Jhe  burden  of  Oen.  Sherman's 
complaint  on  this  sutject,  is,  that  1  ordered 
Gens.  Sheridin  and  U  right  to  push  forward 
their  troopsas  directed  by  Gen.  Grant,  re- 
gardless of  any  orders  from  any  one  except 
Gen.  Grant.  This  was  simply  carrying  out 
the  spirit  of  my  instructions  from^en.  Grant. 
He  had  notified  me  that  orders  had  been  given 
to  resnnitJ  hostilities,  and  had  directed  nic 
10  send  certain  troops  to  Greensboro  to  await 
his  further  orders,  as  these  troops  approiich- 
ed  the  boundaries  of  North  Carolina,  John- 
son, Beaaregardjand  other  rebel  officers  tried 
on  the  alleged  grounds  of  arrangements  with 
Sherman  to  stop  the  raovememi  ordered  by 
Gen.  Grant.  When  informed  of  this  I  di- 
rected my  officers  to  execute  tho  commands 
which  Gen.  Grant  had  given  to  me  regardless 
of  orders  from  any  one  except  Gen.  Grant 
himself.  I  respectfully  submit  that  I  could 
not  have  done  less  without  neglecting  my 
duty. 

Filth— Oen.  Sherman  sneers  at  my  sending 
troops  from  the  direction  of  Burkesvillo  and 
Danville  against  Davis  in  North  Carolina,  as 
hardly  worthy  of  my  miliury  education  and 
genius.  However  ridiculous  Gen.  Sherman 
inay  consider  these  movements,  thev  were 
made  precisely  as  Gen.  Grant  liad  directed 
them. 

Sixth— Uc  complains  that  I  did  not  notify 
him  in  regard  to  Davis  and  his  stolen  treas- 
ure, for  the  reason  that  I  had  no  communica- 
tion open  to  him.  My  most  direct  way  of 
communication  with  him  was  through  the  de- 
partment at  Washington,  and  I  sent  all  infor- 
mation to  the  department  as  soon  as  it  was 
received.  However  al)surd  Gen.  Sherman 
may  have  considered  the  information,  it  was 
given  by  some  of  the  most  respectable  and  re- 
liable business  men  in  Richmond,  through  a 
gentleman  whose  character  and  position  would 
prevent  me  from  pronouncing  his  statements 
absurd,  and  ot  saying,  without  examination, 
I  don't  believe  a  word  of  the  treasure  story. 

aievetUh — In  order  to  sustain  his  position, 
that  tho  movements  of  my  troops,  ordered 
by  Grant,  were  in  violation  of  his  truce,  which 
I  was  bound  to  observe,  even  without  know- 
ing its  terms,  and  that  ho  would  have  lieen 
justified  to  resist,  even  at  the  cost  of  many 
liVL'8,  General  Sherman  refers  to  a  chapter 
of  international  law.  His  reference  is  most 
pointedly  iigainst  his  positions  and  doctrines, 
and  the  case  given  in  illustration  in  section  4, 
was  one  of  which  General  Shirman  was  per- 
sonally cognizant.  In  that  case  a  subordin- 
ate commander  refused  to  bo  bound  by  a 
trnco  of  his  superior,  commanding  another 
department.  General  Sherman  was  not  even 
my  superior  in  rank.  I  contend  that  all  my 
orders  were  justifiable  by  the  laws  of  war  and 
military  usage,  even  if  they  had  not  been  di- 
rected by  superior  authority. 

i  ijhth — G"ci«ral  Slif  rman  says  that  General 
Grant  "reached  the  Chesapeake  in  time  to 
countermand  General  Halleck's  orders,  and 
prevent  hits  violating  my  truce.'  This  is  not 
true.  General  Grant  neither  disapproved  nor 
countermanded  any  orders  of  mine,  nor  was 
there  at  tha:  time  any  truce.  It  had  censed 
by  General  Grant's  order  to  resume  hostilities, 
and  the  subsequent  surrender  of  Johnston's 
army,  of  which  he  then  notified  me,  and  re- 
called a  part  of  tho  troops  whfch  he  had  di- 
rected me  to  send  to  Danville  and  Greens- 
boro. 

Ninth— There  is  but  one  other  point  in  Oen. 
Sherman's  complaint  that  I  deem  it  necessary 
to  notice.  1  rvfer  to  the  suggestion  mttde  to 
you  in  regard  to  the  order  to  Gens.  Thomas 
and  Wilson  for  preventing  the  escape  of  Davis 
and  cabinet.  A'thnugh  these  officers  were 
under  ItumcdlaU".  command  of  Gen.  Sherman, 
yet  after  he  lo!t  Atlanta  they  received  instruc- 
tions and  orders  from  yourself  and  Oen.  Grant 
direct,  not  through  Gen.  Sherman.  This  is 
recognized  and  provided  for  by  the  regula- 
tions of  the  War  Department,  and  has  t>een 
practiced  tor  years.

—I  have  just  seen  in  print  the  letter  of  Gen. 
Sherman  to  Lieut-Gen.  Grant,  of  April  28,  in 
which  appeared  the  following  words :    "Mr. 
Stanton,    in  stating  that  my  orders  to  Gen. 
Stoneman  were  likely  to  result  in  the  escape 
of  Mr.  Davis  to  Mexico  or  Europe,  is  in  deep 
error.    Stoneman  was  not  at  Salisbury,    but 
had  gone  back  to  Statesvlllo.    Davis  was  Ijc- 
yond  him.    By  turning  towards  me  he  was 
approaching  Davis;  and    had  he  joined  me, 
as   ordered,  I  would  have    had  a   mounted 
force  greatly  needed  for  that  and  other  pur- 
poses,    &c.    Gen.    Sherman,    directly,   and 
by    implication     in     these     remarks     and 
assertions,  does  me  great  injustice,  and  makes 
assertions  without  a  knowledge  ol  circumstan- 
ces and    which  are  not  borne   out    by  facts. 
Qen.  "Thomas  has  assured  you    that  I  obeyed 
orders  strictly,  and  I  consider  it  a  duty  I  owe 
to  myself  to  state  that  I  am    ready  to  prove 
and  show,  I  think,  to  your  satisfaction :  First, 
That  had   1  obeyed    Gen.  Sherman's    orders, 
Davis  would,  in  allproljability,  have  escaped.

Gen.  ShermaR  on  the  Death  ot 
His  Child. 

The  child  of  Gen.  Sherman,  who  is  the 
subject  of  the  touching  letter  given  be- 
low,  was  the  petof  the  13lh  regular  regi* 
tnent,  and  its  officers  and  men  have  erect- 
ed to  the  memory  of  the  General's  child  a 
beautiful  and  costly  monument  of  marble. 
This  tribute  to  "little  Willy's"  memory, 
and  the  pathos  of  the  General's  letter, 
form  an  episode  in  the  history  of  the 
war: 

"Capt.C.  C.Smith,  commanding  battalion  13tb 
Kognlars : 

"  Gayoso  House,  Memphis,  Tenn., 
Oct.  4— "Midnight.— .iVy  Dear  Friend— \ 
cannot  sleep  to-nigbt  till  I  record  an  ex- 
pression of  the  deep  teelings  oi  my  heart 
to  you  and  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of 
the  battalion  for  their  kind  behavior  to 
my  poor  child.  I  realize  that  you  all 
feel  for  my  family  the  attachment  of  kin- 
dred ;  and  I  assure  you  all  of  full  recip- 
rocity. Consistent  with  a  sense  of  duty 
to  my  profession  and  office  I  could  not 
leave  my  post,  and  sent  for  my  family  to 
come  to  me  in  that  fatal  climate,  and  in 
that  sickly  period  of  tbe  year,  and  behold 
the  result!  The  child  who  bore  my 
name,  and  in  whose  future  I  reposed 
more  confidence  than  I  did.  in  my  own 
plans  of  life,  now  floats  a  mere  corpse, 
seeking  a  grave  in  a  distant  land,  with  a 
weeping  mother,  brother  and  sisters  clus- 
tered about  him.  But,  for  myself.  I  can 
ask  no  sympathy.  On, on  I  must  go  till  I 
meet  a  soldier's  fate,  or  see  my  country 
rise  superior  to  all  factions,  till  its  tlag  is 
adored  and  respected  by  ourselves  and 
all  the  powers  of  earth.  But  my  poor 
Willy  was,  or  thought  he  was,  a  sergeant 
of  tbe  Thirteenth.  I  have  seen  his  eye 
brighten  and  his  heart  beat  as  he  behead 
the  battalion  under  arms,  aud  asked  me 
if  they  were  not  real  soldiers.  Child  as 
he  was,  he  bad  the  enthusiasm,  the  pure 
love  of  truth,  honor  and  love  ot  country 
which  should  animate  all  soldiers.  God 
only  knows  why  he  should  die  thus  young 
lie  is  dead,  bilt  will  not  be  forgotton  till 
those  who  knew  him  in  life  have  followed 
hiui  to  that  same  mysterious  end. 

"Please  convey  to  the  battalion  my 
heartfelt  thanks,  and  assure  each  and  all 
that  if,  in  after  years,  they  call  on  me  or 
mine,  and  mention  that  they  were  of  the 
Thirteenth  regulars  when  poor  Willy  was 
a  sergeat,  they  will  have  a  key  to  the  af- 
fections of  my  family,  that  will  open  all 
it  had,  that  will  share  with  them  our  last 
blanket,  our  last  crust.

Prc$ii4l<>nl  Lincoln's  IVlessngfCto 
llio    ITIiiivrs  of  the   West. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  on  the  even- 
ing of  his  assassination  President  Lincoln 
had  a  long  interview  wi'h  Speaker  Colfax, 
who  was  to  start  out  the  next  morning 
on  an  overland  journey  to  California.  On 
taking  leave  of  Mr.  Colfax,  Mr,  Lincoln 
sent  with  him  a  message  to  the  miners. 
In  a  speech  lately  made  at  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, Mr.  Colfax  delivered  this  message 
as  follows : 

"  Mr.  Liucolu  said,  Mr.  Colfax,  I  want 
you   to  take   a  message  from  me  to  tbe 
miners  whom  you  visit;.     I  have,"said  he, 
"very  large  ideas  of  the    mineral  wealth 
of  our  nation.     I    believe  it   practically 
inexhaustible.    It  abounds  all  over  the 
weattra  country,  from  the   Rocky  Moun- 
tains to  the  Pacific,  and  Ha  development 
has   scarcely   commenced.      During   the 
war,  when  we  were   adding  a  couple  of 
millions  of  dollars  every  day  to   our  na- 
tional debt,   I  did  not  care  about  encour- 
aging the  increase  in  tbe  volume  of  our 
precious  metals.     Wc  had  the  country  to 
save  first.     But  now  that  the  rebellion  is 
overthrown  and  we  know  pretty  neatly 
the  amount  of    our    national    debt,  the 
more  gold  and  silver  wc  mine  makes  the 
payment  of  that  dcot  so  much  the  easier. 
Now,"  said  he,  speaking  with  much  em- 
phasis, "I  am  going  to  encourage  that  iu 
every  possible  way.     We  shall  have  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  disabled  soldiers, 
and  many  have  feared  that  their   return 
home  in  such  g-eat  numbers  might  para- 
lyze ind  -'stry  by  furnishing    suddenly  a 
greater  supply  of    labor  than  there   will 
be  a  demand  for.     I  am  going  to  try  and 
attract  Ihem  to  the  hidden  wealth  of  our 
mountain  ranges    where  there    is  room 
enough  for  all.     Immigration,  which  even 
the  war  has  not  stopped,  will   land  upon 
our  shores  hundreds  of  thousands  more 
per  year  form  over  crowded  Kuropo.      I 
intend  to  point  them  to  the  gold  and  sil- 
ver that  wait  for  them  in  tbe  West.    Tell 
the  miners  from  me,  that  I  shall  promote 
their  interests  to  the  utmost  of  my  abili- 
ty, because  their  prosperity  is   the  pros- 
perity of  the  nation,  and,"  raid    he,  his 
eye  kindling  with  enthusiasm,  "we  shall 
prove,  in  a  very  few  years,  that   we  are, 
indeed,  the  TitKAsCKY  ok  thk  wobld."

Beturn  of  War  Worn  He- 
roes.

••Honor  the  brave"  is  a  familiar  max- 
im, but  never  was  there  an  occasion  which 
Bo'demanded  its  practical  illustration  as 
the  present,  when  our  war  worn  veterans 
are  returning  from  a  four  years'  campaign, 
wherein  they  have  won  imperishable  re- 
nown for  themselves  and  the  country  by 
lorg  and  tedious  marches,  by  heroic 
achievements  upon  scores  of  bloody  bat- 
tle fields,  by  their  patient  endurance  of 
untold  privations,  by  their  alacrity  to  do 
and  dare  and  risk  and  sacrifice  life  and 
jimb  for  the  sake  of  the  nation.  It  is  fit- 
ting that  we,  for  whom  they  have  labored, 
suflfered  and  conquered,  should  line  their 
returning  pathway  with  cheers  of  wel- 
come and  extend  to  them  a  hospitality 
which  knows  no  stint. 

The  van  of  our  returning  veterans  have 
already  arrived  and  more  will  follow  in  a 
short  time,  and  measure*  should  be   ta- 
ken    to     give     them    the     cordial     re- 
ception which  they  deserve.      The  First 
Battery  arrived  by  the  Northern  Light 
yesterday  afternoon,    and   were  quietly 
escorted  to  the  Soldiers'  Home.     They 
(elt   somewhat  aggrieved  that  their  arri- 
val called  forth   no   demonstrations  from 
our  citirens;  bnt  the   reason  of  this  was 
that  it  was  wholly  unexpected,  and  their 
march  up  Third  street  was    the  first  inti- 
mation the  majority  of  our  people  had  of 
their  coming.     Even    then,    it   was   not 
known  who  or  what  they  were  until  some 
time  had  elapsed,  except  as  an  occasional 
countenance  was  recognized  by  a  friend. 
A  regiment  from  below  arrived  last  week 
to  engage  in  the  Indian  war,and  there  have 
been  street  rumors  atloat  that  more  troops 
were  coming  for  the  same  purpose  and 
many  supposed  these  were   assigned  to 
that  duty.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
announcement  of  their  coming   was    not 
telegraphed  in  advance  and  made  public 
in  good  season  about  the  city.     As  it  was, 
those  that   had   no  acquaintances    in  the 
city  were  hospitably  received  at  the  Sold- 
ier's Home,  while   a  large   number   em- 
braced  the  hospitality  of    friends.     We 
trust  we  shall  receive  timely   warning   of 
the  next  arrival.      The  men   who  came 
yesterday  can    readily    see    why    their 
recep'ion  was  not  an    ovation,    and  can 
rest  assured  that  it  was  for  no  lack  of  ap- 
preciation of  their  heroism. 

The  battery  numbers  one  hundred  and 
fifty-four  men,  though  but  ninety  arrived 
here  yesterday.  The  remainder  stopped 
to  see  their  friends  at  points  along  tie 
river,  and  will  come  in  in  a  day  or  two  to 
be  mustered  out  and  paid  off. 


I  salute  to-day  in  honor  of  the  returned 
veterans.  Thii  comprises,  in  brief,  the 
history  of  these  noble  veterans,  though 
■0  properly  relate  all  their  achievements 
trould  require  a  volume. 

They  return  with  entirely  dilTerent  of- 
licers  from  those  who  first  accompanied 
them  to  the  scene  of  carnage.  The  fol- 
lowing being

Out  of  the  one  hundred  and  fity-6ix 
men  who  left  here  in  December,  1861, 
but  forty  of  the  original  ones  return,  the 
balance  having  been  discharged,  died  of 
disease,  and  killed.  The  battery  has 
been  twice  filled  with  recruits,  so  that  it 
returns  with  but  two  lesa  tban  the  num- 
ber at  the  outset.  On  Monday,  the  12th, 
ihey  left  Washington,  and  their  jomey, 
which  terminated  here  yesterday,  was 
marked  by  no  particular  incident.  In  a 
few  days  they  will  receive  their  pay  and 
be  finally  muitered  from  the  service,  and 
once  more  be  at  liberty  to  tread  the  paths 
of  pleasantness  and  peace. 


Aw*tli*r    Arrival. 

A  deUchment  of  forty-eight  men  from 
the  Second  regiment,  arrived  by  the  Fa- 
vorite Sunday  afternoon,  having  left 
Washington  the  same  day  as  the  First 
Battery.  They  were  also  provided  with 
accommodations  at  the  Soldiers'  Home, 
where  they  still  remain.  They  entered 
the  service  for  one  year,  last  summer ;  and 
though  their  term  of  service  has  not  been 
long,  their  having  participated  in  Sher- 
man's celebrated  campaign  has  really 
made  them  veterans  in  a  few  months. 
They  will  also  soon  be  finally  discharged.

SOLDIERS'  HOME. 

Practical  Workings  of  the  Insti- 
tution- 


two  other    soldiers,    one   of  whom    was 
named    Steele,    went     to    the    Reserve 
House      laat     Wednesday    and    called 
for  drinks.      At   this    time,    Steele  as- 
saulted   the      proprietor,     Eaton     and 
Reeves      attempted     to      pacify      him. 
They  then  left  without  being  implicated 
m  any  serious  difficulty  but  soon  after  the 
whole  three  returned,  with  several  others. 
Reeves  faking  the  load.     He  called  for 
the  drinks  and  while  Eaton  wa«  drawing 
some  ale, one  witness  testified  that  Reeves 
made  a  motion  which  ha  took  to  be  a  sig- 
nal, whereupon  Steele  seized  a  shot  gun 
which  was  standing  behind  .the  bar.     Ea- 
ton took  hold  of  the  gun  and  in  th3  tussle 
received  two  blows,   one  inflicted  with  a 
ten  pound  weight  and   the   other  with  a 
stone!     They  then  took  the  gun  and  lef:, 
and  some  time  afterwards  Reeves,  Steele 
and  Gardner  stopped  at  the  house  of  a 
man  named  Mooney,  Steele  carrying  the 
gun,  and  all  three  tried  to  sell  it.     This 
was  the  substance  of  the  testimony. 

District  Attorney  Horn  consented  to 
the  discharge  of  Gardner  but  insisted  up- 
on holding  Reeves. 

Justice  McElrath  stated  that  on  the 
day  in  qnestion  he  saw  two  men  in  the 
city  whom  he  supposed  to  be  Reeves  and 
Steele,  the  latter  very  drunk  and  the 
former  trying  to  quiet  him.  This  made 
a  favorable  impression  upon  his  mind  and 
as  be  did  not  consider  the  evidence  very 
clear  he  decided  to  discharge  both  pris" 
sons.     Steele  has  not  been  arrested.

The  First  Minnasota  Battery  was  or- 
ganized in  October,  1861,  and  at  that 
time  it  numbered  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  men.     ihe  following  is  the

In    December,    1861,  the  battery   left 
Fort  Snelling   and   went  to    St.  Louis 
where   they    remained    until    February, 
1862.       The  next  move  was  to  Pittsburg 
Landing,  where  they  first  joined  Grant's 
army  and  where  they  participated  in  the 
memorable  battles  ot  the  6th  and   6th   of 
Aprif.     After  these  battles  they  proceed- 
ed to  Corinth  and  remained  there  during 
the  summer  and  took  partyn  the  battle 
of  Cormth  on  the  3d  and  4th  of  October. 
They    accompanied      Grant     upon     his 
march    through    Mississippi      to    Holly 
Springs,  Oxford,  &c.,  and  then  returned 
to  Memphis,  from  which  place  they  em- 
barked for  Young's  Point,  and  joined  the 
army    which    engaged    in    the    siege  of 
Vicksburg.      They  were   at  this  time  a 
portion  of  the  17tb  Army  Corps,  having 
been  attached  to  that  in  November,  1862, 
and  they  remained  with  thai   Coips  until 
their  discbarge.       This  battery  fired  the 
first  gun  of  the  siege  proper  on  the  morn- 
ing  of    the  19ih     of   May,  1863,    and 
participated        in      all       the       vicissi 
tudes      of     that     prolonged     struggle 
entering  Vicksburg  with  the   conquering 
army  on  the  5th  of  July.     With   the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  short  expeditions,  they 
remained  at  Vicksburg  until  April,  1864, 
when  they  went  to  Cairo,  thence  to   Clif- 
ton, Tennessee,  and  from  there  marched 
to  Huntsville,    Alabama.     From  Hunts- 
viile  they  moved  by  way  of  Decatur,  Ten- 
nessee, to   Rome   Kingston,   Allatoona, 
and  in  June,    1864,    joined    Sherman's 
grand    army    at    Ack worth.     From  that 
time  forwarded  ihe  history  of   Sherman's 
army  is  the  history  of  the  Firtt  Minnesota 
Battery.      They     were     in     the     bat- 
tle    of     Kenesaw     Mountain,     in.   the 
memorable  battles    near    Atlanta  on  the 
22d  and  28th  of  July,   and  after  the  fall 
of  Atlanta    engaged    in    the   pursuit  of 
Hood   until   that   was  abanndoned.  and 
Sherman    again    turned   his    face  South- 
ward.     The    triumphal    march  to,    and 
capture  of  Savannah,   the  onward  tramp 
through  South  Carolina,    causing  the  fall 
of  Charleston,  the  capture  of   Colombia 
and  numerous   minor  points,  the  march 
throuoh  North  Carolina,  the  preparations 
for  battle  with  Johnston  and  final  surren- 
der of  that  army,  the  homeward  march  to 
Washington  by   way    of    Richmond,  the 
rebel    capital,     all    form   a    portion    0| 
the      history     of     this     batt«ry.         At 
Cheraw.  S.  C,  the  17th    Army    Corps 
captured  on  the  4th  of  last  March,  twen- 
ty-seven pieces  of  artillery,  all  but  three 
of  which  were  destroyed.      Gen.   Blair 
commanding  the  corps,  appreciating  the 
gallant  services  oi  the   First  Minnesota 
Battery,  ofFsred  them  one  of  the  captured 
pieces,  a  splendid  Blakely  gun,  (English 
mannfacture)  if  they  wished  to  be  to  the 
tronble  of  bringing  it  through.     They  ac 
cepted  the  offer  and    like   all  the  rest  of 
their  efforts  it  was  successful  and  we  had 
the  pleasure  of   noi  ing  the  arrival  of  this 
gon  a  few  weeks  since.     It  is  now  in  the 
State   Arsenal    and    we   understand  the 
Goremof  intends  to  have  it  used  ia  firing 


lodgings  lor  our  returning  soldiers.     We 
find  on   the  register  the  names  of  nearly 
a  hundred  soldiers,  who  have  already  re- 
ceived the  hospitalities  of  the  Home,  dis- 
tributed as  follows  :  forty-nine  of  the  2d 
regiment  who  have  been  there  since  Sun- 
day   afternoon;  thirty-six  of  the  1st  Ar- 
tillery who  arrived  there  yesterday  after- 
noon ;  three  of    the  10th  and  one  of  each 
of  the  6th  and  9th  regiments.     Of  course, 
if  it  were  not  for  this  institution  our  citi- 
zens would   have   provided  other  means 
for  carirg  for   these  returned  veterans, 
but  every  one  must  see   that  this  is  the 
best  aa  well  as  the  cheapest  mode  that 
could  be  devised  for  securing  the  desired 
end.     We  hope,  therefore,  that  our  peo- 
ple will  see  the  necessity  of  maintaining 
the  Soldiers'  Home.     As  it  is  to  be  done 
by  private  donations  and   subscriptions, 
they  must  expect  to  give,  and  to  give  lib- 
erally.    We  are   informed  by   Superin- 
tendent Dunn,  that  more  money  will  soon 
have   to   be   raised  to  meet  the  demands 
which   are    daily    increasing.      No  one 
should  refuse  to  assist  in  this  noble  work. 
Donations  of  anything  that  is  eatable  will 
be   thankfully  received.     Let  everybody 
send  in  something  to  the  Soldiers'  Home. 
We  have  been  asked  the  question  whelh' 
cr  ihe  Government  is  not  required  to  fur- 
nish rations   for  her  soldiers   until  they 
were  mustered  out  of  the    service,  and  if 
so,  "why  do  yon  impose  this  burden  on 
private  individuals,  to  do  what  the    Gov- 
ernment is  under  obligations  to  do  ?"  We 
answer  that  the  Government  is  bound  to 
provide  for  her  soldiers  while   in  thi  ser- 
vice, and  will  do  so,  and  the  object  of  the 
Soldier's  Home  is  not    to    relieve  Uncle 
Sam  from  performing  his  duty,  but  mere- 
ly to  add  to  the  comfort  of  our   returning 
braves,  by  furnishing  them   with   extras, 
suchas  butter.vegetables.&c, things  which 
the  Government  does  not    furnish.     Mr. 
Dunn,  iha  Superintendent,  made  a  requi- 
sition on    Col.    Averill,   yesterday,   for 
three  hundred  rations,    which    he   filled 
with  his  usual  promptness.    And   so  this 
excuse  is  untenab  e,  and  we  can  conceive 
of  no  other  which  can,    with  any  better 
showing  be  urged  against  the  Home. 


Assault.  —  Dennis    McCann,    who 
keeps  the  Empire  Saloon,  was  threatened 
with  a  senous  ass  iult  yesterday  evening. 
It  seems  that  the  man  from  whom  he  pur- 
chased the  saloon,  was  guardian  of  a  boy 
who    entered    the    army,    and    the  boy 
claimed  that  as    such    guardian    be  had 
two  hundred  dollars  of  his   money.     The 
boy  returned  from  the  army  a  day  or  two 
since,  and  finding  his  guardion  dead,  his 
money  gone,  and  another  man  occupying 
the  saloon,  vowed  to   have    revenge    by 
shooting  McCann,  and   procuring   a   re- 
volver for  that  purpose,  which,  however, 
he  took  the  precaution  not  to   load,  went 
to  the  saloon  in  an  intoxicated  condition 
and  presented  his  revolver  at  the   breast 
of  McCann.  threatening  to    shoot.     Mc- 
Cann endeavored  to  explain  to  him  that 
he  had  legitimately  purchased   and   paid 
for  the  saloon,  but  he  wouldn't  be    satis- 
fied, and  a   policeman    was    finally   pro- 
nred,  who  locked    him    up.     For   some 
reason,  which  we  don't  understand,  the 
Chief  of  Police  released  him  last  evening 
without  a  trial.

Siognlar  Discovery.— The  police 
were  informed  on  Saturday  afternocn  that 
a  suspicious    looking   bundle    had  been 
found  covered  up  in  the  busies  beyond 
Trout    Brook,   and  accordingly,   in  the 
evening,  Capt.  Heck  repaired  to  the  spot 
and    waited  for  sometime,    thinking   be 
might  discover  the  person  or  persons  who 
had  placed  it  there.

Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

To  the  IVopIe  cf  Mlnnctnta : 

The  Great  Rebellion  has  been  crushed,  and 
and  peace  io  long  pray«d  fo-,  has  at  length 
beettvouchsaledbynkiad  ProYidenceto  our 
bleeding  country.  The  accursed  inititution  of 
•larery,  which  has  been  the  source  of  all  our 
difflculties,  hai  perithed  in  the  conflict,  and 
Uie  grievous  blot  upon  our  escutcheon  is  oblit- 
erated forcTer.  The  Union  of  our  fathers  ce- 
mented anew  by  the  precious  blood  of  theij 
descendaau,  enters  henceforth  upon  a  new 
phase  of  existence,  purifled  and  strength  - 
•oed,  and  doubly  halloned  in  the  affections  of 
the  peopla.  A  beacon  li^'ht  to  the  oppressed 
of  other  lands,  and  the  dwelling  place  of  cItII 
and  religious  fretdom,  the  Republic  resumes 
its  onward  march  to  the  complete  fulfillment 
of  the  mission  for  which  it  was  created. 

These  grand  results  are  due,  under  Ood.  to 
the  prowess  of  our  heroic  soldiers,  sustained 
by  the  unselfish  patriotism  of  the  people  of 
the  loyal  Stat«s,  who  hare  hesitated  at  no  sa«- 
rifices  necessary  to  their  accomplishment. 

Our  own  State  has  nobly  contributed  to  the 
National  cause.  Minnesota  furnished  the  first 
three  years  regiment  for  the  war,  and  a  Min- 
nesota officer  coramanJeJ  in  Texiis  at  the 
latest  reported  contiici  for  the  Union.  She 
has  sent  to  the  army  and  navy,  since  the  at- 
tack on  Fort  Sumpter,  in  1861,  a  number  of 
men  equal  to  two-thirds  of  her  entire  vote  at 
the  Presidential  slection  in  11K50,  and  this  while 
her  own  frontier  was  exposed  to  devastation 
X>f  the  merciless  savage.  ' 

To  lusert  that  our  volunteers  have  1)een 
second  to  none  others  in  tho  brave  achieve- 
ments of  the  battle-field,  and  that  they  have 
conferred  imperiiihable  lustre  upon  the  State, 
would  be  but  to  repe.U  what  has  already 
passed  into  history.  There  remains  to  us  the 
sacred  duties  of  honoring  the  memory  of  the 
dead  and  of  manifesting  our  gratitude  to  the 
survivors  in  an  appropriate  manaer,  by  pub- 
lic demonstrations  as  they  return  to  their 
homes;  by  providing  for  the  maimed  and 
wounded,  und  for  the  women  and  children 
made  widows  and  orphans  daring  the  late 
bloody  struggle.  Let  these  obligations  be  dis- 
charged with  warm  hearts  and  willing 
hands :  and  especially  do  I  recommend  that 
the  approaching  anniversary  of  our  Indepen- 
dence as  a  Nation,  be  signalized  by  a  special 
devotion  to  the  objects  specified. 

I  also  respectfully  suggest  that  representa- 
tives be  appomted  by  every  city,  village  and 
township,  tu  meet  in  convention  at  St.  Paul, 
at  a  future  day  to  bo  designated  by  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Democratic  and  Union  State  Cen- 
tral Committees,  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  organising  a  permanent  Soldiers'  Homo , 
for  the  benefit  of  thine  who  have  returned  or 
may  hereafter  return  to  tho  State,  perma- 
nently disabled  by  wounds  or  sickness. 

By  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  have 
been  indicated,  or  others  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter, Minnesota  will  not  only  be  performing  a 
huly  duty,  but  she  will  thereby  set  an  exam- 
ple to  her  sister  States  of  "care  for  him  who 
shall  have  borne  the  battle,  and  for  his  wid- 
ow and  orphans."

But  for  availing 
themselves  of  the  preternatural  scent  At- 
tributed to  these  animals  ai  the  only 
means  by  which  they  can  hunt  the 
ferocious  outlaws  from  their  covers,  and 
protect  their  families  from  sudden  sur- 
prise and  massacre,  the  Winoni  Bepub- 
liean  turns  np  the  whites  of  its  ey«8  m 
holy  horror,  and  denounces  our  frontier 
settlers  and  all  who  sympathise  with  them 
as  "white  savages,"  insultingly  compares 
th«m  to  the  infamoui  slave  hunters  of  the 
South,  and  classifies  them  with  the  "Can- 
nioals  of  the  Soith  Sea  Islands,^*  the 
*  King  of  Dahomey,"  and  with  "murder- 
ers and  robbers  anywhere  on  the  face  of 
the  earth." 

The  sickening  atrocities  committed  by 
the  Indians  on  our  frontier,  tha  recent 
assassination  of  a  whole  family  of  women 
and  children,  which  sent  a  thrill  of  horror 
through  everybody  in  the  land  with  hu- 
man blood  in  his  veins,  did  not  at  all 
disturb  the  placid  sap  that  oosss  through 
the  succulent  grain  of  this  Winona  cab- 
bage-head. But  that  mysterious  prin- 
ciple of  vegetable  life,  which  is 
his  meagre  substitute  for  soul,  stirs 
within  him,  and  shrieks  with  sympathetic 
pain  like  the  imprisoned  Dryad  of  an 
ancijnt  basswood — at  the  bare  idea 
that  dogs  should  be  employed  to  disturb 
the  safe  retreat  of  Inpians  and  rittle- 
snakes  among  his  green  herbaceous  kin- 
dred of  tho  woods  and  prairies— a  pro- 
tective arrangement  which  his  vege- 
table affiinities,  we  suppose,  prompt 
him  to  def«ud.  For  the  honor  of 
human  nature,  we  are  happy  to  say  the 
Republican  is  the  only  journal  in  this 
State,  where  the  facta  ar«  known,  which 
has  the  heartless  hardihood  to  outrage  the 
Aioral  sentiment  of  the  community  by  in- 
sisting that  these  ruthless  butchers  of  wo- 
men and  babes  shall  be  permitted  to  carry

A  Wisconsin  exchange  re preients  the 
St.  Paul  PsKes  as  advocating  "the  ex- 
termination of  the  Indians,"  and  rather 
approves  the  idea.  Now  be  it  under- 
stood (bat  the  St.  Pa  il  Prk^s  doe:*  no* 
and  never  did  advocate  or  desire  the  ex- 
termination of  Indians  as  such.  What 
we  do  advocate  and  denro  is  the  exter- 
mination of  ths  predatory  bands  of 
assassin  guerillas  who  ir.fe>t  our  western 
frontier,  not  because  they  are  Indians,  but 
because  they  are  ferocious  and  ruthless 
murderers  of  women  and  children,  ai-d 
not  from  any  feeling  of  revenge  or  hatred 
towards  Indians  as  such,  but  solely  as  a 
necessary  measure  of  self-defense,  which, 
contrary  to  the  opinion  of  some  not 
over-sensible  people.  Is  justiiied  by  ali 
the  laws  of  war  and  all  the  usages  of  civ- 
i'ized  nations,  our  own  among  others. 
Inde-^d  we  ask  no  other  or  severer  treat- 
ment for  these  reJskinned  banditti  than 
is  at  this  moment  dictated  by  our  own 
Government  towards  the  rebel  guerrillas 
who  are  ordered  to  be  Eummarily  shot 
down  wherever  found. 

We  do  not  remember  that  the  Winona 
Republican  has  ever  dI}approved  this

The  Gov. mors  of  Illinois,  Ohio,  and 
Indiana  have  issued  proclamations  of  wal- 
oome  to  thilr  returning  veterans  and  seen 
to  it  that  ample  preparations  ware  made 
to  receive  them  at  their  State  capitals ; 
and  we  have  ao  doubt  that  a  similar  proc- 
lamation from  Gov.  Miller,  acc3mpanied 
by  a  call  for  a  meeting  to  form  commit- 
tees and'makc  other  appopriate  prepara- 
tions for  the  reception  of  our  returning 
heroes,  would  meet  with  an  immediate, 
hearty,  and  universal  response  from  our 
citicens. 

If  somebody  doesn't  take  the  matter  in 
hand  soon  we  shall  be  obliged  to  do  it 
OUT  selves,  and  we  only  postpone  our  call 
for  a  meeting  at  the  Press  office  to  or- 
ganize the  necessary  committees,  &c  ,  in 
order  to  see  whether  this  modwst  pro- 
ceeding will  bo  necessary  to  rescue  the 
State  capital  from  disgrace.

The    Orasslioppers   Becoming 

a  Burden. 

Gen.  ^ully,  in  a  private  letter  from 
Sioux  City,  gives  the  following  Interesting 
account  of  the  grasshopper  plague  which 
is  desolating  tbe  region  of  country  he  has 
traversed.  He  says  :  "Tbe  only  thing 
spoken  about  hero  is  th3  grasshopper. 
They  are  awful ;  they  actually  have  eaten 
holes  in  my  wagon  covers,  and  in  tbe 
paulins  that  cover  my  stores.  A  soldier 
on  bis  way  here  laid  down  to  sleep  in  the 
middle  of  the  day  on  the  prairie— the 
troops  had  been  marching  all  night.  His 
comrades  noticed  him  covered  with  grass- 
hoppers and  woke  him.  His  throat  and 
wrist  were  bleeilng  from  the  bites  of 
these  insects.  This  is  no  fiction.  Last 
year,  about  five  days'  march  from  the 
Yellow  Stone,  we  met  the  army  of  grass- 
hoppers on  tbeir  way  East.  After  that  I 
suffered  greatly  for  grass,  aud  many  of 
my  animals  died.  The  grasshoppers 
made  a  general  cleaning  down  to  this 
place,  and  here  disappeared.  This  year 
they  appeared  very  small,  at  first,  but 
they  were  fast  growing, and  getting  wings, 
when  I  suppose  they  will  start  some- 
where else.  These  insects  that  have  ap- 
peared this  year  are  no  doubt  from  the 
eggs  of  those  last  year,  for  there  are  none 
above  Randall,  or  far  east  of  this.  I  won- 
der what  tha  Quartermas'er  General  in 
Washington  would  say,  If  he  should  re- 
<-eive  a  report  of  tents,  wagon  covers, 
and  'paulins,  unserviceable  and  condemn- 
ed, eaten  up  by  grasshoppers.

The   Canadians   in    England. 

The  London  correspondent  of  the  Man- 
chester Guardian,  June  2,  writes  : 

"  I  believe  the  last  r«*velation  of  the 
0«l  is  about  as  unveracious  as  that  which 
attracted  such  unfavorable  attention  a 
week  ago.  The  Canadian  Commission- 
ers have  indeed  been  busily  negotiating 
for  more  than  a  month  n  specting  tbe 
proposed  scheme  cf  fortifications,  bat 
hitherto  they  have  failed  to  extort  firom 
that  most  cautious  of  ministers,  Mr. 
Cardwell,  anything  like  an  acceptance  of 
the  terms  which  they  were  authoriaed  to 
propose,  and  which,  phrased  as  they 
might  be,  plainly  signified  that  we  were 
to  bear  the  brunt  of  the  huge  expendi- 
ture." 

The  proceedings  ia  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  the  2d  prove  the  correctness  of 
the  above  statement.  Mr.  Cardwell.  in 
answer  to  a  question,  stated  that  the 
conference  between  the  government  and 
the  Canadian  delegates  had  not  been 
brought  to  a  completion,  but  he  hoped 
shortly  to  be  able  to  report  the  results.

— It  is  not  yet  exactly  settled  what 
Wendell  Phillips  said  about  repudiation.  A 
revised  edition  of  his  speech  says  "repudia- 
tion of  the  r$b*l  debt."  But  "Warrington"  of 
the  Springfield  Rtpublican,  who  is  friendly  to 
Phillips,  said  he  heard  him  speak  and  his 
language  was :  "If  I  were  a  Democrat  of  tho 
school  of  Jefferson,  which  held  that  a  debt 
could  not  bind  a  succeeding  generation,  I 
would  go  for  repudiation  of  the  debt,  unless 
peace  and  the  fruits  of  victory  ;«rere  secured 
by  negro  suffrage."

THE  BRANCH  TO   MITNDOTA. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  Managers  of  the  Central  and 
Valley  railroads,  in  referenceto  the  con- 
struction of  the  line  from  St.  Paul  to 
Mendota,  reported  that  they  addressed 
communications  to  E.  F.  Drake,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Valley  road,  and  1>.  C.  Shep- 
bard.  Chief  Engineer  and  Superintendant 
of  the  Central  road,  the  result  of  which 
was  that  they  had  personal  interviews 
with  those  gentlemen. 

Mr.  Drake  stated  that  the  Valley  road 
had  relied  upon  the  construction  of  this 
branch  by  the  Central  Company  and  had 
accordingly  made  no  arrangements  with 
reference  to  building  it.     On  learning  that 

the  Central  Company  did  not  intend  to 
complete  the  road  this  year,  he  met  the 
President  of  that  road  and  they  agreed 
that  the  two  roads  would  proceed,  jointly, 
to  finish  the  work  on  the  line  commenc- 
ed, provided  the  Directors  of  both  roads 
ratified  this  action.  Mr.  Drake  had  un- 
derstood that  the  Direetors  of  the  Central 
Road  bad  agreed  to  this  arrangement,but 
the  Directors  of  the  Valley  Company  de- 
clined to  ratify  for  want  of  means.  Mr. 
Drake  expressed  an  earnest  desire  to 
have  the  branch  built,  and  thought  if  the 
Valley  Boad  could  get  the  means  it  could 
be  done. 

Mr.  Shepherd  stated  that  the  Central 
Company  enspended  work  on  the  line  be- 
cause they  had  not  the  means  to  complete 
it.  lie  thought  the  Central  was  still 
willing  to  join  with  the  Valley  Road  in 
its  construction,but  stated  that  the  Central 
Company  preferred  to  forfeit  the  bon  is 
offered  by  the  city  rather  than  prose- 
cute the  work   alone  at  this  time.     He

Aid.  Gross  waxed  indignant,  as  usual, 
on  the  German  printing  question,  and 
thought  the  Council  ought  to  be  wiUing 
to  pay  the  Volkablait  three  or  four  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year.

FOURTH  OF  JULY. 
Are    IFc  OoluiT  to  Celebiratel 


We  see  a  glimmer  of  light.  The  City 
Council  appointed  a  committee  yesterday 
to  consider  the  question  of  having  a 
Fourth  of  July.  Almost  every  other 
town  in  the"  United  States  has  alraady 
decided  this  question  and  decided  to  excel 
all  previous  celebrations  on  this  anniver- 
sary of  our  National  Independence,  a  day 
which  now  also  commemorates  many  gal- 
lant and  successful  ^struggles,  and  which 
for  the  first  time  in  four  years  will  dawn 
upon  the  United  States. 

We  do  not  dare  to  place  too  much  re- 
I'ance  on  this  favorable  straw,  for  there 
has  been  such  apathy  manifested  hereto- 
fore that  it  may  prove  of  no  consequence, 
but  we  are  bound  to  have  a  good  time 
hoping  until  that  hope  is  utterly  dis- 
pelled. IvCt  us  have  a  Fourth  of  July 
now  or  never. 


handkerchiefs  in  fair  hands  fluttered  the  ttib- 
nto  of  Beauty  to  Bravery,  no  cheers  from 
manly  throats  testified  the  gratUade  due  firom 
the  citizen  to  theciiiien  soldier,  no  baskets  of 
cakes  to  appease  their  almost  fainting  hanger, 
were  distributed  among  them,  and  not  aven  a 
single  Individual  along  tha  line  of  march  said 
so  much  as  "  Thank  you  boys,  for  what  you 
have  done  for  m*  \" 

If  your  stony  streets  had  bees  suddenly 
changed  before  their  eyes  into  the  shaded 
thoroughfares  of  Savannah,  lined  with 
hostile  or  Indifferent  faces,  the  surprise 
of  these,  your  soldiers,  could  not  have  been 
greater  than  when  the  unwelcome  truth  forced 
iMelf  upon  their  minds,  that  the  people  from 
whom  they  had  expected  the  hospitably  ex- 
tended hand  and  the  cordial  "welcome  home,'* 
actually  felt  or  see mtd  to  feel,  at  least,  no 
more  interest  at  the  sight  of  them  than  that 
of  curiosity,  tho  same  that  would  prompt 
them  to  turn  and  look  at  a  moving  menagerie 
of  wild  t>ea8ts. 

In  a  Southern  city,  (and  these  men  have 
entered  many  such  In  the  columns  of  Grant 
and  Sherman)  thoy  would  not  have  expected 
anything  else  but  a  cool  reception,  but  that 
such  should  be  its  character  here  at  home,  la 
something  for  which  they  were  not  prepared. 
But  this  was  not  the  worst :  After  theli  ar- 
rival at  the  So'dier's  Home,  whose  managers, 
lee  me  say  here,  did  everything  in  their  pow- 
er for  the  weary  and  hungry  fellows,  they 
watted  for  two  hours  in  a  condition  bordering 
01  starvation,  (as  many  had  not  tasted  food 
fciiid  leaving  Winona  where  they  had  got  a 
good  meal  twelve  hours  before)  still  indulg- 
ing ia  the  hope  that  somebody  would  let  them 
have  something  to  eat.  It  turned  out,  how- 
ever, that  the  people  had  as  liitie  thought  ot 
their  stomachs  asof  their  hearts,  and  so,  af- 
ter, as  It  seemed,  interminabla  waiting,  a 
portion  of  the  Company  got  a  meal  at  the 
Home,  while  the  rest  took  advantage  of  the 
generous  hospitality  of  their  comrades  of  the 
Provost  Guard,  and  In  their  mess-room  were 
welcomed  to  share  a  soldiers  rations. 

Again ;  during  tho  time  the  Battery  has 
been  in  town,  very  few  have  thought  it  worth 
while  to  cull  on  them,  if  wo  except  a  swarm 
of  swindlers  of  tho  Hebrew  persuasion,  who 
show  more  interest  in  the  soldier's  than  docs 
any  one  else,  which  interest  is  exhibited  by 
making  prospective  hauls  on  tho  boy's  green- 
backs, for  which  they  propose  to  exchange 
"sheap '  clothing. 

What  makes  these  brave  soldiers  feel  more 
than  ordinarily  hurt  by  ^our  neglect,  fellow- 
citiaens,  is  tho  fact  that  from  the  time  they 
left  Baltimore,  on  the  homeward  march,  till 
they  reaehed  their  oton  State,  they  were  the 
recipients  of  one  continued  ovation 

Nothing  could  surpass  the  generous  treat- 
meat  that  greeted  these  returning  veterans 
among  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Mlch- 
i^gan  and  Wisconsin. 

Though  personally  strangers  to  them,  and 
not  having  tho  incentive  of  State  pride  to  urge 
them  to  honor  the  soldiers  of  yettr  State,  which 
you  should  have,  the  citiaens  of  Pittsburg, 
Cleveland,  Detroit,  Grand  Haven,  and  Milwau- 
kee feasted  and  welcomed  tho  men  of  the 
First  Minnesota  as  if  thay  had  been  hu6l)ands 
and  brothers  of  their  own,  thereby  showing 
that  they  were  not  insensible  to  the  servicos 
rendered  by  the  saviors  of  the  national  integ- 
rity. 

The  people  turned  out  en  masse  to  escort 
them  to  the  magnificent  repasts  prepared  for 
tliem,  which  being  finished,  speeches  were 
made,  songs  sung,  and  cheers  given,  while 
the  ladies.  Heaven  forever  bless  them!  not 
content  with  merely  giving  bouquets  ot  flow- 
ers to  their  defenders ,  p»nne<i  them  with  their 
own  fair  hands  to  the  breasts  of  the  soldiers. 

Instead  of  this  here,  we  find  that  your  ladies 
actually  avoid  them  on  the  streets  as  they 
would  mad  dogs.  I  have  myself  observed 
several  ladles  cross  the  street  this  afternoon  to 
avoid  meeting  men  whose  chevrons  indicated 
honorable  position  and  years  of  faithful  ser- 
vice in  tho  cause  which  should  be  nearest  the 
heart  of  every  American  woman. 

Such  conduct  Is  inexplicable  to  the  respect- 
able soldiery  of  the  Battery,  the  great  major- 
ity of  whom  are  proud  to  say  that  before  they 
volunteered  they  were  as  good  citizens  as  any 
this  city  boasts  of,  and,  God  willing,  they  in- 
tend to  remain  as  good  in  the  ftature,  unless 
the  fact  of  having  worn  the  Blue  triumphantly 
through  all  but  two  of  the  rebellious  States 
will  at  any  time  be  a  dlsqnalifleation  for  citi- 
zenship. 

d  So  far  as  I  have  observed,  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota has  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  her  sol- 
diers, and  it  rests  with  you,  citizens  of  the 
capital,  whether  or  not  the  soldiers  of  Minne- 
soU  shall,  in  one  or  two  particulars,  be 
ashamed  of  their  State.

been,  they  would  not  have  waited  for 
two  honrs  for  food,  and  it  could  hardly 
be  expected  that  supplies  would  b« 
poured  out  when  their  want  was  not 
known.  It  should  b«  horse  in  mmd  that 
during  the  past  fortnight  the  Soldiers' 
Home  has  received  nearly  seven  hundred 
dollars  in  cash  from  our  citizens,  and 
that  it  was  the  wish,  design  and  expecta- 
tion of  the  donors  that  this  fund  should 
bo  u<ed  on  just  auch  occasions  aa  the 
arrival  of  the  battery.  Donations  are 
still  requested,  but  there  was  no  lack  at 
that  time,  and  the  delay  was  occasioned 
by  the  labor  required  to  furnish  a  supper 
for  so  large  a  number. 

While  urging  these   palliating  circum 
stances,  we  do  not  wish  to  apologise  for 
lukewarmness  in  the  reception  of  retam- 
ing  soldiers.     There   are,  doubtless,  we 
regret  to  say,  many  in  our  city  who  feel 
but  Jittle  interest  in  the  soldier  whether 
coming  or  going,  who  have  waged  a  "fire 
in  the  rear"  during  their  four  years'  ab- 
sence,   and      do     not     feel    delighted 
to   see  them  return,  but  thia  is    not   the 
sentiment  of  the  large   majority.     What 
we  need  more  than  all  else  is  some   one 
to  take  the  lead  in  such  matters  as  recep- 
tions.    1  he  Mayor  would  naturally  figure 
in  such  an   enterprise,    but  we   have  yet 
to  see  any  public  occasion  wherein  he  has 
taken  a  prominent  part,  and  judging  the 
future  by  the  past  we  see  but  little  hope 
from   that   quarter.     Other    troops   will 
soon  return,  and  if  their  officers  do  th-^ir 
duty  and  announce  their    coming  in  ad- 
vance, there  should  be  some  organization 
CO  receive  them.     The  Eleventh  regiment 
•will  return  within   two  or  three  weeks, 
and  several  batteries  of     Heavy     Artil- 
lery will    probably    return   within      the 
same  time.     Either  the  Governor  or  some 
committee  should  be   appointed   to  take 
the  matter  of  receiving  our  returning  sol- 
diers as  they  deserve  in  charge,  and  never 
again  let  there  be  any  ground  for  such  a 
criticism  as  the  above.

The  reactionary  or  Tory  journals  of 
the  country,  having  failed  in  the  little 
civil  war  which  they  got  up  in  the  interest  of 

•  social  and  political  oligarchy,  are  now 
trying  to  excite  another  in  the  interest  of 
a  religious  hierardiy ;  and  they  are  going 
at  it  in  pretty  much  the  same  way.  By 
intlammatory  appeals  to  the  sectional 
prejudices  and  fears  of  the  southern  peo- 
ple- the  demagogues  and  incendiaries  of 
the  sadly  misnamed  "  Democratic"  party, 
succeeded  in  convincing  them  that  their 
property,  persons,  local  inst'tutions  and 
State  rights  were  in  extreme  danger  from 
the  rascally  northern  mudstlls,  and  that 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  elected  to  lead  the 
vandal  horde  of  northern  abolitionists  in  a 
cruaade  of  tire  and  sword  for  the  general 

•  mashing  up  of  the  "Sunny  South,"  By 
such  incendiary  falsehoods  as  these,  thev 
goaled  the  southern  people  into  that 
wicked  and  causeless  rebellion  which  has 
now  run  its  bloody  and  disastrous  course, 
after  having  first  made  constitutionally 
possible,  and  then  miliUrily  necessary, 
the  very  abolition  crusade  against  the 
empty  phantom  of  which  they  took  up 
arms' 

The   same   means  that  were  employed 
to   "fire   the  southern   heart,*'  are  now 
being  used  to  fan  the  flames  of  a  fanatical 
insurvection  among  the  Catholics  of  this 
coun/ry.     The  Catholics  of  this  country, 
who  are,  for  the  most  part,  drawn  from 
the  most  ignorant   and  oppressed  classes 
of  European  nations,  but  who   are  fanat- 
ically attached  to  their  faith,  and  far  more 
ready  to  fight  in  its  defense  than  in  that 
of  their   adopted   country,    are   told   by 
such  journals  as   the  New  York  World, 
the  Albany  Aryus.  the  Cincinnati  Enqui- 
rer,  and   the   Chicago    Timet,  that  their 
religious   liberty  is  in  great  danger  from 
the   abolitionists,  the  same  bugbear  they 
invoked  five   years  ago  to   madden  and 
frighten  the  South  into  rebellion.    These 
simple  and   ignorant  devotees  of  a  faith 
which  is  dearer  to  them  than  life,  are  told 
that  the  Republican  party  of  this  country 
is,  in  reality,  an  organization  of  Protest- 
ant theologians  lor  the  purpose  of  secta- 
rian   proselytism,  and     that   having    put 
down  slavery  in  order  to  secure  the  suf- 
frages of  the  freed  negroes  on  the  side  of 
Protestantism,  they  now  propose  to  sup- 
press Catholicism  with   fire   and  sword ; 
and  having  ttius  skillfully   worked   upon 
the   prejudices   and  fears  of  their  pro- 
posed victims,    precisely  as   they  worked 
upon  similar  elements  in  the  South,  they 
finally  invite  the  Catholic,  as  they  former- 
ly invited  the   Southern,  masses,  to  fore- 
Btal   this  imaginary  crusade   of   the  Pro- 
testant abolitionists  by  rising  in  insurrec- 
tion and   putting   down   the   Republican 
administration  and  the  Republican  party. 
An  article  of  this   tenor,  addressed  to 
the    simple-minded  and    ignorant    Irish 
Catholics,  and  designed  to  stir  up  a  feel- 
ing of  suspicion  and  religious  hatred  and 
rancor  toward  their  Protestant  neighbors, 
appeared  in  the  Pioneer  yesterday,  and 
just  as  Seward's  declaration   of   the  "ir- 
repressible   conflict"   between  Freedom 
amd  Slavery  as  an  eternal  fact  of  social 
philosophy, was  tortured  by  Southern  ami 
Northern  demagogues  into  a  manitesto  of 
physical    hostility,    so    thii     incendiary 
scribbler  seizes  upon  the  resolutions  of 
Protestant   bodies   and   the   speeches  of 
Protestant  clergjmen  declaratory  of  the 
ancient  and  traditional  antagonism  of  the 
Protestant  and  Roman  schemes  of  theol- 
ogy and  polity — a  fact  of  religious  histo- 
ry   at  least  four    hundred    years  old— 
as  a  fresh  outbreak  of  the  fanatical  reli- 
gious intolerance  of — whom  do  you  sup- 
pose ?    The   Presbyterians?    No.     The 
Episcopalians?     Not   at  all — but  of  the 
Bepiiblican  party.    This  world-old  war 
of  creeds,  which  began  before  Luther  and 
before  Christ  himself,  is  represented  as  a 
fresh  political   development   deriving  its 
impulse   from  the  current  politics  of  the 

day. 

1:  is  recorded  that  once  on  a  time  the 
cackling  of  a  goose  saved  Rome,  but  Rome 
will  hardly  thaak  its  gooie  for  cackling  in 
this  style  on  a  subject  so  delicate  to  the 
Romish  ear  as  "religious  intolerance." 

We  are  just  fresh  from  reading  the  an- 
notations of  Bishop  Grace  upon  the  Pope's 
Encyclical  letter,  just  issued  from  the 
Pioneer  office ;  and  what  is  this  Pope's 
Encyclical  which  has  been  recently  thun- 
dered from  the  Vatican  around  the  world 
as  the  infallible  decree  of  the  Head  of  the 
Romish  Church  ? 

We  will  tell  you  what  it  is.  It  Is  a  dec- 
laration that  religious  intolerance  is  the 
cardinal  doctrine  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church.  It  is  more  than  that.  It  is  an 
edict,  binding  upon  the  conscience  of 
every  Catholic,  commanding  him  to  wage 

•  eternal  war  upon  the  principles  of  civil 
and  religious  hberty,  upon  the  freedom 
of  thought,  of  speech,  and  of  the  press — 
of  free  education  and  free  government, 
which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  our  whole 
American  system  of  government  and  so 
ciety.  Religious  intolerance,  indeed  ? 
Why,  if  we  have  read  history  rightly, 
that  is  the  special  grace  and  divine  mo- 
nopoly of  the  Church  of  Rome,  and 
wherever  the  blessed  Mother  Church  has 
had  or  now  has  sway,  civil  and  religious 
freedom  lie  bound  togetbar,  crushed  and 
bleeilmg  and  in  chains,  under  the  too 
typical  emblems  of  the  crucifixion. 

Y-;s,  we  know  about  Spain  and  At  s- 
tria  and  all  the  rest,  and  we  remember 
the  Papal  Bull,  and  we  have  half  a  mind, 
for  the  grim  joke  of  the  thing  at  least,  to 
thank  this  blundering  cackler  of  ill- 
omened  phrases  for  remindinp  us  that 
there  is  danger  that  an  attempt  may 
be  male  to  subvert  religious  liberty  in 
this  country.  Certainly,  if  the  voice  of 
St. Peter  avails  anything  with  the  faithful. 

But  as  for  Popery  itself,  let  it  sleep  in 
peace.  Twenty  odd  milli9ns  of  Protest- 
ants in  this  country  are  pledged  by  all 
their  religious  and  political  traditions  and 
by  all  the  institutions  wbiih  Protestart- 
isni  has  planted  on  American  soil  as  a 
refuge  for  the  oppressed  of  all  land,  to 
mniatain  untarniehed  and  unimpaired  the 
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principles  of  civil  hberty  and  religious 
toleration  which  they  wrested  centuries 
ago  from  the  domination  of  oli-world 
priestcrafl,  and  they  will  maintain  them 
against  all  comers. 

With  all  the  four  thoujand  cannon 
that  have  thundered  the  final  doom  of 
slavery  on  this  continent,  the  American 
people  will  defend  the  right  of  the  Ro- 
man church — aye,  of  the  Greet  and  Mos- 
lem churches,  too — to  teach  the  doctrines 
of  their  faith  and  to  worship  God  as  they 
will  under  their  own  vine  and  fig  tree.

Further  information  convinces  us  that  nei- 
ther our  State  authorities  nor  our  citizens 
were  in  the  slightest  degree  responsible 
for  the  absence  of  proper  preparations  for 
the  reception  of  the  First  Battery,  and  that 
it  was  from  no  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  former  that  they  reached  this  city  un- 
heralded by  any  previous  announcement 
that  they  were  on  their  way.  We  learn 
that  it  is  made  the  duty  of  commanding 
generals  of  Departments,  by  an  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  to  notify  the  respec- 
tive Governors  by  telegram  of  the  depar- 
ture of  all  troops  from  their  respective 
military  Departments  for  the  rendezvous 
where  they  are  to  be  discharged.  No 
such  notice  has  been  received  by  Gover- 
nor Miller  in  regard  to  any  of  our  return- 
ing soldiers ;  nor  have  any  of  the  officers 
in  charge  of  such  troops  given  him  any 
notice  of  their  return. 

The  Governor  only  had  notice  of  the 
approach  of  the  First  Battery  from  a  pri- 
vate citizen  an  hour  and  a  half  previous 
to  their  arrival,  when  he  promptly  com- 
municated the  fact  to  the  Soldier's  Hoqac, 
and  himself  went  to  meet  the  company  on 
their  arrival  at  the  levee,  when  he  com- 
municated the  state  of  affairs  to  their  offi- 
cers and  retjuested  them  to  take  the  men  to 
the  Soldier's  Home.  Moreover  some  days 
since  the  Governor  requested  the  agents  of 
the  Packet  lines  at  La  Crosse  and  Prairie 
du  Chien  to  notify  him,  by  telegram,  of  all 
Minnesota  troops  passing  that  point  on 
their  way  to  this  place  ;  and,  if  the  line  is 
not  down,  it  is  believed  that  they  will  no* 
again  take  our  people  by  surprise. 

— We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and 
the  General  commanding  the  District, 
have  united  in  a  call  for  a  public  meeting 
at  the  Court  House,  on  Friday  at  10 
o'clock,  to  make  preparations  for  proper 
public  demonstrations  in  honor  of  our 
returning  soldiers,  and  to  give  them  visi 
ble  proofi  of  that  joyful  welcome  home, 
to  whose  jubilant  music  every  loyal  heart 
is  beating  time. 

Only  give  us  half  a  chance  and  they 
will  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  cool 
receptions  in  future.

As  the  soldiers  go  out    from    this  city 
the    rebels    come    in.      Traitors      have 
abounded  here  for  four    years,    but  their 
number  is  greater  now  than  ever  befoie. 
A  day  does  not  now  pass   without  bring- 
ing a  train  of  those  who  went  away  from 
here  in  1861  or  1862,  and  since  then  have 
fought    against    the   Government  in  one 
way  or  another.     Their  "cheek"  is  amaz- 
ing.    Thus,  "Dr.  Jones,  having  returned 
to  this  city,   has  resumed  the  practice  of 
his  profession,"  &c.     Only  last  July  this 
creature  was    in   the    rebel  army  under 
Early,  and  while  lying  in   front  of  our 
forts  on    the  north    side  of  the  city  sent 
word  in  to  several    acquaintances  to  the 
effect  that  it  wouldn't  be  safe  for  them  to 
be  found  at  home  when  the  rebel  force 
came  in.     There  is  some  satisfactioti  in 
knowing  that    whereas   he  then   had  two 
arms,  he    now  has    but  one.     Doubtless 
he    will    have    business    enough.     The 
more      numerous      class       of      rebels 
here    just    now,      however,     is     made 
up     of    persons    resident     in    the  Gulf 
States.      These  men   all  talk  of    "our 
State,"  "the  sovereign  State,"  the  "ac- 
tion of  my  State,"  &c.,  as  glibly  as  they 
d  d  four  or  five  years  ago.     A  few  of  these 
persons  have  been   invited  here  by  the 
President ;  a  few  come  at  the  suggestion 
of  communities  in  their  respective  States  ; 
but  the  majority  are  only  self-mvited,  and 
represent  only  their  individual    selves. 
None  of  these  persons  find  any  very  seri- 
ous difficulty  in  getting  audience  with  the 
President.     He  seems  not  only  ready  but 
anxious  to  meet  every  intelligent  man  from 
the  extreme  South,  and  all  whom  I  have 
heard  speak  of  the  subject,  bear  witness 
tc  the  fact  that  he  receives  each  and  all 
with  frank  courtesy  and  unwearied  pa- 
tience.   They  concur,  howt^ver,  in  saying 
that  the  President  assures  them  first,  last 
and  all  the  time,  that   there  cannot  and 
shall  not  be  any  more  slavery  in  their  re- 
spective States ;  and  they  further  fay  he 
urges  them  to  accept   the  new   order  of 
things  at  once  and  with  all  heartiness.  "I 
told  him" — said  one  of  the  Georgia  gen- 
tlemen— "I  told   him  that  I  thought   it 
hard  that   we   who   have   not  aided  the 
rebellion   should  have  our  slaves  taken 
from  us  in  this  summary   manner;   and 
I    said   I   thought   it    would    inaugurate 
a  kindly  feeling  toward   him  and  toward 
the  Union  Government  if   he  would  give 
us  say  two  or    three    years    in  which  to 
bring  about    the    abolition    of  slavery." 
"Well?"  said  I.      He  turned  on  me  very 
sharply  and  says  to    me,  "Do  you  know 
wh.ch  side  got    beaten    in    this    war?"' 
"Our    side,"   says     I.       "Well,"   says 
he,     "the      emancipation     proclamation 
will      stand,     and      the     constitutional 
amendment  will  be  adopted  next  winter," 
I  didn't  say  anytl'ing  more  about  slavery 
to  him  at  that  time.     "Our  State  expects 
such  terms  as  should  always  be  given  to 
a  brave   people,"    pompously    said    the 
chairman  of  one  of  the  delegation  to  me. 
His  manner  and  words    were    offensive. 
"  A'e  will  accept  the  constitutional  amend- 
ment, but  ours  is  a  government  of   white 
persons,  and  we  shall  not  allow  blacks  to 
vote  or  marry  into  our  families."  "What 
does  the  President  say  about   negro   suf- 
frage?"   I    asked.       "He    doesn't    say 
much    about  it  except  to  ask    us  if  it   is 
manly  to  ask  the  negro  to  fight  and  then 
deny  him  the  right  to  vote ;  and  he   par- 
ticularly told  me  to  observe  what  number 
of  persons  in  the  North  appeared  willing 
to  let  him  vote."

The  well  has  passed 
through  the  second  stratum  of  white  sand- 
stone. The  indications  arc  highly  encour- 
aging. 

The  Burlington  and  Missouri  Railroad 
Company  have  located  the  terminus  of  their 
road  at  Platte's  Mouth,  Nebraska.  A  line 
from  that  city  west  will  l>e  constructed  to  con- 
nect with  the  Union  Pacific  Road. 

Colonel  H.  H.  Keath,  of  the  7th  Iowa  cav- 
alry, has  been  breveted  Brigadier  General. 

The  grand  Indian  e.xpedition  has  not  yet 
started.    It  still  hangs  tire  at  Sionx  City. 

There  are  274  inmates  in  the  Iowa  Asylum 
for  the  Insane,  a  part  of  whom  are  from  Min- 
nesota and  Nenraska. 

The  members  of  the  39th  Inlantry,  mostly 
from  central  Iowa,  have  all  reached  their 
homes. 

Wm.  Keep,  who  was  arrested  in  Omaha 
charged  with  a  double  murder  committed  ten 
years  ago  in  this  State,  has  been  discharged 
for  want  of  evidence. 

Joshua  'Iraccy,  of  Burlington,  has  been 
chosen  chairman  of  the  Republican  State 
Central  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  with 
headquarters  at  Des  Moines. 

Copious  rains  have  fallen  in  this  vicinity 
within  the  past  twenty-four  hours.  The 
streams  are  rising  rapidly ;  crop  prospects  are 
exceedingly  good.  A  hurricane  passed 
through  the  southern  portion  of  the  county 
during  the  late  storm,  overturning  many  trees 
and  doing  other  damage.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  endorsement  of  the 
29th  ult.,  on  a  communication  from  bis 
Excellency  Stephen  Miller,  Governor  of 
Minnesota,  re(iaesting  that  you  may  be 
invested  with  discretionary  power  to  mus- 
ter out  all  iroops  now  home  on  furlongh, 
belonging  to  Minnesota  organizations. 

In  reply  I  have  the  honor  to  inform 
you  that  provision  has  already  been  made 
for  the  muster  out  of  all  returned  pris- 
oners of  war,  all  enlisted  men  home  on 
furlough  Iromhospitals  and  parole  camps, 
(exceptjveterans,  members  of  the  regular 
army  and  the  V.  R.  C.)  and  all  others 
whose  tetms  of  service  expire  previous  to 
Oct.  1st,  1895, 

Instructions  for  the  muster-out  of  all 
classes  of  soldiers  cannot  be  issued,  and 
those  home  on  furlough  not  included  in 
existing  ordeis  as  mentioned  above,  who 
have  over-stayed  their  time  should  report 
promptly  to  the  authorities  granting  the 
furlough.

PardoBS  of  President  lilneoln. 

A  Springfield,  III.,  correspondent  of 
the  Chicago  Btpubltcan  gives  an  account 
of  an  interview  General  Singleton  had 
with  President  Lincoln,  after  retiming 
from  Richmond : 

HDuring  the  interview  the  President 
asked  General  Singleton  if  he  had  seen 
General  Ewell,  and  bow  he  looked.  The 
General  replied  that  while  walking  in 
Richmond  cne  day  he  saw  a  general  offi- 
cer, a  common  and  crusty-looking  man, 
driving  a  very  poor-looking  horse  to  a 
dilapidated  sulkey.  The  horse  bolted 
across  the  sidewalk,  and  the  General, 
seeing  the  officer  was  a  cripple  carrying  a 
crutch,  took  the  animal  by  the  head  and 
turned  him  into  the  street.  That  was  the 
only  time  he  had  seen  Ewell.  The  Pres- 
ident said,  "I  have  par»'.oned  his  wife; 
and.  Singleton,  1  did  it  for  Montgomery 
Blair.  He  brought  the  paper  here  to 
me,  all  tied  up  in  white  ribbon,  and  I 
signed  it.  Blair  is  a  good  fellow.  I 
like  him.  They  have  not  treated  him  as 
well  as  he  deserves,  and  I  am  sorry  for 
it.  I  would  like  to  do  mure  for  him  than 
I  can.  But,  talking  of  ladies.  General. 
I  learn  that  you  brought  no  less  than 
seventeen  of  them  with  you.  How  did 
you  do  it?  Where  did  you  get  them  all?" 
The  General  replied,  "  Mr.  President, 
you  know  I  always  had  a  weakness  in 
that  quarter,  but  on  this  accasion,  I  be- 
lieve you  will  have  to  plead  particeps 
eriminis  with  me,  for  most  of  those  ladies 
had  your  passes  !"  The  president  laugh- 
ed heartily  and  said,  "  But  how  many  do 
you  want  to  take  back,  General?"  "One 
will  do  me  back,  Mr.  President,"  replied 
the  General ;  and  the  President  wrote  a 
pass  for  the  wife  of  a  Union  naval  officer 
whose  mother  was  in  Richmond,  it  was 
feared  in  distressed  circumstances.

Gov.  Allen  goes  Into  Exile  on 
a  mule. 

Got.  Allen,  rebel  governor  of  Louisi- 
ana, has  issued  a  farewell  proclamation 
to  the  people  of  Louisiana,  and  has  vol- 
untarily gone  into  exile,  and  announces 
his  conclusions  as  follows  : 

Fellow  citizens — In  this,  the  darkest 
hour  of  my  life,  I  do  not  come  before  you 
as  an  old  man  broken  down  by  the  storms 
of  states,  nor  do  I  come  to  plead  for  mer- 
cy at  the  bands  of  those  whom  I  have 
fonght  for  lour  long  years.  No,  no,  I 
come  with  pride  and  vigor  of  manhood, 
unconquered,  unsubdued.  I  have  nothing 
to  regret.  I  look  back  with  mournful 
pleasure  at  my  public  career,  now  about 
to  close  as  citizen,  as  soldier,  as  states- 
man. I  have  done  my  duty,  soldiers, 
fully.  The  widows  and  orphans,  the  sick 
and  famished,  the  poor  and  needy  have 
all  been  my  especial  care,  while  the  wants 
of  soldiers  and  citizens  have  not  been  for- 
gotten. 

I  have  protected  the  people  from  the 
encroachments  of  the  military  power,  and 
have  never  permitted  a  bale  of  cotton  in 
the  State  to  be  seized  or  impressed.  I 
am  one  ofthe  proscribed.  I  must  go  in- 
to exile.  I  have  stood  by  you,  fought 
for  you,  and  staid  with  you  up  to  the 
very  last  minute,  and  now  leave  you  with 
a  heavy  heart.  The  high  trust  with  which 
you  have  honored  me  is  this  day  return- 
ed. I  leave  the  office  of  Governor  with 
clean  bands,  and  with  a  conscious  pride 
of  having  done  my  duty. 

As  indicated  in  the  address.  Gov.  Al- 
len had  left  Shreveport  with  the  avowed 
purpose  of  going  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  the  United  States.  It  was  understood 
that  his  immediate  destination  was  Mexi- 
co ;  <yid  it  was  reported  that  he  was  rob- 
bed on  the  journey  by  jayhawkers  ol 
everything,  even  bis  horse,  and  sent  for- 
ward on  the  road  to  exile  mounted  on  t 
mule.

At  half  past  three  this  a.  m.  eleven  boau  ar- 
rived from  JohnsonviUe  with  the  following 
troops  for  New  Orleans : 

59th  lllinoi«,7lHtOhio,4l8t  Ohio,  19th  Ohio, 
I5th  Ohio  and  40th  Ohio ;  8th  Kansas ;  51st  In- 
diana, .32d  Indiana ;  3d  and  4th  Michigan ;  and 
13th  Wisconsin— twelve  regiments  in  all. 

The  fleet  arrived  together,  and  as  they  were 
making  a  landing  the  steamer  Echo  with  300 
men  of  the  4  Ist  Ohio,  ran  into  the  upper  mon- 
itor, anchored  io  the  middle  ol  the  Ohio  rivar, 
with  a  crash  that  was  heard  over  a  mile.  In 
filteen  minutes  the  Echo  turned  over  and  sunk.

THEEMANCIPATI'N  PROCUMATION

— Tbo  Herald's  Washington  special 
nya :  Amoug  the  papers  captured  with  Jert". 
Davis'  party  was  one  written  by  Jeff,  to  Mrs. 
Davis  immediately  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
negotiations  between  Generals  Sherman  and 
Johnston.  Jeff,  informs  his  wife  that  they 
have  secnred  in  the  stipulation  more  for  the 
South  than  they  ever  asked,  either  before  or 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war.  He  also 
states  that  the  agreement  fully  recognizes 
State  sovereignty,  and  is  an  indorsement  of 
the  Soathem  views  of  State  rights.  There 
was  also  a  letter  found  on  the  person  of  Har- 
rison, Jeff.  Davik'  Private  Secretary,  Irom  the 
rebel  Postmaster  General,  Reagan,  in  which 
the  latter  goes  into  an  elaborate  argument  to 
prove  that  the  South  have  got  in  stipulations 
all  they  have  ever  asked. 

— The  Richmond  BuSetin  mentions  a 
report  current  in  that  city  that  Mr.  A.  T. 
Stewart,  the  wealthy  merchant  of  New  York, 
had  determined  to  erect  a  block  of  substantial 
storebonses  on  one  of  the  squares  of  the  bnm- 
ed  district  of  Richmond,  provided  ho  can 
make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  own- 
en  of  the  land.  It  is  said  that  he  does  now 
propose  to  purchase  the  sites,  but  to  take  a 
lien  upon  them,  and  retain  control  of  the  edi 
lices,  when  erected,  until  he  reimburses  him- 
self from  the  rental  of  the  improved  property. 
Several  German  architects  and  draftsmen 
have  arrived  in  Richmond  from  New  York  to 
survey  the  property  and  prepare  the  plans. 

—  The  Independent  has  this  paragraph : 
Who  will  furnish  us  with  a  copy  of  the  sub- 
scription paper  which  is  said  to  be  circulating 
in  this  city  in  behalf  of  General  Lee,  and  to 
have  gathered  some  sixty  thousand  dollars  ? 
We  are  curious  to  see  if  it  has  been  passed 
among  the  invalids  at  David's  Island,  whose 
feet  were  rotted  off  at  Andersonville,  and 
Salisbury,  and  Belle  Isle;  and  how  many 
signatures  were  obtained  from  the  former  in- 
mates of  the  Libby.  We  will  gladly  print 
the  list  without  charge,  for  the  information  of 
the  public. 

— The  Boston  Joumai states  that  Hon. 
A.  H.  Stephens,  late  Vice  President  of  the 
rebel  Contederacv.  now  at  Fort  Warren,  is 
allowed  to  walk  in  the  open  air  daily,  from  9 
to  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  in  company 
with  an  officer.  His  health  is  very  feeble,  and 
It  is  feared  that  the  imprisonment  is  fast  un- 
dermining his  weak  constitution.  He  is  kept 
in  a  room  by  himself,  guarded  all  the  time  by- 
two  soldiers.  Postmaster-General  Reagan, 
who  is  similarly  guarded,  is  allowed  a  daily 
promenade  between  6  and  7  o'clock  f.  h. 

— A  Cincinnati  dispatch  of  the  17tb, 
says :  "Meetings  were  held  last  night  to  elect 
delegates  to  represent  Hamilton  county  in  the 
Union  State  Convention.  In  consequence  of 
Brough's  declination  there  was  almost  una- 
nimity for  Cox,  who  will  now  only  have  Gal- 
loway as  opponent.  Delegates  from  Ohio  reg- 
iments rapidly  arrive,  and,  as  the  military  fa 
Tor  Cox.  the  contest  is  not  expected  to  be 
spirited." 

—Under  the  act  of  Febmary  4th  1862, 
the  names  of  all  pensioners  on  the  rolls  of  the 
States  lately  in  rebellion,  have  been  dropped. 
Those  who  are  prepared  to  prove  their  con- 
tinued loyalty  during  the  whole  period  of  the 
rebellion,  can  make  applicati«n  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions  for  restoration  to  the 
rolls,  proving  their  place  or  places  of  residence 
and  means  of  subsistence  since  January  1st, 
1861.  They  must  also  execute  and  file  in  the 
pension  office  the  oath  prescribed  in  the  am- 
nesty proclamation  of  President  Johnson. 

— Judge  Underwood  is  still  in  Wash- 
ington, but  there  is  as  yet  no  definite  conclu- 
sion as  to  what  shall  be  done  with  the  fifty 
indictments  for  treason,  found  in  his  court, 
agaisst  General  Lee  and  Ex-Governors  Smith 
and  Letcher,  and  other  prominent  participants 
in  the  rebellion.  It  is  understood  that  some 
influential  gentlemen  are  inclined.  Instead  of 
trying  them,  to  notify  them  of  the  indictments 
and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  leave  the 
country,  never  to  return. 

— A  correspondent  who  telegraphs  from 
a  station  on  the  overland  route,  100  miles  west 
of  Denver,  says  that  apprehensions  arc  exten- 
sively entertained  that  the  Indian  troubles  of 
last  season  on  the  plains  will  soon  be  resumed. 
The  Sioux  and  Cheepennes  arc  gathering  on 
the  North  Platte  River,  and  are  committing 
depredations.  Several  travelers  have  been 
killed.  Attacks  were  made  on  some  of  the 
sutions  about  the  1st  of  June,  and  considera 
ble  stock  was  driven  off. 

— The  Tiime'a  Washington  speical  says 
Government  has  received  documentary  proofs 
incontrovertible  of  the  gnilt  of  Jeff.  Davis  in 
the  matter  of  the  inhuman  and  most  brutal 
treatment  of  Union  prisoners.  W  hen  disclos- 
ed to  the  public,  as  the  facts  will  be  in  a  few 
days,  they  will  astound  the  civllired  world • 
Gen.  Hinks,  chief  mustering  dfflcer  at  Harris' 
burg,  has  written  a  letter  enclosing  a  careful- 
ly prepared  statement,  which  shows  that  the 
mortality  among  the  Union  soldiers  at  the  An- 
dersonville rebel  prison,  daring  the  year  end- 
ing 28th  Febmary  last.  13,790  men.  The 
greatest  monthly  mortality  was  2,991,  in  Au- 
gust last. 

— One  of  the  St.  Albans  raiders  wanted 
to  escape  f^om  Canada  after  his  discharge  bj 
the  Canadian  Judge,  and  so  dressed  himself 
as  a  woman,  hired  a  baby  for  four  hundred 
dollars,  and  stahed  for  Halifax.  He  reached 
there  safely,  being  accompanied  most  of  the 
way  by  the  very  officer  who  was  on  the  look 
oat  for  him,  but  who  did  not  expect  to  find 
him  with  a  nursing  baby  in  his  arms.  He  is 
in  Europe  now. 

— Gen.  Andrews,  in  command  of  Mo- 
bile,  has  issned  an  order  that  in  all  courts  and 
judicial  proceedings  In  the  district  the  testl 
mony  of  freed  or  colored  people  will  be  re 
ceived  and  admitted  according  to  same  rules 
of  evidence  that  apply  to  white  persons. 

— General  Scott  completed  the  79th 
year  of  his  age  on  Tuesday  last,  and  in  honor 
of  this  event,  a  number  of  his  friends  and  ad- 
mirers at  West  Point  proceeaed  to  his  lodg 
ings  and  serenaded  him.  In  retem  the  Gen 
eral  expressed  his  thanks  bat  declined  to 
make  a  speech. 

— A  Nashville  despatch  says,  "A  tele- 
gram in  the  New  York  despatches  of  the  14tb, 
relative  to  the  fire  in  this  city,  reflects  injuri- 
ously upon  Capt.  W.  A.  Wainwright,  in 
charge  of  the  warehonso  destroyed.  All 
books,  papers  and  accounts  are  preserved  un- 
injured. The  origin  cf  the  Are  will  be  investi- 
gated by  a  Court  of  Inquiry.

Mr.  F.  B.  Carpenter,  the  well-known 
artist,  contributes  to  the  Independent  this 
week  a  sketch  of  the  history  of  the  Eman- 
cipation Proclamation,  as  given  to  him  by 
Mr.  Lincoln  himself,  while  he  was  paint- 
ing the  picture  illustrative  of  its  consid- 
eration by  the  Cabinet.  Mr.  Carpenter 
quotes  a  passage  from  Mr.  Lincoln's  let- 
ter to  Col.  Hodges,  of  Kentucky,  and 
says : 

I  now  take  up  the  history  of  the  i)roc- 
lamation  itself,  as  Mr.  Lincoln  gave  it  to 
me,  on  the  occasion  of  our  first  interview, 
&8  written  down  by  myself  soon  afterward : 

"  It  had  got  to  be,"  said  he,  **  mid- 
summer, 1862.  Things  had  gone  on  from 
bad  to  worse,  until  I  felt  that  we  had 
reached  the  end  of  our  rope  on  the  plan 
of  operations  we  bad  been  pursuing ;  that 
we  had  about  played  our  last  card,  and 
must  change  our  tactics,  or  lose  the  game  ! 
I  now  determined  upon  the  adoption  of 
the  emancipation  policy ;  and,  without 
consultation  with,  or  the  knowledge  of 
the  Cabinet,  I  prepared  the  original  draft 
of  the  Proclamation,  and  after  much  anx- 
ious thought,  called  a  Cabinet  meeting 
upon  the  subject.  This  was  the  last  of 
July,  or  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  Au- 
gust, 1»G2."  (The  exact  date  he  did  not 
remember.)  "This  Cabinet  meeting 
took  place,  I  think,  upon  a  Saturday. 
All  wtre  present,  excepting  Mr.  Blair, 
the  Postmaster  General,  who  was  absent 
at  the  opening  of  the  discussion,  but  came 
in  subsequently. 

"I  said  1 3  the  Cabinet  that  I  had  resolv- 
ed upon  this  step,  and  had  not  called 
them  together  to  ask  their  advice,  but  to 
lay  the  subject  matter  of  a  proclamation 
before  them ;  suggestions  as  to  which 
would  be  in  order  after  they  had  heard  it 
read.  Mr.  Lovcjoy,"  said  he,  "waa  in 
error  when  he  informed  you  that  it  excit- 
ed no  comment  excepting  on  the  part  of 
Secretary  Seward.  Various  suggestions 
were  offered.  Secretary  Chase  wished 
the  language  stronger  in  reference  to  the 
arming  of  the  blacks.  Mr.  Blair,  after 
he  CJme  in,  deprecated  the  policy,  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  cost  the  administra- 
tion the  fall  elections.  Nothing,  howev- 
er, was  offered  which  I  had  not  already 
anticipated  and  settled  in  my  own  mind, 
until  Secretary  Seward  spoke.  Said  ha  : 
'  Mr.  President,  1  approve  of  the  procla- 
mation, but  I  question  the  exped  ency  of 
its  issue  at  this  janctarc.  The  depres- 
sion of  the  public  mind,  consequent  upon 
our  repeated  reverses,  is  so  great  that  I 
fear  the  effeci;  of  so  important  a  step.  It 
may  be  viewed  as  the  last  measure  of  an 
exhausted  Government — a  cry  for  help ; 
the  Government  stretching  forth  its  hands 
to  Etbiopia.instead  of  Ethiopia  stretching 


th«  prfldamation."  ^  "  BLa  never  express- 
ed such  an  opinion  ia  my  hearing,"  said 
Mr.  Lincoln.  "  No  member  of  the  Cab- 
inet ever  dissented  from  the  policy,  in 
any  conversation  with  me."     •     •     • 

Mr.  Chase  tolJ  me  that,  at  the  cabinet 
meeting  immediately  after  the  battle  of 
Antietam,  and  just  prior  to  the  issue  of 
the  September  proclamation,  the  Presi- 
dent entered  upon  the  business  before 
them  by  saying  that  "the  time  for  the 
enunciation  ol  the  emancipation  policy 
could  be  no  liinger  delayed.  Public  senti- 
ment," he  thought,  "would  sustain  it — 
many  of  his  warmest  friends  and  support- 
ers demanded  it;  and  behmdpromUed 
his  God  that  he  vould  do  it."''  Tbo  last 
part  of  this  waa  utt«red  in  a  low  tone,  and 
appeared  to  bw  heard  by  no  one  bu .  Si'»- 
retary  Chase,  who  was  sitting  near  hint, 
lie  asked  the  President  if  be  correctly 
understood  him.  Mr.  Lincoln  replied: 
*'/  made  m  solemn  row  before  (fad  that  if 
ifenerat  Lee  tc.is  driven  back  from  Penn- 
sylvania, I  would  crown  the  result  by  the 
declaration  of  freedom  to  the  staves .'"

forth  her  hands  to  the  Government 
His  i  lea  was  that  it  would  be  considered 
our  last  shriek,  on  the  retreat."'  (This 
was  his  precise  expression.)  'Now,' 
continued  Mr.  Seward,  'while  I  approve 
the  measure.  I  suggest,  air,  that  you 
postpone  its  issue  until  you  can  give  it  to 
the  country  supported  by  military  suc- 
cess, instead  of  issuing  it,  as  would  be 
the  case  now,  upon  the  greatest  disasters 
of  the  war. 

Said  Mr.  Lincoln:  "The  wisdom  of 
the  view  of  the  Secrr  fary  of  State  struck 
me  with  very  great  fore  3.  It  was  an  as- 
pect of  the  case  that,  in  all  my  tbooghts 
upon  the  subject,  I  had  entirely  over- 
looked. The  result  was  that  I  put  the 
draft  of  the  proclamation  aside,  as  you 
do  your  sketch  for  a  picture,  waiting  for 
a  victory.  From  time  to  time  I  added  or 
changed  a  tine,  touching  it  up  here  and 
there,  waiting  the  progress  of  events. 
Well,  the  next  news  we  had  was  of  Pope's 
disaster  at  Bull  Run.  Things  looked 
darker  than  ever.  Finally  came  the  week 
of  the  battle  of  Antietam.  I  determined 
to  wait  no  longer.  The  news  came,  I 
think  on  Wednesday,  that  the  advantage 
was  on  our  side.  I  was  then  staying  at 
the  'Soldiers'  Home,'  (three  miles  out  of 
Washington.)  "Here  I  finished  writing 
the  second  draft  of  the  premiminary 
Proclamation ;  come  up  on  Saturday ; 
called  the  Cabinet  together  to  hear  it,  and 
it  was  published  the  fallowing  Monday. 
"It  was  a  somewhat  remarkable  fact," 
he  continued,  "there  was  just  one  hun- 
dred days  between  the  dates  of  the  two 
Proclamations,  issued  upon  the  22d  of 
September  and  the  1st  of  January.  I 
had  not  made  the  calculation  at  the 
time." 

At  the  final  meeting  on  Saturday,  an- 
other interesting  incident  occurred  in 
connection  with  Secretary  Seward.  The 
President  had  written  the  important  part 
of  the  Proclamation  in  these  words  : 

"That  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-three,  all  persons  held 
as  slaves  within  any  State  or  designated 
part  of  a  State,  the  people  whereof  shall 
then  be  in  rebellion  against  the  United 
States,  shall  be  then,  tbonceforward  and 
forever  free ;  and  the  Executive  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  including  the 
military  and  naval  authority  thereof,  will 
recognize  the  freedom  of  such  persons, 
and  will  do  no  act  or  acts  to  repress  such 
persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  efforts 
they  may  make  for  their  actual  freedom." 
"When  I  finished  reading  this  para- 
graph," resumed  Mr.  Lincoln,  "Mr.  Sew- 
ard stopped  me,  and  said:  "I  think, 
Mr.  President,  that  you  should  insert  af- 
ter the  word  "recognize,"'''  in  that  sen- 
tence, th.}  words  "and  maintain.''^  I  re- 
plied that  I  bad  already  fully  considered 
the  import  of  that  expression  in  this  con- 
nection, but  I  had  not  introduced  it  be- 
cause it  was  not  my  way  to  promise  what 
I  was  not  entirely  sure  that  I  could  per- 
form, and  I  was  not  prepared  to  say  that 
I  thought  we  were  exactly  able  to  'main- 
tain'this.  "But,"  said  he,  "Mr.  Sew- 
ard insisted  that  we  ought  to  take  this 
ground,  and  the  words  finally  went  in." 


In  February  last,  a  few  days  after  the 
passage  of  the  "  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment," I  was  "in  Washington,  and  was 
received  by  Mr.  Lincoln  with  the  kind- 
ness and  familiarity  which  had  character- 
ized our  previous  intercourse.  I  said  to 
him  one  day  that  I  was  very  proud  to 
have  been  the  artist  to  have  first  con- 
ceived of  the  designs  of  painting  a  picture 
commemorative  of  the  Act  of  Emancipa- 
tion— that  subsequent  occurrences  had 
only  confirn>ed  my  own  first  judgment  of 
that  act  as  the  most  sublime  moral  event 
in  our  history.  "  Yes,"  said  he,  and 
never  do  I  remember  to  have  noticed  in 
him  more  earnestness  of  expression  or 
manner,  "  As  affairs  have  turned,  it  is  the 
central  act  of  my  Administration,  and  the 
great  event  of  the  nineteenth  century." 

I  remember  to  have  asked  bun  on  one 
occasion,  if  there  was  not  some  opposi- 
tion manifested  on  the  part  of  several 
members  of  the  Cabinet  to  the  emancipa- 
tion policy.  ■  He  said  in  reply,  "  Nothing 
moro  than  I  have  stated  *o  you.  Mr. 
Blair  thought  we  should  lose  the  fall  elec- 
tions, and  opposed  it  on  that  ground 
only."  Said  1,  "  I  have  understood  that 
Secretary  Smith  was  not  In  favor  of  your 
action.  Mr.  Blair  told  me  that  when

"Foreign  Offcb,  June  6,  1865.— ilfy 
Lord; — I  have  the  honor  to  state  to  your 
Lordship  that  since  the  date 'of  my  letter 
of  the  nth  ult.,  intelligence  has  reached 
this  country  that  the  President  of  the  so- 
called  Confederate  States  has  been  cap- 
tured by  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States,  and  has  been  transported  as  a 
prisoner  to  Fortress  Monroe,  and  that 
the  armies  hitherto  kept  in  the  field  by 
the  Confederate  States  have  for  the  most 
part  surrendered  or  dispersed.  In  this 
posture  of  affairs  her  Majesty's  govern- 
ment are  of  the  opinion  that  neutral  na- 
tions cannot  but  consider  the  civil  war  in 
North  America  at  an  end.  In  conformity 
with  the  opinion,  her  Majesty's  govern- 
ment recognize  that  peace  has  been  re- 
stored within  the  whole  territory  of  which 
the  United  States  of  North  America,  be- 
fore the  commencement  of  civil  war,  were 
in  undisturbed  possession. 

As  a  necessary  consequence  of  such 
recognition  on  the  part  of  her  Majesty's 
government,  her  Majesty's  civil  authori- 
ties in  all  ports  and  harbors  and  waters 
belonging  to  her  Majesty,  whether  in  the 
United  Kingdom  or  beyond  the  seas, 
must  henceforth  refuse  permission  to  any 
vessel  of  war  carrying  a  Confederate  flag, 
to  enter  any  such  ports,  harbors  and  wa- 
ters, and  must  require  any  Confederate 
vessels  of  war  which  at  the  time  when 
these  orders  may  nsaoh  her  Majesty's 
authorities,  are  in  such  ports,  harbors 
and  waters,  or  may  have  already  entered 
therein  on  the  faith  of  proclamations 
heretofore  issued  by  her  Majesty,  and 
which  have  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  such  proclamations,  may  be  actually 
within  such  ports,  harbors  and  waters, 
forthwith  to  depart  from  them.  But  her 
Majesty's  Government  seem  to  consider 
that  a  due  regard  for  national  good  faith 
and  honor  requires  that  her  Majesty's 
authorities  should  be  instructed  as  re- 
gards any  Confederate  vessel  so  depart- 
ing, 80  that  they  should  have  the  benefit 
of  the  prohibition  heretofore  enforced 
against  the  pursuit  of  them,  within  twen- 
ty-four hours  by  a  cruiser  of  the  United 
States  lying  at  the  time  within  any  such 
ports,  harbors  and  waters,  and  that  such 
prohibition  should  be  then  and  for  the  last 
time  maintained  to  their  favor.  It,  bow- 
ever,  the  commander  of  any  Confederate 
vessel  of  war,  which  may  be  found  in  any 
port  or  waters  of  her  Majesty's  dominions 
at  the  time  these  new  orders  arc  received 
by  her  Majesty's  authorities,  or  may  en- 
ter such  port,  harbor  or  waters,  within  a 
month  after  these  new  orders  are  re- 
ceived, should  wish  to  divest  his  vessel 
of  her  warlike  character,  and  after  dis- 
arming her,  to  remain  without  a  Confed- 
erate flag  within  British  waters,  her  Ma- 
jesty's authorities  may  allow  the  com- 
mander of  su(<h  a  vessel  to  do  so  at  his 
own  risk,  in  all  respects,  in  which  case 
he  should  be  distinctly  apprised  that  he 
is  to  expect  no  further  protection  from 
her  Majesty's  government,  except  such 
as  he  may  be  entitled  to  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  administration  of  the  law  in  a 
time  of  peace.  The  rule  as  to  twenty- 
four  hours  would  not,  of  course,  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  case  of  such  vessels.  I 
have  adilressed  a  similar  letter  to  the 
Secretaries  of  Stat«  lor  the  Home,  Colo- 
nies, India,  and  War  Ofi[ice,  and  also  to

The  Secretary  of  State  has  addressed 

the  following  letter  to  the  Secretary  of 

the  Navy : 

To  Hou.  Gideon  Welles,  Secretary  of  the  Navy : 

Defartmknt  of  Statk.  Waihington, 
June  17. — Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  in- 
form you  that  it  has  been  made  known  to 
this  Department,  t>y  the  Minister  of  the 
United  States  residing  in  France,  that  the 
Imperial  Government  of  that  country  has 
removed  all  restrictions  heretofore  im- 
posed by  it  upon  naval  intercourse  with 
the  United  States. 

I  have  also  the  pleasure  to  inform  you 
that  I  have  learned  in  the  same  authentic 
manner  that  the  imperial  government  of 
France  has  withdrawn  from  the  insurgents 
of  the  United  States  the  character  of  bel- 
ligerents which  heretofore  that  Govern- 
ment had  conceded  to  them,  and  these 
proceedings  by  the  Government  of  France 
have  been  prompted  i^y  the  express  desire 
of  reviving  old  sympathies  between  the 
two  nations  whose  interests  and  traditions 
constantly  invite  them  to  cultivate  the 
most  cordial  relations.  I  beg  leave  to 
suggest  the  importance  of  communicating 
these  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  navy. 
I  have  the  honor  to  be,  sir.

box  is  not  fit   to   walk  up  to  the  ballot 
box;  whether  the  man  who  knows  how  to 
handle  a  bayonet  does  not  know  how  to 
handle  a  little  bit  of  paper.     I  am  ready 
to  admit  the  want  of  intelligence  and  civili- 
zation in  the  negro.     I  know  he  is  igno- 
rant, bat  he  knew  enough  to  be  right  in 
this  contest  and  to  be  loyal,  and  that  is  a 
groat  deal  more  than  his  master,  [cheers 
and  laughter,]  and  therefore  as  I  know, 
from  having  seen  the  rolls  of  100,000  of 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  Confederate  army 
prisoners,  I   know  that  only  one  in  eight 
was  able  to  sign  his  name.     In  this  recon- 
struction we  have  got  to  trust  to  the  in- 
s:  inct  and  not  to  the  intellectual  cultiva- 
tion of  the  voter.     I  would  rather  trust  to 
the  loyal  black  instinct  than  to  the   dis- 
loyal white  instinct.    [Laughter.]  There- 
fore, my  friends,   I  think  we  can  ask  the 
iTOvernment  to  hold  on  and  first  punish 
the  disloyal  citizen,  either   by  the  loss  of 
his  life,  his  liberty,  or  his  land,  according 
to  the  decree  of  the  Government,  but  do 
not  punish  the  loyal  citizen  who  has  done 
everything  the  ability  God  has  given  him 
would  permit  to  further  the  cause  of  the 
nation  and  government.    I  further  ask  the 
(Jovemment  simply  to  wait  and  see  who 
its  friends  are,  to   deal  with  those  only 
tbat  are  friends  to-day,  not  of  the  lip,  but 
of  the  heart — deal  with  the  men  who  have 
fought  for  it,  and  not  for  those  who  have 
fought  against  it,  and  give  political  rights 
to  those  who   have  defended  and  not  to 
those  who  have  undertaken  to  overthrow 
them.     Let  us  have  the  whole  army,  regu 
lars    and    volunteers, 
black   and  white,  and 
for  us,  and  give  each  their  full  proportion 
of  praise."

It  appears  that  the  Virgin  Queen  was 
attacked  with  such  grievous  toothache 
that  she  obtained  no  rest  either  day  or 
night.  Her  physicians  knowing  that  the 
drawing  of  the  tooth  was  the  only  rem- 
edy forebore  to  recommend  it,  knowbg 
her  terror  of  the  oparation. 

The  Lords  of  the  Council  then  took 
the  matter  in  band,  and,  after  mature  de- 
liberation, decided  upon  the  extraction 
of  the  bostile  tooth.  The  courage  of  the 
lion-hearted  Elisabeth  failed  her  on  this 
0  -casion ;  nor  could  the  eloquence  of  her 
whole  Cabinet  prevail  upon  her  to  sub- 
mit. In  this  emergency,  Aylmer,  Bish- 
op of  London,  who  was  present  at  this 
grave  debate,  stood  forth  and  told  her, 
"That  although  ^an  old  man,  and  not 
many  teeth  to  sp&re,  she  should  see  a 
practical  experiment  of  it  on  himself,  if 
she  would  thereby  be  encouraged." 

Whereupon  the  surgeon  extracted  one 
of  his  teeth,  and  the  Queen's  unwilling- 
ness was  ultimately  overcome.  In  a  well 
painted  picture,  entitled  "  Queen  Eliza- 
beth's Toothache."  Mr.  Haylarr  has  il- 
lustrated the  ludicrous  topic  in  a  style 
that  evinces  his  hearty  appreciation  of 
the  story.  The  whole  scene  is  depicted 
with  suitable  drollery  of  expression,  and 
all  requisite  grotet>qaeness  of  character 
and  incident.

European    Emigration     to 

America. 

The  Aflonbladet,  of  Stockholm,  in  & 
striking  article  on  European  emigration 
in  the  nineteenth  century,  gives  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  statistics  of  the  emi- 
grants sent  by  dillerent  European  coun- 
tries to  American  between  the  years 
named : 

Germany 1 ,546,000  1 840—1860 

France 208,006  1820—1860 

Switzerland 24,000  1851—1053 

Belgium 80,000  1851-1860 

Italy  and  Spain 27,000  1840—1860 

From  Sweden,  it  appears  that  15,000 
emigrants  went  out  between  the  years 
1851  and  1860,  of  whom  a  majority  came 
to  the  United  States.  Denmark  lost  by 
emigration  only  6,000  subjects  between 
the  years  1820  and  1860,  the  greater  part 
of  whom  went  to  Utah,  as  Mormons.  In 
six  years,  from  1851  to  1857,  Hol- 
laed sent  out  30,000  emigrants  to  va- 
rious parts  of  tbe  world.  From  Portu- 
gal, between  1859  to  1862,  25,000  emi- 
grants  went  to  Brazil,  while  only  2,600 
Portuguese  came  to  the  United  States  in 
forty  years— from  1820  to  1860. 

The  immense  and  immediate  prepon- 
•'erence  of  the  German  immigration  into 
this  country  has  already  made  itself  felt, 
both  socially  and  politically ;  and  its  ul- 
terior consequences  in  both  respects  will, 
probably,  be  of  the  very  gravest  import- 
ance.—.AT.  Y.  World.

MONUMENT  INAUQURATION. 

Speech  of  Ben.  Butler  on  the 
Rights  of  the    Negro. 


BosTOK,  June  18. — At  the  collation 
which  followed  the  monument  dedication 
ceremonies  in  Lowell  yesterday,  General 
Butler  responded  to  the  toast  compli- 
menting the  army  antl  navy.  He  urged 
that  the'  €iKiQ»c&fxiA  lands,  forfeited  by 
treason,  should  be  given  to  the  soldiers 
who  had  put  down  the  rebellion.  In  fur- 
ther conne>;tion  with  the  subject  the  Gen- 
eral said : 

When  we  give  every  guerdon  to  the 
cit'^in  soldiers  who  went  forth  from  the 
free  North,  from  Massacbusetts,  New 
England,  and  from  the  States  East  and 
West,  guiJod  by  Jntflligence,  and  in- 
structed in  thair  poiirioal  rights,  and 
burning  fjr  the  national  honor,  what 
shall  we  say  of  ^uotber  adRS"*  <"'  soldiers, 
a  chs*  that  had  no  *tns'rii..  s.^o,  no 
pohii.-.tl  lights,  Uild  h.l  no  joy 
mtho  p.ist  and  little  iwpe  i.i  tJj  fature? 
What  shall  wo  say  of  tU-.se  colored  men 
who,  with  intense  layaitj  and  patriotism, 
volunteered  with  us  to  qv  defence?  Shall 
there  be  no  word  of  eac^urag^ement  for 
tbf  negro  loldier,  who  itopd  aide  hj  vide

— A  sad  accident  oc- 
curred en  last  Saturday  just  above  Belle 
Plaine,  on  what  is  known  as  the  Finch 
Hill,  The  victim  was  a  Mr.  Vaught,  a 
worthy  man  and  well-to-do  farmer  resid- 
ing in  the  Big  Woods,  five  miles  above 
Belle  Plaine.  who  was  on  his  way  to 
town  in  a  buggy  drawn  by  a  spirited 
horse,  and  accompanied  by  his  son,  a  lad 
of  some  sixteen.  Upon  approaching  the 
hill  he  took  the  precaution  to  have  his  son 
lead  the  animal  while  he  held  the  reins. 
When  about  half  way  down  the  hill,  the 
boy  stumbled  and  fell,  when  the  horse, 
taking  advantage,  started  off  at  a  rapid 
pace.  The  old  gentleman  fearing  he 
would,  in  spite  of  his  efforts,  precipitate 
the  vehicle  down  a  steep  bank,  made  an 
attempt  to  jump  out ;  but  in  doing  so  his 
feet  became  entangled  in  the  lines  and 
he  was  thrown  headlong  between  the 
hind  wheel  and  box.  in  which  position  his 
neck  was  literally  twisted  off  by  the 
wheel.  The  horse  stopped  at  the  foot  of 
the  hill,  on  the  bridge,  where  his  son 
overtook  them,  and  there  found  his  aged 
and  loved  father  a  mangled  corpse.  Mr. 
Vaught  was  noted  as  one  of  the  best  and 
most  thrifty  farmers  in  the  county  ;  and 
we  must  say  his  home  has  often  reminded 
us  of  a  "Paradise  on  earth."  He  leaves 
a  family  of  several  members  to  mourn  his 
loss,  and  they  have  the  warm  sympathy 
of  a  community  that  feels  they  have  lost

Oen.  Graut  on  Negro  SiiflTrage. 

From  the  Chicago  Tribune. 

Gen.  Grant  in   conversation  with  his 
friend,  says,  that  it  is  too  soon  to  declare 
that  the  loyal  blacks  in  the  South  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  vote.     Aside  from  tbe  ab- 
stract and  the  legal  problem   of   what 
authority  can  confer  or  withhold  the  fran- 
chise— whether  it  be  Congress   or    the 
States — the  question    may    assume    the 
shape  of  a  political  necessity.    The  Gov- 
ernment may  have  to  choose  between 
keeping  a  standing  army  of   100,000,  at 
an  expense  of  $100,000,000  a  year  to  the 
tax  payers,  to  support  the  white  minority 
in  the  South  against  the  white  rebel  ma- 
jority, or  of  enfranchising  the  blacks,  and 
thereby  enabling  them  to  support  the 
white  loyalists.      Gen.    Grant    foresees 
that  the  suffrage  question  may  take  this 
form.     If  the  loyal  whites  of  the  South  are 
unable  to  sustain  themselves  and  hold  the 
political  control  <«f  those  States,   they 
must  either  be  reinforced  by  the  votes  of 
the  loval  blacks,   or  supported  by  the 
bayonets     of     Northern     soldiers.      To 
maintain   troops    even  in    the    time    of 
peace  costs  not  tar  from  $1,000  per  man. 
The  people  of  the  Republic  of  America 
may  conclude  with  Gen.  Grant  that  it  is 
better  and  cheaper  to  let  the  loyal  blacks 
of  the  South  ofiset  the  votes  of  the  white 
ex-rebels  than  to  maintain  a  large  stand- 
ing army  to  keep   them  in   subjection  to 
the  laws,   and  prevent  theoa   from  com- 
mitting mischief,  which  they  will  most 
surely  do  if  they  are  permitted  to  obtain 
possession  of  the  State  government,   of 
the  South. 

"We  think  that  Northern  Union  Demo- 
crats are  premature  in  committing  them- 
selves to  the  negative  of  the  suffrage 
question  at  this  early  day.  It  is  natural 
that  the  ribel  sympathizing  (Jopperheads 
shoidd  declare,  and  uncoo£tionally,  for  a 
total  exclusion  of  the  colored  men  of  the 
South  from  the  ballot  box,  but  it  is  too 
early  for  those  Democrats  professing  to 
be  Union  men  to  assume  such  grounds. 
And  we  think  the  gallant  Sherman  has 
leaped  before  he  looked  where  he  would 
land.  The  cooler,  more  circumspect, 
better  poised  Lieut.  General  makes  no 
such  mistakes.  He  waits  patiently  till 
the  proper  time  arrives  for  decidmg  a 
great  question,  and  then  acts  promptly 
and  decisively,  and  thereby  avoids  the 
disagreeable  neoesaity  of  choosing  be- 
tween taking  the  back  trac^  or  remain- 
io^  9«poied  to  tl)Q  wroBg." 


ITIrs.  Perrlnc. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  Pcrrine,  which  was 
presented  to  the  President  a  few  eve- 
nings ago  by  tbat  lady  in  person,  was 
referred  back  to  the  Bureau  of  Military 
Justice  for  reconsideration  of  sentence. 
That  reconsideration  has  taken  place, 
and  the  Judge  Advocate  General  reports 
that  he  can  see  no  reason  for  modifying 
or  changing  the  judgment  of  the  Military 
Commission,  which  found  Mrs.  Perrine 
guilty  of  the  charge  of  giving  aid  and 
comfort  to  the  enemy  and  sentenced  her 
to  imprisonment  ^for  the  term  of  three 
months.  The  matter  is  again  before  tbe 
President  upon  Mrs.  Perrine^s  petition 
for  executive  clearance.  She  says,  in 
her  petition,  that  it  scarcely  can  be  nec- 
essary for  the  preservation  of  the  honor 
and  dignity  of  this  great  country  that  an 
humble  woman  shall  be  incarcerated  in  a 
dungeon  for  kissing  her  cousin,  even  were 
he  a  rebel  officer,  as  was  proven  against 
her,  and  besides,  she  alleges  that,  after 
all,  she  did  not  kiss  the  rebel  officer.  It 
was  another  lady  in  her  company  at  the 
time  who  committed  the  crime.  Tbe 
President  was  in  a  continuous  roar  of 
laughter  during  Mrs.  Perrine's  recital  of 
the  case  made  out  against  her  as  viewed 
by  the  defendant  heiself.  The  lady  is 
exceedingly  vivacious  and  withal  a  clever 
mimic.     There  is    scarcely  a  doubt   that 

the  President  will  oardon  her.

Our    IVilitary    Estahllshment. 

A  Washington  correspondent  says  it 
is  probable  tbat  the  permanent  military 
establishment  of  the  country,  will  be  or- 
ganized on  the  following  basis:  General 
officers — One  General,  five  Lieutenant 
Generals,  fifty  Major  Generals  and  sev- 
enty-five Brigadier  Generals.  The  reg- 
ular army  proper  will  be  composed  of 
nineteen  regiments  of  infantry,  six  regi- 
ment of  cavalry,  and  five  regiments  of 
artillery.all  filled  up  to  the  maximum  num- 
ber. Fifty  thousand  colored  troops  will 
be  retained.  Hancock's  corps  will  be  in- 
creased to  a  full  corps  of  three  divisions 
of  three  brigades  each, — about  30,000 
men.  The  Veteran  Reserve  Corps, 
twenty-five  regiments,  will  be  filled  up 
to  tbe  maximum  number.  Und%r  the 
proposed  arrangement  the  total  strength 
of  the  army  will  be  about  as  follows : 
Regular  infantry,  45,600 ;  regular  caval- 
ry 14,400;  regular  artillery,  12.000;  col- 
ored troops,  50,000;  Hancock's  corps, 
30,000 ;  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  25,000 ; 
total.  177,000  men^

Tlie  Three  uruhes. 

There  was  once  a  wUe  Emperor,  who 
made  a  law  that  to  every  stranger  who 
came  to  his   court  a  fried  fish  should  be 
served.    The  servants  were  directed  to 
take  notice  if,  when  the  stranger  had  eaten 
the  fish  to  the  bone  on  one  side,  he  turned 
it  over  and  began  on  the  other.     If  he  did 
he  was  to  be  immediately  seized,  and  on 
the  third  dav  thereafter  he  was  to  be  put 
to  death.     But,  bv  a  great  stretch  of  im- 
perial clemencjr,  the  culprit  was  permitted 
to  utter  one  wish  each  day,  which  the  Em- 
peror pledged  himself  to  grant,  provided 
It  was  not  to  spare  his  life.     Many  had 
already  perished  in  consequence  of  this 
edict,   when  one  day  a  Count  and  his 
young  son  presented  themselves  at  court. 
The  fish  was  served  as  usual,  and  when 
the  Count  had  removed  all  the  fish  from 
one  side,   he  turned    it  over  and  was 
about    to    commence     on     the     other, 
when     he    was     suddenly    seized    and 
thrown  into  prison,  and  *as  told  of  his 
approaching  doom.     Sorrow-stricken,  the 
Count's  young  son  besought  the  Empe- 
ror to  allow  him  to  die  in  the  room  of  his 
father — a  favor  which    the  monarch  was 
pleased  to  accord  him.      Tlie  Count  was 
accordingly  released  from  prison,  and  his 
son  was  thrown  into  his   cell  in  his  stead. 
As  soon  as  this  had  been  done,  the  young 
man  said  to  his  goalers  :     "You  krww  I 
have  the  right  to  make  three  demands  be- 
fore before  I  die ;  go  and  tell  the  Empe- 
ror to  send  me  his  daughter  and  a  pnest 
to  marry  us."    The  first  demand  was  not 
much  to  the  Emperoi's  Uste,  neverthe- 
less he  felt  bound  to  keep  his  word,  and 
he  therefore  complied  with  the  request, 
to  which  the  Princess  had  no  kind  of  ob- 
jection.    This   occurred  in  times   when 
Kings  kept  their  treasures  in  caves,  or  m 
a  tower  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
second  day  of  his  imprisonment  theyoung 
man  demanded  the  Kmg's  treasures.     If 
bis  first  demand  was  a  bold  one,  the  sec- 
ond was  no  less  so ;  still  an  Emperor's 
word   is   sacred,   and  having  made   the 
promise,   he    was     forced   to    keep  it; 
and  the    treasure  of    gold  and    silver 
and  jewels  were    placed    at  the    pris- 
oner's    disposal.      On   getting    posses- 
sion of  them,  he  distributed   them    pro- 
fuse'y  among  the  courtiers,  and  soon  he 
wade  a  host  of  friends  by  his  liberality. 
The  Emperor  now  began  to  feel  exceed- 
ingly uncomfortable.     Unable  to   sleep, 
he  rose  early  on   the  third  morning  and 
went  with  tear  in  his  heart,  to  the  prison 
to  hear  what  the  third  wish  was  to   be. 
"Now,"  said  he  to  the  prisoner,  •'tell  me 
what  your  third  demand  is,  that  it  may 
be  granted  at  once,  and  you  may  be  huog 
out  of  hand,    for  I  am  tired  of  your  de- 
mands."    "Sire,"  answered  his  prisoner, 
"I  have  but  one  more  favor  to  request  of 
vour  majesty,    which,    when  you    have 
granted,  I  shall  die  content.     It  is  mere- 
ly that  you  cause  the  eyes   of  those  who 
my  saw  father  turn  the  fish  over  to  be  put 
out."     "Very  good,"  replied  the  Empe- 
ror, "your  demand  is   but    natural,   and 
springs    from  a  good    heart.     Let    tl  e 
chamberlain     be     seized,''     he    contin- 
ued,    turning  to      his       guards.        "I. 
sire!"      cried     the     chamberlain;       "I 
did      not       see        anything— it        was 
the  steward."     "Let    the    steward    be 
seized,  then,"  said  the  king.     But  the 
steward  protested  with  tears   in  his  eyes 
that  he   had  not  witnessed  anything  of 
what  had  bejn  reported,  and  said  it  was 
the  butler.     The  butler  declared  that  he 
had  seen  nothing  ol  the  matter,  and  that 
it  must  have  been  one  of  his  valets.    But 
they  protested  that  they  were  utterly  ig- 
norant of  what  had  been  charged  against 
the  Count ;  in  short,  it  turned  out  that 
no  one  could  be  found  who  had  seen  the 
Count  commit  the  ofTei^ce,  upon  which 
the  princess  said :  "  I  appeal  to  you,  my 
father,  as  to   another  Solomon.     If  no- 
body   saw   the    '  ffence   committed,    the 
Count  cannot  be  gudty,  and  my  husband 
is   innocent."      The    Emperor  frowned, 
and   forthwith  the   courtiers    began    to 
murmur,  and  then  he  smiled,  and   iinme- 
diately   their  visages     became     radiant.

— Major  Gen.  Sanborn  arrived 
in  the  city  yesterday  morning  on  the 
steamer  McLollan.  The  General  has 
been  ia  comnand  ia  Miatoari,  vritb  head- 
qiiirt«r8  at  Springfield,  and  ia  now  at  | 
home  on  a  temporary  leave  of  absence 
prior  to  taking  command  of  an  important 
expedition  on  the  Plains  against  the  Indi- 
ans. He  is  in  fine  health  and  spirits,  and 
looks  none  the  worse  for  the  four  years 
in  which  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  mih- 
tary  service. 

Last  nigbt  about    10  o'clock  a  number 
of  citizens,    old  friends    of  the   General, 
accompanied  by  the  Great  Western  Band 
repared  to  the  residence  of  W.  F.  Ames. 
Esq.,  on  Summit  Avenue,  and  paid  him 
the  compliment  of  a  serenade.    The  Gen- 
eral   responded    briefly,    thanking  them 
for     the    honor     done     him,     and     ex- 
pressing   his      heartlelt     emotions      at 
being  thus  received  by  his  fellow-ciiiaens 
after  lour  years  of   hard  service  in  the 
tented  field.     He   said  that  the  gratitude 
be  felt  on  this  occasion  was  twofold :  that 
he  had  been  permitted  once  more  to  re- 
turn to  tie  city  of  his  adoption  in  safety, 
and  to   know  that  his  services  while  ab 
sent  were  thus  gratefully  appreciated  by 
those  who  knew    him    best.       He  said 
that      while      he,      with     the     gallant 
soldiers    of    our  army,      were    battling 
on      bloody      fields,     for      the      main- 
tenance of  free  institutions  on  this  conti- 
nent, those  who  had  remained  at  home 
had  performed  an  equal  service  to  their 
country  by  preventing  a  "fire  in  the  rear."

From  the  Skakopee  Argus,  17th. 

Yesterday  evening  our  town  was  vis- 
ited by  a  fierce  storm  of  wind  and  rain, 
which  lasted  about  an  hour,  and  seemed 
as  if  it  would  carry  everything  before  it. 
No  serious  damage  was  done  in  or  near 
the  business  part  of  the  town,  save  only 
a  few  small  houses  cutting  some  curious 
freaks,  such  as  turning  wrong  end  up, 
and  in  some  instances  ijuitting  the  prem- 
ises entirely.  We  are  sorry  to  have  to 
record,  however,  a  very  serious  disaster 
caused  by  the  storm  to  Capt.  J.  W.  Sen- 
cerbox,  who  resides  just  at  the  lower 
edge  of  town.  The  storm  at  that  point 
appeared  to  have  been  accompanied  by  a 
gigantic  whirlwind,  which  came  swooping 
down  from  the  southwest,  demolishing 
everything  before  it. 

It  came  with  a  voice  resembling  heavy 
thunder,  and  so  suddenly  that  no  time 
was  given  to  prepare  for  its  reception, 
and  struck  the  fine  large  barn  lately  com- 
pleted by  Mr.  S.,  just  as  his  son  was  lead- 
ing one  of  the  horses  into  the  barn  to  es- 
cape the  rain.  No  sooner  had  it  become 
encircled  in  its  wreathing  folds  than  it 
commenced  giving  way,  and  before  the 
young  man  could  find  his  way  to  the  door 
through' the  black  clouds  of  debris  that 
had  entered  the  door  and  caused  midnight 
darkness  within,  the  heavy  timbers  gave 
way  and  the  whole  structure  came  down 
with  a  terrible  crash,  burying  everything 
in  its  ruins.  It  containvd  considerable 
hay  and  grain,  besides  two  horses,  a  sleigh 
and  carriage  and  a  fine  mule.  The  latter 
was  so  badly  crushed  as  to  render  its 
death  certain ;  breakmg  several  of  its  ribs 
and  crubhing  its  head  and  jaws  in  a  shock- 
ing manner. 

Xhe  horses,  etrange  te  say,  were  not 
seriously  injured  excepting  some  bad 
bruises ;  the  carriage  and  sleigh  were  lit- 
erally crushed  to  atoms ;  but  strangest 
of  all  was  the  miraculous  escape  of  the 
young  man.  He  was  struck  and  pros- 
trated by  a  heavy  timber,  and  before  he 
could  recover  himself  the  horse  be  was 
leading  was  also  knocked  down  and  fell 
directly  across  his  body,  and  in  this  con- 
dition they  were  soon  entombed  together; 
just  as  he  bad  about  dispaired  of  life — for 
the  breath  had  already  bega'i  to  leave  his 
body  under  the  terrible  weight — the  no- 
ble animal,  as  if  aware  of  the  danger  that 
threatened  his  master,  made  several  at- 
tempts and  finally  succeeded  in  clearing 
himself  from  the  rubbish,  thereby  rescu- 
ing both  their  lives  from  a  terrible  death 
by  suffocation. 

The  storm  not  content  with  this  dread- 
ful havoc,  passed  on  to  the  '  'grainery,"  a 
fine  little  building  about  18  x  24,  and  car- 
ried it  away  from  its  foundation,  turning 
it  over  and  left  it  simply  a  wreck ;  from 
thence  it  proceeded  to  the  house  tearing 
down  two  chimneys  and  setting  the  house 
on  fire,  which  was,  however,  extinguished 
before  doing  any  serious  injury ;  it  Mso 
entered  the  house  through  the  open  door 
and  turned  things  around  in  terrible  dis- 
order, and  left  it  as  it  came,  carrying  with 
it  a  considerable  quantity  of  wearing  ap- 
parel, sheets,  table  cloths,  coats,  hats, 
tin  pans,  etc.,  etc.,  none  of  which  have  as 
yet  been  heard  from.  All  the  fences  were 
literally  and  terribly  '"pied,"  and  destruc- 
tion seemed  to  reign  supreme.  Captain 
Sencerbox  has  the  sympathy  of  the  entire 
community,  in  meeting  so  great  a  loss, 
which  will  probably  reach  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars,  with  no  "Tornado 
Insurance."

Baving  been  oHen  Importuned,  and  as  often 
prompted  by  my  own  desire,  from  a  thorough

and  Holdlerii  of  our  » lorious  army  bow  beinft  din- 
banded,  to  open  for  them  a  new  tleld  for  conquest 
and  enterprise,  I  have  decided  upon  the  follow- 
ing as  a  feasible  and  promislnff  plan  for  organiza- 
tion and  opTations,  in  wliicn  I  Intend  to  stale 
my  Individual  fortunes  with  the  rest : 

I  propost^  ta  fit  out  a  complete  baggage  and 
supply  train,  camp  and  i^rrisciu  equipage,  &c., 
&c.,  of  such  diraen  tons  as  will  provide  for  the 
necessities  of  all  who  enrol  thomse'ves  in  the 
Association  or  Colony,  and  coatorm  to  the  re- 
quirements hereinafter  stated.  Also  to  purchase 
Implements  and  machinsry,  and  engage  compe- 
tent persons  to  superintend  the  inanguratlon  of 
all  branches  of  the  groat  work  folTowinK  the 
occupancy  of  country,  such  as  the  laying  out  a 
town,  and  the  distribution  <"  Interests  therein, 
STStematizing  labor,  devaloping  Ihe  go'd  and 
(liver  riahes  of  the  reKion,  encouraging  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanics,  and  generally  to  insure 
success  and  welfare  to  those  who  en^ige  in  the 
enterprise. 

The  fruitful  results  of  three  years  devotion  to 
the  exploration  and  settlement  of  the  mountain 
country  of  the  Northwest,  convinces  me  of  the 
entire  practicability  of  this  project.

St.  Louis,  June  17. — Brigadier  Gren. 
McKean  has  been  appointed  to  the  com- 
mand of  soQthwesl  Missouri,  relieving 
Brigadier  General  Sanborne,  who  takes 
command  of  a  brigade  of  cavalry  destin- 
ed for  the  plains.  Gen.  Mckean  is  a 
regular  army  officer,  and  has  just  been 
reUeved  from  command  at  Morsanzia, 
Louisiana. 

A  general  muster  of  the  militia  is  or- 
dered to-night,  and  .is  the  conservatives 
are  holding  a  mass  meetisg  to  pro- 
test against  the  removal  of  the 
Supreme  Judges,  many  persons  con- 
nect the  two  events.  There  is  no  dan- 
ger of  violence.  Edward  Bates,  ex-At- 
torney General,  is  out  with  a  long-wind- 
ed —  deprecating  any  threats  and 
advising  an  appeal  to  the  courts 
to  punish  Gov.

Bates  is  in  his  second 
childhood,  surely.

Francis  Chavese,  of  Pavasita.  lost  ninety- 
seven  mules ;  Mr.  Lubas,  of  Los  Unas, 
lost  three  mules,  and  Adkins  &  Reed,  of 
Kansas  City,  lost  seventy-fire  work  cat- 
tle. No  Indians  killed.  The  stage 
going  Bast  passed  the  train  two  hours 
after  the  affray.

Proclamation  of  tho  Governor. 


To  the  I'ooplo  of  Minnti'ota  : 

The  Great  Ueln.llion  has  been  cnished, 
and  peace,  so  long  prayed  to-,  has  at  length 
been  vouchsafed  by  a  kind  Providence  to  our 
bleeding  country.  The  accur-cd  institution  of 
slavery,  which  has  been  the  source  of  all  our 
dirticulties,  has  perished  in  the  conflict,  ami 
the  grievous  blot  npon  our  escutcheon  is  oblit- 
erated forever.  The  Union  of  our  fathers  ce- 
mented anew  by  the  precious  blood  of  their 
descendants,  enters  hencelorth  upon  a  new 
phase  of  existence,  puntieil  anil  strength- 
ened, and  donbiy  hallowed  in  the  atTections  of 
the  i)eople.  A  beacon  light  to  the  oppressed 
of  other  lands,  iin<l  the  dwelling  place  of  civil 
and  reli,'ious  fretUom,  the  Republic  resumes 
its  onward  march  to  the  complete  fullillment 
of  the  mission  for  which  it  was  created. 

These  grand  results  are  due,  under  God.  to 
the  prowess  of  our  heroic  soldiers,  sustained 
by  the  un>ellisli  iiatriotisui  of  the  people  of 
the  loyal  States,  who  have  hesitated  at  no  sac- 
ritices  necessary  to  their  accomplishment. 

Our  own  Slate  has  tiobly  eontrit<utcd  to  the 
National  cause.  MinnesoUilurnished  the  lirst 
tliree  years' r.giiiijat  foi- tho  war,  ami  a  Min- 
nesota otllcer  conunantlcd  in  Texas  at  the 
latest  reported  coullict  for  the  Union.  She 
bas  sent  to  the  ariuy  and  navy,  since  the  .1^ 
taek  on  Fort  Sunipter,  in  ISiU,  a  number  of 
men  e^iual  to  two-thirds  of  her  entire  vote 
at  the  I'residential  election  in  18G0,  and  this 
while  her  own  frontier  was  exposed  to  dovaa- 
fatiou  by  the  inei\i!ess  savage. 

To  assert    that   our  volunteers  have  been 
second  to  none  others  in  the  brave  achieve- 
ments of  the  i>attie-lieM,  and  that  they  have 
conferred  imneri.>liable  lustre  upon  the  State, 
would  Ikj    but  to  rcp.at    what    has  already 
passed  into  history.    There  remains  to  us  the 
sacred  duties  of  honoring  the  memory  of  the 
dead,  and  of  muiiiiesting  oar  gratitude  to  the 
survivors  in  an  appropriate  luauuer,  by  pub- 
lic  demon^tratious   as   they    return  to  their 
homes;    by  providing  for  the  maimed  and 
wounded,  and  for  the  women  and  children 
made  widows  and  orphans  during  the  late 
boody  struggle.    Let  these  obligations  be  dis- 
charged with  warm  hearts  and  willing  hands; 
and  especially  do  I  reccommend  that   the  ap- 
proaching anniversary   of  our  Independence 
as  a  Nation,  be  signalized  by  a  special  devo- 
tion to  the  sulijcots  speeilied. 

I  also  respectfully  suggest  that  representa- 
tives be  appointed  fcy  every  city,  villiage  and 
township,  to  meet  in  ci>nvention  at  St.  Paul, 
at  a  future  day  to  designated  by  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Democratic  and  Union  State  Cen- 
tral Committees,  ior  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  organizing  a  permanent  Soldiers*  Home, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  leturncd  or 
may  hercifter  return  to  the  State,  perma- 
nently disabled  by  wounds  or  sickness. 

P.y  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  have 
been  indicated,  or  others  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter, Minuesota  will  not  only   be  pertorminga 
holy  duly,  but  she  will  thereby  set  an  exam- 
ple t<i  her  sister  States  of  "care  fur  him  who 
shall  have  l>orne  the  battle,  ami  for  his  widow 
and  orphans."

must  be  deducted  therefrom.  In  other 
words,  will  Mr.  Cooke  please  tell  us  why 
$100,000  in  gold  is  not  worth  more  even 
to  its  owners  than  $98,000 or  thereabouts. 
This  idea  that  debt  is  capital  is  pre- 
posterous. It  is  capital  to  the  creditors 
who  own  it,  but  to  the  nation  which  owes 
it  it  is  simply  a  burden.  As  a  part  of 
the  necessary  price  we  have  paid  for  the 
national  salvation,  the  country  will  endure 
tt  cheerfully  ;  but  the  sooner  it  is  paid  olf 

the  better. 

Mr.  Cooke  urges  one  consideration  in 
favor  of  a  national  debt  which  has  often 
been  urged  before  with  consi<lerable 
force  as  a  political  compensation  for  its 
pecuniary  disadvantages  : 

This,  our  national  war  debt,  should  be  held 
lorevir  in  place  as  the  political  tie  of  tho  Stales 
ami  the  bond  forever  of  a  fraternal  naliou- 
ality.    It  will  give  a  common  interest  in  the 


Cufon  that  nothing  else  can  give.  It  will  im- 
part to  the  co-partnership  l)etween  ai.'JOO.i'OO 
oi  people  the  unity  of  feeling  arising  from  a 
eoiuiuuuitv  of  interest  in  a  co-partnership 
eapitul  of  "?j.;j,000,UOO,000.  Tied  to  the  Cnioii 
liy  the  Union  debt,  nor  AVestern  States  nor 
Southern  States;  States  beyond  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  nor  States  liy  the  Atlantic  Sea; 
States  that  plant  nor  States  that  weave;  States 
that  mine  nor  States  that  smelt  and  hammer, 
e:.n  ever  tiliJindueemeuU  in  sectional  inter- 
ests to  draw  asunder  fram  each  other.

material  blessing.  Some  of  his  facts  are 
worth  repro<lucing,  thsugh  his  conclu- 
sions are  simply  absurd.     We  take  some

f)ur  ability  to  pay  this   war-debt  has 
been  amply  dcuioustra'cd  by  an  exhibit  ot 
our   resource*.     The   best   statists   con- 
nected with  the   governtncnt  have  shown 
tb.tt  with  the  gradual  increase  of   wealth 
and  popuUtion,  the  debt  will  probably  be 
discharged  in  twenty  five  years.     But  Jay 
Cooke,  who   is  a  financier,  and  makes  a 
good  thing  by   dealing   in   Government 
stocks,  dooan't  want  the  debt  discharged, 
Bn>l  proceeds  to  bhow  what  a  good  thing 

it  is : 

The  interest  of  the  debt  only  liecomes  the 
meisure  of  its  burden.    Great  Uritain  docs 
owe  to  Great  Britain   confessedly  )$ f, 000,000, - 
000.     Put  prac'i'-aliy,  and  liy  consent  and  har- 
monious arrangement.  Great  P.riiain  owes  to 
Great  Britain  onlv  .'iil-27,0O(».0O;)  a  year.    And 
thu  IS  a  verv  small  debt   for  the   proprietors 
itnd  workmen  of  the  "U'orkshopof  the  world 
to  owe  to  each  other.    Its  distrit.utivc  hurden 
is  but  fiVl'-^  33  a  heul,  which  is  not  assessed  on 
i>av  day  per  capita,  but  is  justly  apportioned, 
the  larger   shave  upon    the  proprietors  ot   tue 
workshop,  and  the  smaller  and  smallest  upon 
the  artisans  and   laf)  rers.    This  practically 
;.nd  linaiKiallv  is  a  fair  statement  of  the  na- 
ture and  burden  of  the  much  lilktd  of  British 

Such,  too,  should  be  tho  regard  of  our  debt. 
Th'-  Uu'led  suites  will  owi'  mostly  to  the  peo- 
ple^of  the  United  States.  $10j,000,000  a  year. 
The  burden  nominally  f-Stt  72  upon  every  cit- 
izen and  less  than  that  of  the  British  debt, 
unlike  that  of  Great  Britain,  will  every  year 
rapidly  diminish  l>y  the  rapid  iiiereac  ot  our 
population  l)v  immigration  and  natural 
growth,  and  by  the  faiiid  augmentaiiou ot  our 
wealth. 

Well,  and  now  what,   is  this   agreeable 


thij  suggestion ;  but  it  may 
doubted  whether  after  the  result  of  the 
last  experiment  at  secession,  a  national 
debt  is  required  to  admonish  the  States 
of  the  danger  of  repeating  the  attempt. 
Another  argument  is  based  on  the  old 
Whig  doctrine  that  a  protective  tariff  is 
necessary  to  the  development  of  our 
manufactures,  and  to  give  our  national 
industry  its  appropriate  rewards. 

Our  national  debt  should  be  hold  lirinlv  in 
plac3  as  the  foundatioa  of  a  system  of  diver- 
sified national  industry  which  shall  relieve  us 
from  dependence  upon  Europe— shall  give  us 
the  near  and  cheap  home  market  instead  of 
the  distant  and  costly  foreign  market— shall 
double  tho  profits  ot  farming  by  doubling  the 
markets  tor  farm  products- shall  swell  the 
class  that  is  devoted  to  Agriculture,  which  is 
the  sheet  anchor  of  democracies— shall  free 
man  by  freeing  lalK>r.  by  giving  it  many  mar- 
kets in  which  to  sell  itself  to  compe.ing  bid- 
ders. The  maintenance  of  our  national  deM 
is  protection.  The  destruction  of  it  by  pay- 
ment is  bondage  again  to  tlic  manufactures  ot 
Europe. 

As  the  national  debt  is  bound  to  last 
long  enough  at  any  rate  to  give  these 
protective  doctrines  a  fair  trial,  we  may 
properly  postpone  the  discussion  of  their 
adaptability  to  the  ends  proposed  till  we 
have  witnessed  the  results  of  the  pres- 
ent protective  Uriff  on  the  industry  of 
the  country. 

And  here  is  another  consideration  : 
The  retention  of  our  national  debt  is  neces- 
sary as  the  basis  of  a  systemof  national  bank- 
in-'.    The  bonds  of  the  United  States,  aecept- 
eifthroughout  the  l.'nited  States  as  the  high- 
est security,  and  having  a  uniform  value  iti 
every  one  of  the  States,  are  the  only  real  and 
sale  equivalent  lor  gold  and  silver,  and  the 
only  available  l>asis   for  a  uniform  bank  note 
currency  that  shall  be  money  all  over  tho  Re- 
public. Commerce  demands  this  unitoiin  cur- 
rency.   I'olities  requires  it.    The  money  that 
is  at" once  current  in  Massachusetts  and  Ala- 
bama, that  h;is  par  value  ia  Nebraska  and 
.South  Carolina,  in   Virginia  and  New  \ork, 
that  is  taken  and   passed  without  scrutiny  or 
su-picion   by  the  advocates  of  free  labor,  by 
extremists  in  the  South  and  extremists  in  the 
North,  by  the  people  of  the  two  sealxiards 
and  the  people  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  has 
the  mission  to  wear  down  the  sectional  bar- 
riers which  the  doctrine  of  State   rights  and 
tho   partisanship    of   politics   have    lor  three 
quarters  of  a  century   t)een  liuildiug  up  into 
fortihed  camps  of  division  and  civil  war.  And 
the  uniform   national   banking  currency  will 
periorm  this  mission. 

The   benefits   of  a   uniform    national 
cnrreticy  are  as  unquestionable  as  the  in- 
conveniences and   evils  of   the  system  of 
State  banks ,  but  it  need  not  necessarily 
11  a   national   debt.     The  other 
are     unimportant,   and     we 
dismiss    them    with    the     general     re- 
mark,   that   the   national    debt    fulfilled 
the    intention    of  tte    American    people 
when  it  purchased  for   them  the  priceless 
blessing  of  a  free  and  undivided   nation- 
ality, and  if  in  the  process  of  payjn;,'  it 
otFit  brings  other  incidental  blessings  in 
its  train,  so  be  it— but  it   can    bring  no 
oher  blessing  now  comparable  to  the  re- 
lief which  will    be    felt  in   its    discharge. 
As  the  man  who  is  compelled   to  borrow 
money  to  rebuild  a  burned  house,  may  be 
iorcid   by  his  calamity  into   better  busi- 
ness habits  and  a  more  prudent  domestic 
economy,  so  the  nation  may  reap   from 
the  national  debt  an  improvement   in  its 
financial   system,  a  more   thorough   hus- 
bandry of  its  resources,  more   economy, 
a  liiller  development  cf  its  industry— and 
these  incidental  advantages   may  happily 
compens-.t ;  in  large  measure  for  the  evil 
of  a  nati(>-:Hl  debt ;  but  is  nevertheless  an 
evil,  and   the  people  will    expect    their 
represent. t.ves  to  take  measures,  not   to 
perpetuate  it,  but  to  pay  it  off  as  soon  as 
possible. 


The  Cincinnati  Commercial,  of  Mon- 
day, says  that  the  Republican  State  Con- 
vention, which  was  to  meet  last  Wednes- 
day, would  probably  nominate  Major 
General  J.  D.  Cox,  by  aeclaination,  as  a 
candidate  for  Governor  of  Ohio. 

General  Cox,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  was  a    State    Senator,   his  previous 
life  having  been    devoted  to  the  cause  of 
Eilucation.     When  the  war  broke  out,  he 
aided  Governor  Dennison  in    organizing 
the  new  regiments  ;  studied  the   military 
text  books,  was  appointed  Cglonel  and 
Brigadier,  went  to  West  Tirgioia,  where 
he  long    commanded  ;  afterwards  distin- 
guished   himself    in     East    Tennessee; 
shared  in  the  honors  of  Sherman's  cam- 
paign,   from   Mission   Kidge  to  Atlanta, 
and   performed    brilliant   servic«s    in  the 
contest  between  Hood  and  Thomas,  end- 
ing in  the  battle  of   Nashville.     From 
Tennessee   he  was  transferred  to   Golds- 
boro,    under  Schofield.     He  is   an   able 
and  accomplished  man. 

It  is  said  that  the  Ohio  Copperheads 
are  exceedingly  anxious  to  induce  Gen. 
Sherman  to  run  as  their  candidate  for 
Governor.  It  would  certainly  form  a 
curious  antithesis  of  fortune  if  one  of 
the  most  successful  Generals  of  the  war 
should  allow  himself  to  be  put  forward  as 
the  political  representative  of  those  who 
declared  the  war  a  failure,  and  tried  their 
best  to  make  <t  so. 


From  our  special  dispatches  and  other 
sources  we  have  already  given  a  full  ac- 
count of  the  violent  storm  which  visited 
sections  of  this  State  last  Friday.  The 
Eled  Wing  Argus  of  Wednesday  publishes 
a  long  and  carefully  prepared  account  of 
the  tornado  in  that  vicinity,  from  which 
we  quote  the  following  interesting  para- 
graphs. 

THK   TORNADO.

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In  tive  or  six  minutes  from  its  first  appearance 
in  the  direction  above  named  it  had  passed 
the  city  and  appeared  at  the  north  north-east 
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a  much  greater  flistance  „  . 
this  time  it  varied  in  mzc,  shape,  and  color 
several  times.-shrinking,  swelling,  now  at 
the  top  and  then  at  the  bottom  or  »n»daie.— 
now  rbing  from  the  earth,  then  dropping

the  darkest  thunder  clouds,  then  o  smoke 
eoleran.l  half  tran,parent,  then  dark  again. 
During  this  time  moving  objects  were  seen  i.j 
the  whirl,  large  andsuall.  earned  around  and 
raised  up  circle  by  circle  to  the  clo"ds%  from 
whence  some  of  them  were  distinctly  seen  to 
drop  down.  I'ersons  of  good  eyesight,  or 
lively  imaginations,  averred  that  they  sawUis- 


tinctly  in  these  moving  "'^J'^|'^,'\,i'".7t;  .^I^ 
or  ox  and  a  cooking  stove!  Whether  their 
eves  or  their  imaginations  were  strongest,  we 
cknnot  determine,  but  large  trees  aiid  other 
objects  apparently  as  dense  and  bulky  weie 
positively  seen  high  up  in  the  »'<■.««"'>  «'«^,^*'"f 
facts  to  relate  that  make  actual  flight  of 
horses,  cows  and  cooking  stoves  not  improb- 

An  hour  after,  when  the  sky  seemed  clear- 
in"  messengers  came  into  town  tor  surgical 
help  for  a  wounded  man  and  then  we  learned 
that  the  whirlwind  bad  been  a  Jcnriul  torna- 
do moving  with  an  irresistible  foree--m  a  di- 
rect line  iii  a  rate  not  less  than  a  hundred 
miles  an  hour,  and  in  the  whirl  at  a  velocity 
inconceivable.  The  stoutest  oak  trees,  houses 
and  barns,  cattle,  barn-yard  fowls,  and  evcii 
eats  were  caught  up  in  it  and  earned  upward 
and  "onward  or  thrown  far  out  from  the  ccn- 

"^  Where  the  tornado  commenced  it  Is  impos- 
sible for  us  t(.  tell.  So  far  as  we  have  traced 
it  it  was  gaining  force,  velocity  and  width  all 
the  time,  lea.ling  us  to  the  belief  that  it  origi- 
nated, or  rather  struck  the  earth,  not  many 
miles  to  the  southwest  of  where  we  have  the 
lirst  knowledge  of  its  appearance.

The  KeU  Wiiij?  Fire. 

The  lied  Wing  Arcjus  contains   an  ac- 
count of  the  fire  in  that  place  last   Mon- 
day.    It  commenced  about  4  .v.  M.  on  the 
corner  of  Main  and   Bush  streets,  in   a 
three-story    building  known    as  the  Bed 
Wing  House.     The  only  occupant  of  this 
building  was  Mr.  Weidenfeld  who  bad  a 
stock  of  dry    goods    ia    the  store  room. 
This  building  was    totally   consumed  to- 
gether with  a  two-story    frame  occupied 
by  Mr.  Hickman  as    a  saloon   and  resi- 
dence, and  a  one  story  frame  occupied  by 
Mies  Sarah    Macdonald,  milliner.       The 
builtJing   occupied   by    the    Re<l    Wing 
bank    was    vacated     and     considerably 
burned,  but   by    great   effort   was   saved 
from  total  destruction.

Dispatches  of  the  18th  from  Gtn.  Sully 
to  Gen.  Sibley  state  that  fifteen  hundred 
Sioux  had  coroe  into  Fort  Berthold  and 
asked  the  privilege  of  trading.  The  com- 
mandant offeied  to  allow  them  to  do  so 
if  they  would  give  up  their  arms  and  leave 
their  leading  chief  as  a  hostage.  This 
they  refused  to  do,  and  the  officer  ordered 
them  to  leave,  and  accelerated  their  mo- 
tions by  firing  mto  them. 

Several  small  parties  of  soldiers  have 
been  attacked  near  Fort  Rice  by  Indians. 
One  party  of  seven  was  attacked  within 
eight  of  the  fort.  The  soldiers  dismounted 
and  engaged  the  Indians  until  assistance 

arrived  from  tie  fort. 


It  i.s  reported  that  the  tornado  swept  from 
the  southwest  across  Vasa  Prairie,  destroying 
in  its  course,  fences,  out-buildings  and  one 
house,  southwest  of  Ihe  Swede  Settleinent. 
In  diligent  inquiring  we  have  failed  to  learn 
the  particulars  of  any  serious  destruction  •! 
propertv  bevond  the  residence  of  Mr.  Larson, 
Ten  miles  from  the  city,  on  tho  Cannon  l-alls 
road,  at  the  edge  of  Vasa  Prairie  and  just  be- 
yond the  hill  rising  out  of  Spnng  Creek 
Valley. 

Mr.  Larson's  house  was  unroofed,  and 
Mrs.  Larsan  slightly  injured  by  a  falling 
brick.  The  log  barn  near  the  house  was 
torn  entirely  to  pieces,  eome  of  the  heav- 
iest logs  being  carried  seventy-five  rods. 

COUK9K  OF  THK  STORM. 

It  moved  towards  the  N.  N.  E.,  on  the  east 
side  of  Spring  Creek  valley,  generally  on  the 
bluffs,  but  in  no  instance  more  than  forty 
rods  from  the  seven  farm  houses  m  the  val- 
ley between  Larson's  and  Chamberlain  s.  At 
Thayer's  it  upset  the  granary,  some  distimee 
outside  the  whirl  and  lifted  the  farm  house 
up  from  its  foundations,  letting  it  down  again 
without  damage.  -Across  a  field,  o.i  Mr. 
Thomas  Bryan's  farm  and  on  the  farm  next 
below,  it  opened  a  wide  riKle  by  prostrating 
fences  and  carrying  away  for  the  width  of  its 
course  the  ploughed  soil. 

DESTKVCTlOX   OF    MK.   CIl.VMltKULAIJS'S  llOVSE. 

Three  and  a  half  miles  from  Red  Wing,  on 
the  Hastings  road,  Mr.  Justin  Cnamberlam 
occupied  a  house  built  but  a  year  ago.  a  neat 
two   story  frame  cottage,  substantially  built, 
tho  walls  ot  which  were  filled  with  brick.  Ihe 
house  was  so  strongly  put  together  that   he 
builder,  as  we  are  informed,  remarked  to  tne 
owner,  when  it  was  completed,  that  there  was 
a  house  no  wind  could  carry  away.     Ihe  tor- 
nado, rushing  down  from  the  Spring  valley 
blulfs  directly  upon  this  house,  lifted  it  up 
from  its  foundations,  whole,  and  swept  on 
with  it.    At  three  rods  distance,  one  corner  of 
the  house  ploughed  into  the  ground  a  dcptu 
of  two  feet  for  four  or  live  fcttln  length,  i  wo 
rods  to  the  right  a  corner  again  ploughed  the 
ground  and  tho  house  broke  to  pieces,  a i 
except    tho  sills,    so    small    that    it   would 
tax  a  man   of  ordinary  ingenuity  to   con- 
struct a  respectable  sized  chicken -coop  from 
the  fragments.    Halt  or  more  of  the  Pifces  ot 
the  house  were  dropped  within  ten  rods,  out 
pieces  of  it  were  scattered  all  along  the  tor- 
nado  track  for   nearly  a   mile,  the   larger 
pieces  of  joist  generally   being    carried  the 
farthest.    A  part  of  the  roof  was  earned  into 
the  Cannon  river,  three  quarters  ot  a  mile.    A 
majority  of  the  fragments  of  boards  and  tim- 
bers were  driven  endways  into  thf  ground. 
The  largest  piece  ol  timber  we  coujd  hnU,  ex- 
cept the  sails-one  of  which  was  dropped  into 
the  cellar,  and  another  left  near  where  th^- 
house  had  stood-a  joist,  about  ten  feet  long, 
was  driven  three  feet  into  the  ground  in  tin. 
middle  of  the  meadow  on  Cannon  Kiver  bot- 
tom, half  a  mile  or  more  from  where  itstartecl. 
The  furniture  of  the  house  was  all  broken  into 
almost    undistinguishablo    fragments.      Ihe 
largest  piece  of  bedstead  to  be  found  was  the 
roimd  top  of  a  post.      Piec-es    of  the  stoves 
were  found  in  every  direction,  the  laj^'f'-*  ?»« 
over  forty  ro<ls  away.    What  little  ot  clothing 
could  bc'found  was  torn   to  tatters.      Halt  a 
carpet  was  found  with  but  one  big  rent  in  it. 
The  oth<  r  half  was  waited  toward  Wiseonbin, 
out  of  sight.    The  bureau  was  seen  way  up  m 
the  air,  when  above  the  Cannon  river,    htty 
feet  higher  than  the  Cannon  river  blufts.    As 
the  toVnado  whirled  over   tl.osc  bluffs,  the 
murky  clouds  hid  the  bureau  from  sight      At 
that  moment  it  was  a  mile   away  and  a  hun- 
dred feet  higher  than  its  starting  point.

this  decision  will  be  disallowed  by  the 
Troasurj'. 

Now  that  Sherman's  army  has  all  gone, 
the  work  of  transporting  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac  has  already  ccmmenced.

Washingtom,  June  19.— Mr.  Clamp  itt 
read  the  argument  addressed  to  the  Pres- 
ident and  gentlemen  of  the  Commission, 
signed  by  Hon.  Reverdy  Johnson,  and 
concurred  in  by  Mr.  Frederick  A.  Aiken 
and  Mr.  John  M.  Clampitt,  associate 
counsel  for  Mrs.  Surratt.  It  commem-es 
by  asking  if  the  Commission  had  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  case  before  it,  and  calling  at 
tention  to  the  great  importance  of  the 
question ;  refers  to  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mission to  consider  it,  and  declares  if  the 
Commission  is  unauthorized,  the  act  es- 
tablishing it  is  a  usurpation  on  the  part  of 
the  Executive. 

It  then  proceeds  to  say  the  Constitu- 
tion defines  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Executive,  apd  provides  punishment  for 
his  violation  of  them.  Therefore  he  pos- 
sesses no  powers  beyond  what  the  Con- 
stitution confers,  and  his  act  beyocd  that 
authority  can  furnish  no  defense  against 
the  legal  constitutionality  of  what  things 
are  done  under  it,  and  whatever  is  done 
is  utterly  void.  The  Commission  must 
therefore  decide  this  question  before  pro- 
nouncing judgment. 

That  a  tribunal  like  this,  has  no  juris 
diction  over  othtsrthan  military  offendera, 
is  believed  to  be  evident.  That  oDTenses 
defined  and  punished  by  the  civil  law, 
and  that  those  whose  trial  is  provided  for 
by  the  same  law  are  now  the  subjects  of 
military  jurisdiction  is  of  course  true.  A 
militarv  as  contradistinguished  from  a 
civil  oli'ense,  must  therefore  be  madejto 
appear,  and  when  it  is,  it  must  also  ap- 
pear that  the  military  law  provides  for  its 
trial  and  punishment  by  a  military  tri- 
bunal. If  that  law  does  not  furnish  a 
mode  of  trial  or  affi.x  a  punishment,  the 
case  is  unprovided  for,  and  as  far  as  the 
military  power  is  concerned  is  to  go  un- 
punished ;  but  as  either  the  civil,  common 
or  statute  law  embraces  every  phase  of 
oflense  that  the  United  States  have  deem 
ed  it  necessary  to  punish,  in  all  such 
cases  the  civil  courts  are  clothed  with 
every  necessary  juris^liction. 

In  a  mihtary  court  if  the  charge  does 
not  state  a  crime  provided  for  generally 
or  specifically  by  any  ol  the  articles  of 
war,  the  prisoner  must  be  discharged 
(O'Brien,  p.  235 ;)  nor  is  it  sufficient 
that  the  cnarge  is  of  a  crime  known  to 
the  military  law.  The  oflFender,  when 
he  commits  it,  must  be  subject  to  military 
jurisdiction.     The   general   law   has    su- 

?reme,  undisputed  jurisdiction  over  all. 
'h«  military  law  puts  forth  no  such  pre- 
tension. It  aims  solely  to  enforce  on  the 
soldier  the  additional  duties  he  has  as- 
sumed. It  constitutes  tribunals  for  the 
trial  of  breaches  of  military  duty  only. 
(O'Brien,  pp.  26  and  27.) 

The  one  code,  the  civil,  embraces  all 
citizens,  whether  soldiers  or  not.  The 
other,  the  military,  has  no  jurisdiction 
over  any  citizen,  as  such.  If  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  clearly  main- 
tain the  same  doctrine,  the  i  xecutive  has 
no  authority  to  declare  war,  to  raise  and 
support  armies,  to  provide  and  maintain 
a  navy,  or  to  make  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment and  regulation  of  other  force.  These 
powers  are  exclusively  in  Congress.  The 
army  cannot  be  raised  or  have  la«s  for 
its  government  and  regulation  except  as 
Congress  shall  provide.  The  power  of 
Congress  was  granted  by  the  Convention 
without  objection. 

In  England,  the  King  as  Generalissimo 
of  the  whole  kingdom,  has  his  sole  pow- 
er, though  Parliament  has  frequently  in- 
terfered  and    regulael    for    itself;  but 
with  the  United   States   it  was  thought 
safest  to  give  the   entire  power  to  Con- 
gress, since  otherwise   summary  and  se- 
vere punishment  might  be  infiictcd.     No 
member  of  the  Convention,  or  any  com- 
mentator  on  the   Constitution  since,  has 
intimated   that   even  this    Congressional 
power  could  be  applied  to  citizens  not  be- 
longing to  the  army  or  navy.    The  pow- 
ers given   to  Congress  are  to  make  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces.      No  artifice  of 
ingenuity  can  make  those  words  include 
those  who  do  not  belong  to  the  army  and 
navy,  and  they  are  therefore  to  be  con- 
strued to  exclude  all  others,  as  if  negative 
words    to  that    effect  had  been  added, 
and  this  is  not  only  the  obvious  meanmg 
of  the  terms  considered   by   themselves, 
but  is  demonstrable    from    other  provis- 
ions   of   the   Constitution.     So    jealous 
were  our  ancestors  of   uogranted  power, 
and  so  vigilant  were  they  to   protect  the 
citizens  against  it,  that  they  were  unwil- 
ling to  leave  him  to  the  safeguards  which 
a  proper  construction  of  the  constitution, 
as  originally  adopted,  furnished.     In  th  s 
they  resolved  that  nothing  should  be  left 
in  doubt.     They   determined,    therefore, 
not  only  to  guard  him  against  congres- 
sional abuse.     With  this  view  they  adopt- 
ed the    fifth    constitutional    amendment, 
which  declares   that  no  person  shall  be 
held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  otherwise 
infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment 
or  indictment  of  the  Grand  Jury,  except 
in  cases    arising    in  the    land    or  naval 
forces,  or    in  the   militia    when  in  active 
service  in  time  of  war  or   public  danger. 
This  view  ia  eliborated  by  reference  to  the 
highest  legal  authority  and  the   Consti- 
tutional questions  are  discussed  at  length. 
In   the   course  of  his   argument    Mr. 
Johnson  said  he  had  brought  forward  this 
question  of  jurisdiction  only  because  he 
conscientiously  believed  it  to  be  bis  duty. 
He  did  not  seek  impunity  to  any  one  en- 
gaged in  the  horrid  crimes  of  the  night  of 
the  14th  of  April.     Over  these  the  civil 
courts  of  this  District  had  ample  jurisdic- 
tion, and  will  faithfully  exercise  it  if  the 
cases  are  remitted  to  them. 

Aa  to  the  caae  of  Mrs.  Surratt,  be  re- 
ferred to  her  as  a  woman  who  was  edu- 
cated a  devout  Christian,  ever  kind,  af- 
fectionate and  charitable,  with  no  motive 
disclosed  to  us  that  could  have  caused 
her  to  participate  m  the  crimes  in  ques- 
tion. He  said  we  had  no  evidence  un- 
contradicted showing  that  she  was  a  par- 
ticipant ;  he  would  say  nothing  of  the  tes- 
timony tLat  would  be  reviewed  by  his  as- 
cociates.  As  to  the  evidence  of  Weich- 
man  and  Lloyd  he  s4id  if  the  farts  they 
btate  were  true,  their  knowledge  of  the 
purpose  to  commit  the  crimes,  and  their 
participation  in  them  u  much  more  satis- 
factory established  tban  the  alleged 
Knowledge  and  participation  ol  Mrs. 
Surratt. 

Mr.  Aiken  stated  to  the  court  that  he 
should  not  be  prepared  until  Wedneeday 
to  read  the  argument  in  the  case  of  Mrs.

FoKT  Wayne,  Indiana,  Jane  14tb, 
1865.—  [This  letter  was  received  by  us 
through  the  mail.  We  know  nothing  of 
the  writer,  and  give  his  communication 
for  what  it  may  be  worth.  It  is  at  least 
curious ;  and  it  may  be  important,  and 
certainly  calls  for  investigation. — Eus. 
Com.] 

I  am  of  Northern  birth  and  parentage, 
but,  having  emigrated  to  the  South  when 
but  sixteen  years  of  age,  I  became  com- 
pletely identified  with  Southern  interests 
and  feelings,  and  could  talk  almost  as 
glibely  of  Southern  rights,  and  the  immu- 
nities of  slaver}-,  as  Presideut  Davis  him- 
self. For  seven  years  previous  to  the 
late  civil  war,  I  was  deputy  clerk  of  the 
County  Court  at  Macon.  In  consequence 
of  this,  I  had  considerable  a8sociati3n 
with  the  lower  grades  of  Southern  politi- 
cians, and,  at  times,  with  those  who  held 
high  posts  of  honor  under  the  State  and 
Federal  Governments,  but  more  particu- 
larly with  those  who  to  do  the  heavy 
work  and  loud  talking.  In  fact,  during 
the  sessions  ol  the  court,  of  which 
there  were  three  annually,  the  of- 
fice-holders throughout  the  country, 
from  the  Judge  of  the  court,  and  all  the 
principal  lawyers,  down  to  the  country 
justices  and  constables,  spent  the  whole 
of  the  time  in  the  city,  the  latter  attend- 
ing, with  interest  ,  the  trials  at  com  t, 
of  which  there  were  always  a  sufficiency  to 
excite  interest,  ot  a  criminal  character, 
attending  as  jurymen,  &c.  Many  of 
these  being  the  wealthy  and  intelligent 
men  of  the  county,  and  their  labor  not 
being  necessary  on  their  stocked  planta- 
tions, could  well  alTord  to  kill  time  in 
this  way,  as  it  was,  in  a  measure,  a  re- 
lease from  the  tedium  and  monotony  of 
the  plantation,  and  as  money  was  plenty 
with  them,  the  days  were  very  agreeably 
whiled  away  in  chewing  tobacco,  drink- 
ing whisky,  gambling  and  dueling. 
These  occasions  were  particularly  noted 
for  the  discussion  of  political  questions, 
and  especially  with  reference  to  slavery 
and  secession.  The  preservation  and 
extension  of  slavery  was  the  great  desid- 
eratum, and  was  to  be  secured  by  South- 
ern statesmanship,  at  whatever  cost,  and 
in  the  event  of  failure,  dissolution  of  the 
Union  and  war  itself.  To  -hear  these 
men  talk  of  war  and  bloodshed,  if  the 
Northern  people  should  attempt  opposi- 
tion to  any  of  their  schemes,  particularly 
secession,  of  which  they  talked  as  a  right 
secured  to  the  States  by  the  Constitution 
itself,  was  looked  upon  as  the  mere  bab 
ble  and  noise  of  American  excitement, 
and  was  not  even  dreamed  of  by  sober 
and  reflecting  men,  as  it  has  been  during 
the  past  four  years  so  dreadfully  real- 
ized. 

But  to  that  pomt.     Soon  after  the  war 
commenced — about  seven  months — thro' 
the  friendship  and  influence  of  Hon.  How- 
ell Cobb  and  Vice  President  Stephens,  I 
was  appointed  clerk  in   the  War  Depart- 
ment   at    Richmond,    at    which  post    I 
served,    except    when    called    into    the 
trenches,  which  occurred  but  twice,  until 
the  Confederate  Government,  with  Lee's 
army,    withdrew   from  Richmond,  when 
I    proceeded,    with    eight  trunks,  filled 
with  papers   belonging   to   the  War  De- 
partment, about  fifteen  miles  from  Rich- 
mond, when  the  locomotive  attached  to 
our  train  broke  down,  and,  the  air  being 
filled  with^ruraors  of  Yankee  cavalry  in 
the  neighborhood,   I   took  the  opportu- 
nity of  quitting  the  train,  and  returned  to 
Richmond,  on  foot,  where  I  arrived  just 
as  the   Federals  were  entering  the  city. 
From    thence   I    made    my  way   north, 
though   the    assistance  and    courtesy  of 
Gen.   Weitzel,  and  have  finally   settled 
down  here,  after  taking  Uncle  Sam's  big 
oath,  from  whence  in  a  few  weeks,  I  shall 
return  to  the  sunny   South,  with  the  fer- 
vent wish  and  prayer  to  God  that,  hence- 
forth, I  may   live  in  a   peaceful  country, 
for  the  thing  I  most  desire,  next  to  South- 
ern independence,  is  peace. 

Put  I  am  still  digressing.     My  duties  in 
the  w.ir  department  were  light,  they  con- 
sisting principally  in  indorsing,  in  red  ink, 
and  filing  in   appropriate  places,  all  pa- 
pers belonging  to  the   confederate  secret 
service.     And  I  must  here  st.ate  that  no 
documents  were  ever  received,  ft03  par- 
ties in  the  North,    with   reference  to  the 
assassination    of    Mr.    Lincoln.     Many 
were,  however,   received  from  pa'tles  in 
the  South,  oiTering  to  capture  or  assassin- 
ale   Mr.    Lincoln,    for  certain   sums   of 
money.       Such    propositions,    however, 
never  received  the   least    attention,    but 
were    universally    passed   over,  without 
official  notice  ;  and    none   of  them  were 
ever  replied  to.     And,   from  a  conversa- 
tion at  which  I  was  present,  which  occur- 
ed  in  the  latter  part  of   February   last,  in 
the  war  department  oifice,  between  pres- 
ident Davis  secretary  Benjamin  and  Mr. 
Breckinridge,  on  the  one  part,     and  two 
strangers,    together  with  a  man    named 
and  introduced    as  Booth,    on   the  other 
part,    I  am   satisfied  that  neither   Davis 
nor  Breckinridge    were  in   favor   of  the 
least  personal  injury   being  done  to  Mr. 
Lincoln,  but,  on  the  contrary,  stenuous- 
ly  opposed  any  movement  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

The  gentleman  above  referred  to  as 
being  called  Booth,  was  brought  into  the 
war  office  in  company  with  the  other  two 
strangers,  by  President  Davis  and  Secre- 
tar}-  Benjamin.  Mr.  Booth  was  intro- 
<luced  to  Mr.  Breckinridge  by  Secretary 
Benjamin.  The  other  two  men  wern  not 
introduced,  and  took  seats  at  the  further 
end  of  the  room,  without  taking  part  in 
the  conversation  that  ensued,  except  that 
when  they  retired  they  said  "Good-bye, 
gentlemen,"  to  those  remaining. 

Booth  commenced  by  saying  that  a 
plan  was  formed  by  parties  in  the  north- 
ern States  and  Canada,  friends  of  the 
Confederacy,  to  capture  or  assassinate 
Mr.  Lincoln  ;  that  he  had  a  full  list  of  the 
names,  and  all  they  deserid  was  an  offi- 
cial recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Con- 
federate authorities,  and  that  then  the 
project  would  certainly  be  executed.  Ha 
further  stated  that  they  desired  no  pecu- 
niary assistence  from  the  Government,  as 
that  was  already  secured ;  that  they  were 
not  after  gain,  but  were  actuated  only  by 
a  desire  to  render  the  Confederacy  a 
service,  by  removing  the  tyrant  who 
was  the  cause  of  so  much  suffering  to 
the  country  and  the  only  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  a  speedy  peace.  These  are  the 
words,  as  rear  as  I  can  now  remember. 
Messrs.  Davis  and  Breckinridge  both  ex- 
pressed their  hearty  condemnation  of  the 
plot,  and  advised  Booth  to  think  no  more 
of  it.  That  they  felt  that  their  cause  was 
just,  and  that  God,  in  His  own  good  time 
would  give  them  the  victory,  without  re- 
sorting to  any  thing  but  the  most  honora- 
ble warfare,  and  that  they  were  willing 
to  leave  Lincoln's  punishment,  for  bis 
great  crime,  to  the  providence  of  a  just 
God  and  an  outraged  people.  Benjamin 
said  nothing.  Booth  then  retired,  and 
the  last  words  he  uttered  in  the  room 
were,  *'  He  must  die !"  After  Booth  and 
bis  friends  had  gone,  Davis  said,  "Those 
fellows  came  here  merely  to  see  the 
Richmond  sights,  and  their  assassination 
plot  is  mere  fudge."  Breckinridge  and 
Benjamin  laughed,  and  the  latter  said, 
"  I  think  so."  The  matter  received  no 
more  attention,  ail  agreed  with  Mr.  Davis 
that  the  plot;  was  mere  "  fudge."  I  am 
satisfied  that  none  of  them  every  expected 
what  has  tince  become  so  dread  a  reality. 
In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  I  am  wil- 
ling to  be  quaii  Ged  to  the  above  state- 
ment of  facta.  Truly,  yours.

TBAXS   AND  OEOKGIA. 

— The  President  has  appointed  An- 
drew Hamilton  of  Texas  to  be  provision- 
al Governor  of  that  State,  and  also 
James  Johnson  of  Georgia  to  be  provis- 
ional Governor  of  Georgia.  The  form  of 
proclamation  is  precisely  similar  to  those 
heretofore  appointing  provisional  Gov- 
ernors for  North  Carolina  and  Mi.ssissip- 
ni.  and  duties  prescribed  are  the   oame. 


They  are  to  exercise  all  powers  proper 
to  enable  loyal  people  to  restore  said 
States  to  their  Constitutional  relations 
to  the  Federl  Government,  and  to  pre- 
sent such  a  republican  form  of  State  gov- 
ernment as  will  entitle  the  States  to  the 
guarantee  of  the  United  Ststes  Govern- 
ment, and  its  people  to  protection  by  the 
United  States,  against  invasion,  insurrec- 
tion or  violence. 

Johnson  for  many  years  has  been  a 
prominent  lawyer  of  Georgia,  and 
throuijhout  the  rebellion  has  borne  the 
reputation  of  being  an  uncompromising 
Union  man.  The  appointments  for  Dis- 
trict Judge,  District  Attorney  and  Mar- 
shal will  not  bi>  made  uniil  next  week. 
The  most  prominent  candidates  for  the 
positions  named  are— for  the  Judgeship, 
John  Erskine.  of  Atlanta;  for  District 
Attorney,  A.  W.  Stone,  of  Savannah; 
for  the  Marshalship,  James  L.  Dunning 
and  E.  S.  Riddle,  of  Atlanta.  AH  of  the 
applicants  are  thoroughgoing  Union  men, 
and  their  appointment  will  give  satisfac- 
tion to  the  loyal  men  of  Georgia.  Mr. 
Stone  is  an  Ohioan  by  birth. 

VIRGINIA. 

— The  Richmond  .BepuftZic  of  Thursday, 
says  an  extra  session  of  the  Virginia  Leg- 
islature has  been  called  by  the  Governor. 
A  number  of  members  had  arrived  in  the 
city  yesterday.  Both  houses  will  meet 
to-day  in  secret  session.  It  is  believed 
that  the  special  purpose  for  which  the 
legislature  has  been  convened,  is  to  re- 
move or  modify  the  disfranchisement  im 
posed  by  the  new  constitution  on  the  mass 
of  the  people  of  Virginia. 
— The  same  paper  also  says : 
The  oflicers  of  the  Federal  Court  are 
now  in  the  city  preparing  business  for 
the  term  which  will  be  held  in  October 
next.  The  policy  seems  to  be  to  proceed 
against  the  property,  real  and  personal, 
of  all  persons  included  in  the  fourteen 
classes,  who  are  denied  the  benefits  of 
general  amnesty  by  the  Lite  proclamation. 
Nearly  thiee  hundred  different  properties 
are  already  embraced  in  these  proceed- 
ings, and  the  number  is  of  course  in- 
creasing. It  is  very  prejudicial  to  the 
business  of  the  city,  which  in  many  de- 
partments is  brought  to  a  stand  still.  It 
ia  stated  that  sevei.ty-five  pieces  of  prop- 
erty in  Richmond  have  been  labeled  for 
confiscation,  which  is  only  a  beginning. 
The  proceeding  is  against  the  property 
itself,  the  owner  not  being  made  a  party 
to  the  cause. 

—  A  Richmond  correspondent  says 
that  a  conference  took  place  in  that 
city  en  Thursday  last  between  Gov. 
Picrpont  and  the  members  of  the  Vir- 
ginia legislature.  The  subject  under 
consideration  being  a  proposition  to  ex- 
tend the  right  of  suffrage  beyond  the  lim- 
its imposed  by  the  Alexandria  constitu- 
tion, by  which  all  who  have  taken  part 
in  the  rebellion  are  excluded  from  the 
privilege  of  voting.  If  Virginia  i*  not 
represented  in  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress, it  will  not  be  because  Virginians 
willing  to  fill  seats  in  that  body  cannot 
be  found.  Candidates  for  these  positions 
are  coming  to  light  rapidly,  including 
some  gentlemen,  who  a  short  time  ngo, 
would  hive  considered  themselves  insult 
ed  by  being  called  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  even  said  that  the  late  rebel 
Governor  Extra  Billy  Smith,  proposes  to 
run  for  election,  if  he  can  first  get  Presi- 
dent Johnson  to  pardon  him. 

OTHER    STATKS. 

— The  provisional  Governors  for  Flori- 
da, Alabama  and  South  Carolina,  remain 
to  be,  and  soon  will  be  appointed  under 
the  same  general  principles  that  the  other 
lately  rebellious  States  have  thus  been 
supplied.

?DryGoods— A  New  York  dispatch 
of  Saturday,  says:  "Trade  in  Dry 
Goods  has  been  dull  during  the  week. 
There  ia  a  decline  in  the  demand  usually 
experienced  at  this  season,  which,  con- 
nected with  the  movements  in  Cotton, 
produces  a  weakness  in  cotton  fabrics. 
The  prices  of  cotton  goods  arc  mostly 
lower  than  a  week  ago,  though  certain 
styles,  especially  in  demand,  are  tolerably 
firm.  There  is  no  inclination  among  job- 
bers to  take  any  more  goods  than  they 
can  readily  sell,  and  time  contracts  are 
generally  declined.  Production  is  gen- 
erally increased,  and  stocks  are  steadily 
augmenting.  The  movements  of  cotton 
are  closely  watched,  vnd  among  jobbers 
the  opinion  prevails  that  the  increased 
receipts  of  the  i  aw  material  will  put  down 
prices. 

Heavy  sheetings  are  now  held  at  28a29c. 
Fine  goods,  however,  sell  at  proportion- 
ately high  figures.

Interviet%'  of  a  Colored  Delega- 
tion with  tlic  President.

From  the  New  York  Tribune. 

Washington,  Friday,  June  IG,  1865. 
—  The  colored  delegation,  a  fine  looking 
body  of  men,  were  received  by  the  '-'resi- 
dent at  11  o'clock  to  day.  Their  address 
and  accompanying  documents  were  pre- 
sented, which  seemed  to  make  a  profound 
impression  upon  the  mind  of  the  Execu- 
tive. He  said  he  should  make  no  formal 
speech  in  response  to  the  grave  com- 
plaints they  had  submitted,  but  he 
would  assure  them  he  should  do  all  he 
could  to  have  justice  done  them  iu  their 
new  condition.  He  saw  by  the  papers 
that  Mayor  Mayo  had  been  deposed  with 
his  rebel  police,  and  in  that  regard  one 
cause  of  complaint  would  be  removed. 
He  inquired  if  they  had  compl.ained  to 
the  local  authorities  of  these  abuses. 

The  chairman  of  the  delegation  replied 
he  had,  and  the  result  had  been  that  they 
had  been  treated  very  much  worse  than 
before  calling  Gen.  Patrick's  attention  to 
facts  which  had  exasperated  the  subordi- 
nates to  find  they  were  complained  of. 
They  could  not  get  an  audience  with  Gen. 
Halleck,  though  they  frequently  tried  so 
to  do,  and  so  they  thought  best  to  come 
to  the  chief  head  of  all  authority.  The 
President  said  he  would  refer  their  case 
to  Gen.  Howard,  with  orders  for  him  to 
do  what  was  best  to  be  done  under  the 
circumstances.  In  the  civil  administra- 
tion he  should  look  to  Gov.  Pierpont,  but 
so  far  as  the  military  was  concerned,  he 
would  sec  that  justice  was  done  to  all 
classes. 

The  President  then  inquired  of  Mr. 
Van  Vleet,  who  had  presented  the  dele- 
gation, whether  he  had  called  upon  Gen. 
Halleck  in  relation  to  this  maiter.  He 
said  he  had  not ;  but  as  Gen.  Patrick  was 
Provost  Marshal  and  the  General  who 
was  understood  to  have  originated  the 
persecutions  complained  of,  be  went  to 
him  and  protested  against  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Provost  guard  and  the  Rebel 
police.  Gen.  Patrick  was  rough,  and 
insultingly  said,  "This  whole -business 
belonged  to  him  to  manage,andhedid  not 
wish  newspaper  editors  or  any  other  gen- 
tlemen to  dictate  to  him.''  After  leaving 
Gen.  Patrick,  Mr.  Van  Vleet  said  he 
presented  the  subjected  to  Gov.  Pierpont 
who  said  the  abuses  should  be  reformed, 
and  the  next  morning  sent  for  Mr.  Mayo 
and  deposed  him.  The  President  said 
that  was  right.  Th,it  Gov.  Pierpont  was 
there  without  law  to  guide  him,  and  he 
should  adapt  himself  to  the  necessities  of 
the  occasion. 

The  chairman  of  the  delegation  said  be 
went  several  times  to  see  Gen.  Halleck, 
but  could  never  reach  him.  The  Prsi- 
dent  then  assured  the  delegation  tha:,  ne 
would  do  all  in  his  power  to  protect  them 
and  their  rights  ;  that  he  would  take  care 
of  the  military  and  see  that  they  perpetra- 
ted no  more  wrongs  upon  them,  while  the 
Governor  would  manage  the  civil  authori- 
tiea.  The  djh-gation  then  re'i'»'d,  much 
pie ised  with  the  Presidett  a  d>  heir  in- 
terview. 

Gen.  Howard  has  ordered  Commission- 
er Browu  at  Richmond  to  thoroughly  in- 
vestigate the  late  outrages  perpetrated 
upon  the  Freedmen  there,  and  his  report 
it  expected  daily.  The  General  will 
tbCB  lay  before  ti^  President  a  full  atate- 


of  Virginia,  and  late  Brigadier  General 
in  the  rebel  army ;  Benjamin  Hogan ; 
Geqrge  W.  Alexander,  Richard  R.  Fook- 
er,  Fitzhugh  Lee,  nephew  of  General  Lee, 
and  late  Major  General  of  the  rebel  army, 
Thos.  S.  Babcock,  late  speaker  of  the  reb- 
el house  of  representatives,  and  formerly 
member  of  the  United  States  Congress.'

Grasshoppers  as  an  Article  for 

Food. 

From  the  Chicago  Kopublican  : 

One  of  our  correspondents  in  Minneso- 
ta, makes,  in  a  letter  which  appears  else- 
where, a  rather  startling  assertion  in 
reference  to  the  plague  of  grasshoppers 
with  which  that  State  seems  to  be  annual- 
ly atUicted.  The  grasshoppers  are  so 
numerous  that,  notwithstanding  their 
aversion  to  moisture,  they  made  of  their 
bodies  a  bridge  across  a  certain  liver. 
They  threaten  to  eat  up  everything,  and 
by  destroying  the  crops,  reduce  the  in- 
habitants to  starvation.  There  is  one 
way,  however,  in  which  our  Minnesota 
friends  can  escape  a  fate  so  unpleasant  as 
this  would  be,  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
taliate upon  the  grasshopers.  The  Dig- 
ger Indians  have  a  method  of  preparing 
them  which  is  said  to  render  them  not 
only  palatable,  but  a  delicacy  fully  equal 
to  Chinese  birds'  nests,  or  the  snails  of 
which  the  French  are  so  fond.  How  the 
Diggers  do  it,  is  thus  related  by  a  St. 
Louis  paper : 

After  catching  them,  which  they  do  by  sur- 
rounding a  ([uantity  of  land  where  they 
havp  a  pool  of  water  to  drive  them  into,-^ 
they  put  them  into  a  bag  and  put  them  into 
salt  and  water  for  ten  or  twelve  hours.  They 
then  bake  them  in  a  kind  of  rude  oven  until 
they  can  be  pulverized,  after  which  they  can 
be  made  into  a  sort  of  bread  caKe,  or  made 
into  soup,  as  the  fancy  takes  them.  In  this 
war  they  manage  to  get  a  variety  of  meats,  if 
nothing  more,  but  a  hungry  man  would  pro- 
nounce it  A  meal  for  au  epicure. 

If  the  Minnesoteans  would  go  into  this 
method  of  taking  care  of  the  grasshop- 
pers, they  might  not  only  take  care  of 
their  crops,  but  obtain  an  article  of  com- 
merce that  would  be  at  least  as  profitable 
as  digging  for  oil  in  that  region.  The 
French  have  lately  utilized  horsebeef, 
why  should  not  the  Minnesoteans  prove, 
what  we  have  little  donbt  is  the  fact,  that 
grasshopper  pudding  makes  a  most  pal- 
atable meal.

KICHMOSU   AFTKR   THE    WAR. 

We  have  received  the  following : 
Sir:  Tbe  Bubjoined  letter— replete 
with  "matter  of  much  pith  and  moment"— 
is  from  the  pen  of  a  lady  residing  in 
Richmond,  Va..  where  she  la  widely 
known  and  beloved  lor  the  adtmrable 
simplicity  of  her  life  and  character,  and 
for  the  practice  of  "all  the  charitiefl  of 
mother,  daughter  and  sister."  It  is  due 
to  historical  justice  and  the  interests  of 
truth  that  her  ingenious  recital  of  very 
recent  facts,  so  distorted  and  discolored 
by  certain  Northern  scribes,  should  be 
published  in  your  cosmopolitan  journal. 
This  good  office  is  asked  at  your  hands 
in  a  public  sense,  and  will  oblige  a

aThe  following  is  the  letter  enclosed : 
KRicHMOND,  May  5.— The  result  so  un- 
fortunate to  all  our  fond  hopes,    of  four 
years'  hardships  and  self  denial   almost 
unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  the  world, 

must  have  reached   you,   my  dear . 

Also  the  false  and  garbaled  accounts  ot 
the  Northern  papers.  The  sad  truth  is 
that  our  people  got  tired  of  the  war.  and 
proved  unworthy  of  the  noble  blood  that 
had  been  shed  for  their  liberty.  V  irginia 
wiU  rue  the  day  that  her  sons  ever  laid 
down  their  arms.  When  Gen.  Lee  sur- 
rendered to  Grant  he  had  only  t  ,800  mus- 
kets. These  noble  men  subsisted  for 
seven  days  upon  two  days'  rations ;  had 
been  fighting  by  day  and  marching  by 
night  without  even  time  to  parch  the  corn 
which  was  their  only  sustenance,  and 
even  in  thi«  exhausted  stale  they  drove 
back  the  enemy  more  than  a  mile,  and 
took  1,100  prisoners. 

They  had  determined,   bad   Grant  de- 
manded an  unconditional   surrender,  to 
sell  their  lives  as  dearly  as  possible,  and 
cut  their    way    through    his    encircling 
hosts,  which  by  his  own  account  amount- 
ed to  more  than  80,000   men,   well  fed, 
armed  and  equipped  as  they  well  might 
be   having  stolen  from  the  Sonth  every 
horse  and  mule  and   all  their  provisions. 
Gen.  Grant's  proposals  were   so  honor- 
able that  Gen.  Lte  determined  to  accept 
them,  as  nothing  could  be  gained  by  tbe 
sacrifice  of  those  brave  men.     Famine  has 
done  its  work,  and  we  are   overcome  at 
last,  not  for  want  of  valor  nor  even   by 
the  resources  or  numbers  of  the   enemy, 
but  by  their  cruel  policy,  which,  alas  !  has 
succeeded  too  well.     When  the  horrors 
perpetrated  in  this  enlightened  and  Chris- 
tian age  by  this  mode  of  warfare  are  made 
known  to  the  world,  they  will  indeed  stand 

aghast. 

Many  other  men  who  had  thrown  away 
and  burie(l  their  arms  took  advantage  of 
Gen.  Lee's  surrender  and   obUined  the 
same  terms  for  themsrlves,  but  the  num- 
ber I  mention  were  all   who  surrendered 
with  arms  in   their   hands.     I  cannot  de- 
scribe to  you  the  agony  of  mind  we  have 
endured.     The  General  is  calm,  resigned 
to  necessity.     The  daily  and   hourly  tes- 
timonials of  kindness  and  regard  he  and 
his  family  experience  are  most  touching;. 
Had  he  been  cor.<iueror  he  could  scarcely 
be  more  honored  and  beloved,  and  the 
offers   of  homes   and  aid    of  every  kind 
both  from  North  and  South  are  truly  gra- 
tifying.    One  of  the  greatest  sources  of 
anxiety  left  to  us  is  the  fate  of  our  Presi- 
dent,   a  noble   man   and    true    patriot, 
though  he  has   dejilorably  erred  in  judg- 
ment in  many  of  hii  appointments.     He 
bas  failed  to  secure  the  affections  of  the 
people,  and  while  the  better  soit  love  and 
respect  him  there  are   many  who  malign 
and  blame  him  for  all  the  disasters  of  the 

The  President  of  the  United  Siates  has 
come  out  this  morning  with  a  most  atro- 
cious proclamation,  accusing  him  of  insti- 
gating the  assa'sination  of  Lincoln,  and 
offering  a  reward  of  $100,000  for  his  cap 
ture.     Another  base  slander  which  is  pub- 
lished throughout  the  country,  is  that  he 
bas  gone  off  with  all  the  public  treasure, 
when  it   is  well   known  that   he  had  not 
money  enough  about  him  to  defray  his 
personal  expenses.     My  R.,  who  had  be- 
come separated   in  the   battles   from  his 
brother  F.,  and  went  on  with  a  small  par- 
ty and  some  of  F.'s  horses  as  far  as  Greens- 
borough,  where  the  President  was,  finding 
him  much  in  need  of  a  good  steed,  gave 
him  one  of  them,  which  Mr.  Davis  received 
in  the  spirit  it  was    offered,  and   sent  the 
kindest  messages  to  us.     R.  was  advised 
to  return,  and  has  tucceeded   in  getting 
back  safely,  having  ridden  more  than  a 
thousand  miles,  and  bas  gone  do*n  to  his 
pillaged  farm  to  work  for  his  bread.     F. 
has  also  gone  to  his  farm  at  the  W.  H., 
where,  with  his  usual  energy  and  indom- 
itable spirit,  he  has  been  plowing  with  his 
own  hands,  without  even  a  plank  to  shel- 
ter him,  or  even  a  tent,  his  baggage  hav- 
ing baen  burned  by  the  enemy. 

He  bas  now  put  up  a  shanty,  and  be 
will  continue  there  for  the  present.  All 
my  family  have  been  mercifully  spared; 
I  trust  for  some  good  purpose  for  their 
country.  The  ways  of  Providence  are 
indeed  mysterious;  we  shall  one  day 
know  the  reason  of  much  that  is  dark  to 
us  now.  One  thing  we  do  know,  that 
that  the  triumph  of  the  wicked  is  but 
short.  I  have  been  thus  minute  in  detail- 
ing some  facts,  my  dear 1  that  you 

may,  if  possible,  be  the  medium  of  letting 
the  truth  be  known  abroad.  All  our 
newspapers  are  now  under  Yankee  rule ; 
none  more  so  than  the  Richmond  Whig, 
which  is  even  more  infamous  than  tbe 
Herald,  and  is  edited  by  a  Yankee  who 
has  made  iis  fortune  out  of  the  Confed- 
erate soldiers. 

What  1  tell  you  is  the  simple  truth, 
which    I   supposed  might  be    published 
abroad,  though  it  is   not  allowed  here. 
You  will  see  in  the  New  York  Eerald  a 
long  account  of  a  conversation  carried  on 
by  a  Mr.  Cook,  one  of  its  correspondents 
with  (ieneral  Lee.     While  the  main  facts 
are  correct,  it   is   so  colored    as  to  give 
you  the  impression  that  the  General  was 
rather  disposed  to  apologize  for  the  part 
he  had  taken  in  this  war,  which  is  by  no 
means  the  case,  nor  does  he  regret  it, 
though  it  has    been  unsuccessful.     He 
would  act,  I   am  sure,  just  the  same  un- 
der similar  circumstances.     For  my  part, 
I  am  proud  that  all  my  family  have  per- 
iled fame,  fortune  and   life   itself  in  this 
righteous  cause.     But   I   have   said  per- 
haps enough  on  this  subject.  So  far  away 
as  you  are  from  the  scene  of  action,  you 
'cannot  re  ilize   our   feelings.     May  God 
bless  yon,  and  enable  us  to  meet  in  bap- 
pier  times,  is  the  prayer  ol  your  affection- 
ate •

Ilolden  has  issued  his  proclama 
tion  to  the    people    of   North  Carolina 
He  informs  them  that  a  conventioii  to  al- 
ter or  amend   the    State  constitution,  to 
provide  for  the  election   of    a   Goverrior 
and  a  Legislature,   and  to  put  the  civil 
machinery  in  full  opetation,  will  be  held 
at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable.     Un- 
doubted loyalty  to  the  National   Govern- 
ment will  be  required  of  all  delegates  in 
this  convention,  a  d  of  all  persons   who 
vote  for  them.     1  liose   desiring   t3   vote 
will  be  required  to  take  the  oath  of  alle- 
g-aoc< ,  and  to  prove  their  good  will  to  the 
National  Government.  Magistrates  whose 
duty,  among  other  things,  it   shall  be  to 
admifiister  the    oath   of    allegiance,  and 
other  civil  olhcfrrs    to    act    temporarily, 
will  shortly  be  appointed  by  him  for  the 
various  districts    throughout    the   State. 
The  Governor  appeals  to   the  people  to 
renew  with  cheerlulness  their  usual   pur- 
suits, and  their  iniercst  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  State  and  nation    r.^minding   them 
that  all  of  the  welfare  and  happiness  (hat 
they  have,  or  that  they  can  hope  for,  for 
themselves  or  their  children,  is  indissolu- 
bly  bound  up  with  the  Union.

There  were  thirty-four  warants  for  par- 
don issueil  to-day  by  the  Secretary  of 
State.  All  the  parties  were  citizens  of 
North  Carolina,  atnl  none  of  them  are 
persons  of  note.  These  pardons  were 
grantetl  upon  the  suggestion  of  Governor 
Holden.  The  President  gives  preference 
to  persons  of  humble  po.sition  in  tho  mat- 
ter of  bearing  petitions  for  pardon,  and 
has  determined  to  hold  under  advisement 
for  the  presvnt  all  applications  from  men 
of  distinction.  He  has  likewise  directed 
that  petitions  for  pardon  shall  be  referred 
specially  to  the  Governors  of  the  States 
wherein  the  applicants  reside,  so  that  tho 
best  evidence  can  be  obtained  as  to  the 
merits  or  demerits  of  the  petitioners,  and 
and  also  that  the  Governors  in  each  case 
may  recommend  such  action  as  to  them 
may  seem  just  and  proper.

Horrible      Crimes— Rape    and 
Murder. 

Bo.sTOX,  June  17. — A  most  horrible  case 
of  outrage  and  murder  came  to  light  yes- 
terday in  a  place  called  Bnssey's  Wood,  at 
Boxbury.  The  bodies  of  Elizabeth  .Joyce, 
aged  14,  and  her  brother,  aged  IU  years, 
were  '^"•I'lfl  mnrdered,  tlie  lif'e  y  il  \u^^• 
ing  tiraC  been  ticndiahly  outf.ig«d,  and  the 
double  murder  committed  to  hide  the  dia- 
bolical crime.  The  parents  reside  in  the 
11th  ward  of  this  city,  and  are  highly  re- 
spectable. The  little  children  were  en- 
gaged in  gathering  wild  flowers  in  the 
woods,  and  making  wreaths  of  evergreens 
and  flowers,  as  the  wilted  fruits  of  tbeir 
labor  laid  scattered  about  them,  on  the 
spot  where  their  Lodies  were  discovered. 
The  children  have  been  missmg  since 
Monday. 

Boston,  Juno  19. — Thomas  Ainsly,   a 
painter  was  arrested  to-day  on  suspicion 


— The  indignation  meeting  at  St.  Louis 
last  Saturday  evening,    which  was  intended 
for  a  grand  demonstration  of  popular  violence, 
in  which  the  Governor's  action  was  to  be  un- 
done, passed  olf  without  the  least  disturbance. 
The  actors  ia  the  farce  were  tho  regular  old 
Claybank  stock  which  has  appeared  so  often 
on  the  St.   Louis  boards,  and  so  eflfectually 
played  itself  out.    There  was  no  star  among 
them,  and  the  performance  was  a  dead  failure. 
Three  or  tour  speeches    were   made,   and  a 
series  of  resolutions   adopted.    During   the 
performance  three  rousing  cheers  were  given 
for  Governor  Fletcher  by  the  loyal  portion  of 
the  crowd ;    but  tho  meeting  closed  quietly 
without  the  expression  ot  much  indignation, 
except  what  was  contained  in  the  resolutions. 
— In  his  dispatch  to  the  British  Minis  ■ 
ter,  acknowledging  tho  receipt  of  Earl  Rus- 
sell's dispatch,  Secretary  Seward  expressed 
the  gratification  of  the  President  on  this  ac- 
tion of  the  British  government,  but  renews  the 
protest  against  the  joint  action  of  the  British 
and  French  governments  in  conceding  bellig- 
erent rights  to  tho  insurgents,  as  unfriendly 
and  contrary  to  international  law.    He  also 
expresses  regret  at  the  reservation  contained 
in  Earl  Russell's  dispatch    in  favor   of  rebel 
cruisers,  and  demands  that  such  piratical  ves- 
sels bo  delivered  up  to  the  United  States.    He 
also  declares  the  right  and    intention    of  the 
United  States    government   to   capture  any 
such  piratical  craft,  under  whatever  flag  they 
may  be  placed,  refusing  to  recognize  the  val. 
idity  of  any  transfer  that  may  be  made. 

— It  is  stated  that  Ben.  Wood  has  tel- 
egraphed to  the  authorities  in  Washington  ot 
his  desire  to  testify  before  the  military  com- 
mission concerning  the  $25,000  draft  sent  to 
him  by  Jacob  Thompson.  lie  claims  that  it 
was  given  him  to  be  used  in  speculating  in  gold 
for  a  friend  of  Thompson,  and  says  that  ho  so 
used  it.  Ij  is  not  known  yet  whether  his  re- 
quest will  be  granted  or  not. 

— Col.  Cooper  Gibbs,  in  command  of 
tho  post  at  Andersonvillo,  is  in  Washington 
on  parole.  Capt.  Henry  Wise,  who  had  con- 
trol of  that  terrible  prison  pen,  is  also  here  in 
confinement,  awaiting  his  trial  for  murdering 
our  prisoners.  A  Judge  Advocate  has  already 
been  assigned,  and  is  preparing  the  testimony 
— The  New  York  News  raves  dread- 
fully over  the  arrest  of  that  choice  patriot, 
John  Mitchell.  It  declares  that,  in  striking 
him  down,  the  administration  has  struck 
^own  the  Constitution.  If  this  be  the  fact  the 
News  and  Mitchell  have  occasion  to  rejoice 
rather  than  weep.  Mitchell  ought  cheerfully 
to  consent  to  a  little  present  sacrilice  to  ac- 
complish what  he  has  vainly  striven,  through 
four  years  of  malignity,  to  effect — the  destruc- 
tion of  tho  Constitution  and  the  substitution 
of  the  Montgomery  concern. 

— The  Baleigb  Progress  suggests  that 
original  secessionists  should  not  bo  admitted 
to  full  citizenship  till  they  have  shown,  by 
good  works,  that  they  are  worthy  of  the  hon- 
orable distinction.  It  would  have  them  put 
on  probation  for  a  few  years,  and,  if  they  be- 
have themselves,  then  admit  thcin  to  full 
communion.  Taking  an  oath  amounts  to 
very  little.  They  would  take  it  and  break  it 
half  a  dozen  times  a  year,  without  hesitation, 
if  occasion  offered. 

— The  entire  war  expenses  of  Iowa  are 
;?800,000.  Of  this  amount  the  General  Gov- 
ernment has  reimbursed  $100,000,  and  ^100,- 
000  has  been  met  and  paid  from  tho  current 
revenue  of  the  State  during  the  war. 

— John  Mitchell  reached  Fortress  Mon- 
roe on  Saturday,  on  the  Henry  Burden,  and 
was  assigned  quarters  in  the  fortress,  under 
guard  of  the  3d  Tennsylvauia  infantry. 

— Robert  Toombs,  who  was  reported 
tohavo  committed  suicide,  is  now  said  to  have 
escaped  to  Cuba,  with  Breckcnridge. 

—  Byron  Latlin,  formerly  Colonel  of 
the  31th  New  York  Volunteers,  has  been  ap- 
pointed U.S.  Marshal  for  Richmond,  Virginia 
District.  Col.  Laflin  is  at  present  a  resident 
of  the  State  of  New  York. 

—  One  Leslie  is  announced  as  about  to 
repeat  Blondin's  foolish  performanceof  cross- 
ing Niagara  Falls  on  a  tight  rope,  proposing 
to  take  a  wheel-barrow  with  him. 

—  The  tug  Fanny  Spafford  exploded 
her  boiler  at  Chicago,  Monday,  killing  one 
man  and  seriously  injuring  three  others. 

— That  was  a  tjueer  freak  the  lightning 
took  at  u  store  in  Rockvillc,  Connecticut,  on 
Saturday  afternoon.

Also  to  purchase 
Implements  and  machinery,  and  engage  compe- 
tent persons  to  superintend  the  inanguration  of 
a'l  branches  of  the  great  work  followinit  the 
occupancy  of  country,  such  as  tho  laying  out  a 
town,  and  the  distribution  •»'  Interests  therein, 
systematizing  labor,  devsloping  the  go'd  and 
tllver  rioties  of  the  region,  encouraging  agricul- 
ture and  the  mechanics,  and  generally  to  insure 
8ucce-s  and  welfare  to  those  wtio  engage  in  the 
enterprise. 

The  ft-ultfiil  results  of  three  years  devotion  to 
the  exploration  and  Fettlement  of  the  mountain 
country  of  the  Nirth-rest,  convinces  me  of  the 
entire  practicabi;ity  of  this  project. 

The  richness  and  nmgicai  growth  of  Bannock

General  Sully  Is  now  on  thn  march  there,  by 
way  of  the  Black  Hills,  with  a  fine  military  force, 
to  be  garrisoned  somewhere  on  the  Yellowstone, 
and  we  shall  come  in  to  co-operate.  With  tho 
strength  of  our  party,  which  will  be  organized 
and  conducted  as  near  as  practicable  on  a  military 
ba"is,  we  shall '  ncounter  no  obstacle  of  moment, 
and  the  prize  is  one  worthy  of  enthusiastic  en- 
deavors to  secure.

THE   ^MNT 
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Proclamation  of  the  Qovornor, 

To  the  J'l'ople  of  Minnesota: 

Tlie  Great  Rebellion  has  been  crushed, 
and  peace,  so  long  pniyctl  fo-,  haa  at  length 
been  voachsafed  by  a  kind  Providence  to  our 
bleeding  country.  The  accursed  institution  of 
slavery,  which  has  been  the  source  of  all  our 
ditficulties,  has  perished  in  the  conflict,  and 
the  grievous  blot  upon  our  escutcheon  is  oblit- 
erated torevcr.  The  Union  of  our  fathers  ce- 
mented anew  by  the  precious  blood  of  their 
descendants,  enters  henceforth  upon  a  new 
phase  of  existence,  purltied  and  strength- 
ened, and  doubly  hallowed  in  the  alfections  of 
the  people.  A  beacon  lij^hl  to  the  oppressed 
of  other  lands,  and  the  dwelling  place  of  civil 
and  religious  uetdoin,  the  Republic  resumes 
its  onward  march  to  the  complete  fullillment 
of  the  mission  for  which  it  was  created. 

These  graud  results  are  due,  under  God.  to 
the  prowess  of  onr  heroic  soldiers,  sustained 
by  the  unselfish  patriotism  of  the  people  of 
the  loyal  States,  who  have  hesitated  at  no  sac- 
rifices necessary  to  their  accomplishment. 

Our  own  State  has  nobly  contributed  to  the 
National  cause.  Minnesota  furnished  the  first 
three  years'  rej,'inicnt  tor  the  war,  and  a  Min- 
nesou  otliccr  commanded  in  Texas  at  the 
latest  reported  conflict  for  the  Union.  She 
bas  sent  to  the  army  and  navy,  since  the  at- 
tack on  Fort  Sumpter,  in  1801,  a  nuaxl)er  of 
men  e-iual  to  two-thirds  of  her  entire  vote 
at  the  I'residential  election  in  1860,  and  this 
while  her  own  frontier  was  exposed  to  devas- 
tation by  the  merciless  savage. 

To  assert  that  our  volunteers  have  been 
second  to  none  others  in  the  brave  achieve- 
ments of  the  l>attle-field,  and  that  ther  have 
conferred  imperishable  lustre  upon  the  State^ 
would  be  but  to  re[>ejU  what  has  already 
passed  into  history.  There  remains  to  us  the 
sacred  duties  of  honoring  the  memory  of  the 
dead,  and  of  manifesting  our  gratitude  to  the 
survivors  in  an  appropriate  manner,  by  pub- 
lic demonstrations  a«  they  return  to  their 
homes;  by  providing  for  the  maimed  and 
wounded,  and  for  the  women  and  children 
made  widows  and  orphans  dnring  the  late 
boody  struggle.  Let  these  obligations  bo  dis- 
charged with  warm  hearts  and  willing  hands ; 
and  especially  do  I  recconimcnd  that  the  ap- 
proaching anniversary  of  our  Independence 
as  a  Nation,  l*  signalized  by  a  special  devo- 
tion to  the  subjects  specified. 

I  also  respectfully  suggest  that  representa- 
tives Ih;  appointed  by  every  city,  villiagc  and 
township,  to  meet  in  ci-nvention  at  St.  Paul, 
at  a  future  day  to  designated  by  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Democratic  and  Union  State  Cen- 
tral Committees,  for  the  puriKise  of  founding 
and  organizing  a  permanent  Soldiers'  Home, 
for  the  iKnetlt  of  those  who  have  icturned  or 
may  hereafter  return  to  the  State,  perma- 
nently disabled  by  wounds  or  sickness. 

By  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  have 
been  indicated,  or  others  of  a  similar  charac- 
ter, Minnesota  will  not  only  be  performing  a 
holy  duty,  fmt  sho#vill  thereby  set  an  exam- 
ple to  her  sister  States  of  "care  t'or  him  who 
shall  have  borne  the  buttle,  and  for  his  widow 
and  orphans."

The  Chairman  of  the  so-called  "Dem- 
ocratic" State  Central  Committee,  J.  B. 
Brisbin,  in  logical  pursuance  of  bis  Cop- 
perhead antecedents,  backs  up  with  his  of- 
ficial endorsement  the  refusal  of  the  Cop- 
perheads through  their  organ  to  oo-ope- 
rate  with  the  Republicans  in  a  popular 
movement  to  found  an  asylum  for  dii- 
abled  soldiers.

Our  suggestion  the  other  day  that  the 
«nly  way  to  effectually  settle  the  suffrage 
<)uestion  upon  a  basis  of  justice  and  equal- 
ity, was  to  establish  a  uniform  national 
law  of  suHrage  by  constitutional  amend- 
ment, has  been  adopted  by  the  New  York 
Eerald,  which  says : 

The  only  satisfactory  way  to  settle  this  im- 
portant i>oint  is  by  u  national  convention  and 
the'amendmcnt  of  the  constitution.  That  is 
the'onlv  power  with  full  authority  to  do  it, 
and  the  only  one  tliatgr>es  a  guarantee  that  it 
will  be  done  properly. 

One  apparent  ditliculty  in  the  way  of  a 
national  convention  to  settle  the  suffrage 
question,  is  that  the  States  most  directly 
interested  locally  in  its  decisions  cannot 
be  represented  in  the  convention  until 
they  have  already  re-organized  their  State 
governments,  and  settled  the  question  of 
suffrage  for  themselves  in  their  State  con- 
stitutions. But  tLis  is  nota  real  difBculty. 
Indeed,  the  true  place  of  the  national 
convention  in  the  political  order  of  se- 
quence is  after  the  State  conventions  have 
done  their  work.  First  State  Recon- 
struction, and  then  National  Reconstruc- 
tion. 

And  in  this  work  of  national  recon- 
struction other  things  need  to  be  done  be- 
sides establishing  a  uniform  law  of  suf- 
frage and  citizenship  for  all  the  Stat^js. 
It  is  of  baldly  less  importance  to  correct 
the  inequalities  of  representation,  which 
should  properly  be  based  solely  on  the 
voting  population  of  the  several  States  ; 
and  we  are  not  sure  that  the  fjreat  dispar- 
ities of  representation  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  Srates  would  not  be  a  proper  sub- 
ject of  reform. 

The  establishment,  by  constitutional 
amendment,  of  a  uniform  national  cur- 
rency, and  the  |irohi!)ition  to  the  States 
of  the  right  to  establish  banks  of  issue, 
is  another  matter  of  which  a  national 
convention  could  hanlly  fail  to  take  cog- 
nizance. 

The  strain  of  the  recent  civil  war  upon 
the    Constituliou    has    developed    some 
other  defects  in  that  instrument,  showin*^ 
that    it   requires  revision   to  enable  the 
Federal     Government     to    meet,     with 
promptitude  and  efficiency,  extraordinary 
emergencies,  without   incurring  a  plausi- 
ble imputation  of  exceeding  its  powers. 
No    future    Buchanan   ought  to  be  left  in 
doubt  as  to  whether  he  bad  constitutional 
power  to  suppress  rebellion.    The  nature 
and  extent  of  the  war  power,  the  right  of 
the  Executive  to  suspend  the  habeas  cor- 
pus,   and   the    provisions    relating  to  the 
trial  and  punishment  of  treason,  rc'iuire 
a  clearer  definition.     The  constitutional 
provision   that  treason   shall  be  )ried  in 
the  State  and   district   where   the  crime 
shall   have   been  committed,   defeats  its 
own  purpose ;  as  it  will,    ordinarily,  be 
impossible  to  secure  a  conviction  for  trea- 
son in  the   insurgent  State    and  district. 
Burr    escaped   under   this  provision,  and 
there  is  great  probability  that  Davis  will 
also  do  so  ;  since  it  is  alleged  that  under 
the  decision  of  the  Court  in  Burr's  case, 
Davis  must  have  been  personally  present 
in  the  state  and  district  where  he  is  charg- 
ed with   levying   war — a  condition  appli- 
cable fo  no  locality  where  he  can  be  tried 
with  the  least  prospect  of  conviction. 

By  all  means,  then,  let  us  have  a  na- 
tional convention,  and  clearly  mark  the 
now  vague  boundaries  of  constitutional 
power  and  personal  and  political  rights. 


declared  to  be  unconstitutional,  unjust 
and  oppressive;  or  feel  kindly  towards 
the  men  who  persisted  in  demonstrating, 
by  the  successive  triumphs  of  their  valor, 
the  falsity  of  the  Copperhead  assertion, 
that  the  war  was  a  "failure."

But,  though  Briz.,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Democratic  Central  Committee,  declines 
in  advance,  on  behalf  of  his  Copperhead 
brethren,  to  participate  in  any  popular 
movement  for  the  relief  of  our  armless 
and  legless  heroes,  be  magnanimously 
consents,  as  an  "individual  Democrat," 
to  submit  the  subject  to  the  "  Democrat- 
ic Convention,"  and  relies  confidently 
upon  their  "statesmanship"  to  ado{>t 
his  advice  and  have  nothing  to  do  with 
our  soldiers. 

The  soldiers  will,  without  question, 
most  cordially  reciprocate  this  stretch  of 
Copperhead  liberality,  and  have  nothing 
to  do  with  them ;  and  when  Mr.  Brisbin 
goes  stumping  the  State  to  get  their  aid 
to  put  the  discabled  and  used-up  Cop- 
perheads in  comfortable  places,  they 
will  probably  refer  him  to  the  "General 
Government"  which  is  just  now  fnaking 
liberal  provisions  for  their  maintenance 
in  the  casemates  of  Fortress  Monroe  and 
elsewhere. 


Reception    of    Chief-  Justice 
Cliasc  nt  New  Orieaus. 

From  the  New  Orleans  Picayune.  Jane  7. 

It  18  rare  that  New  Orleans  has  bad 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  tbc  Chtef- Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States.  A  preliminary  meeting  of  the 
bar  of  New  Orleans  was  held  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  at 
li  O'clock  yesterday,  which  was  very  nu- 
merously attended.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
Durant,  the  Hon.  C.Rosselius  was  called 
to  the  chair.  Mr.  Durant  stated  that 
the  hour  of  2  r.  m.  had  been  mentioned 
as  the  most  suitable.  It  was  proposed 
and  agreed  to  that  thera  should  be  a  pro- 
cession of  the  members  of  the  bar  to  the 
house  of  Mr.  May,  on  Tivoli  circle,  and 
on  St.  Charles  street,  Mr.  Durant  humor- 
ously remarking  that  New  Orleans  bad 
seldom  seen  such  a  procession  as  this. 
Ik  was  further  agreed  that  Mr.  Hosselius 
should  introduce  the  members  of  the  bar 
to  the  Chief-Justice. 

The  procession  then  departed  two  by 
two  up  lloyal  street  and  St.  Charles,  ju- 
diciously keeping  the  shady  side  of  the 
street,  as  Old  Sol  concentrated  his  rajs 
at  that  time  with  unusual  intensity.  But 
the  sons  of  Coke  and  Blackstone  ought  to 
be  used  to  heat.  Legal  and  judicial  pro- 
cessions are  tjuite  common  in  England, 
and  some  of  them  are  imposing.  The  sun 
laid  an  injunctiou  on  all  to  keep  on  the 
shady  side,  though  there  was  considera- 
ble demuring  ai;  the  dust,  and  some 
thought  Lord  Brougham  bad  not  lately 
been  in  those  streets,  to  which  remark 
there  was  no  rejoinder.  There  were 
several  pleas  at  bar  en  route  as  the  pro- 
cession advanced  to  the  general  issue, 
but  no  one  met  the  case  on  its  merits, 
though  one  member  met  with  almoat  a 
rebutter  from  a  wagon  which  aid  not  re- 
gard any  plea  to  its  jurisdiction.  Arriv- 
ed there  all  were  kindly  ushered  into  the 
elegant  parlors  of  that  mansion,  and 
Judge  Chase  soon  entered  and  was  ititro- 
duccd  to  each  one  present,  and  cordially 
welcomed.  The  occasion  was  not  a  po- 
litical one  and  consequently  there  were 
no  speeches  made. 

Tiie    Winoiin    and    St.    Peter 
Railroad.

As  there  are  numerous  vague  reports 
in  circulation  relative  to  the  resumptiop 
of  work  on  the  line  of  the  Winona  and 
St.  Peter  Railroad,  some  of  which  are 
wide  of  the  truth,  we  have  taken  some 
pains  to  find  out  the  facts  from  a  reliable 
source,  with  the  following  result :  The 
grading  on  that  portion  of  the  line  be- 
tween Rochester  and  Mantorville,  has 
been  resumed,  anfl  Col.  Degraff  &  Co., 
the  contra<'tors,  state  that  they  will  have 
the  road  ready  for  the  iron  to  Mantor- 
ville by  the  first  of  Sejitember.  It  is  yet 
uncertain,  however,  whether  the  iron  can 
be  procured  to  lay  the  track  even  that 
distance,  the  present  season. 

The  Company  are  disposed  to  make 
every  reasonable  sacrifice  to  extend  the 
road,  but  the  unexpected  failure  of  the 
consolidation  project,  here'ofore  alluded 
to,  left  them  entirely  without  the  iron 
which  they  had  reason  to  believe  would 
be  at  their  service  ;  and  the  season  is  now 
so  far  advanced  that  it  would  be  very 
ddlicult  to  obtain  that  commodity  from 
Europe,  where  it  can  be  purchased 
cheaper  than  in  any  domestic  market,  in 
time  to  make  it  available  for  the  autumn 
and  early  winter  transportation.  Nev- 
ertheless, it  is  now  believed  that  a  sulH- 
cient  quantity  will  be  obtained  from  some 
source  to  put  the  road  in  running  order 
as  far  as  Mantorville,  while  it  is  not 
wholly  improbable  that  even  Owatonna 
may  yet  be  reached  before  the  close  of 
the  present  year

Another  of  our  great  naval  heroes  bas 
been  put  upon  the  "retired  list"  of  the  dead. 
Admiral  Dupont  died  oh  Wednesday  at 
Philadelphia.  He  was  nearly  si.\ty-two 
years  old,  having  been  born  in  1803  in 
Bergen,  N.  J.,  of  French  paientage.  He 
had  been  fifty  years  in  the  service  of  the 
Government,  having  been  commissioned 
a  midshipman  in  1815. 

In   1M17   he  sailed  on  his   first  cruise 
with  Commodore  Stewart.     In  1845,  and 
through  the  Mexican  war,  he  commanded 
the  frigate  Congress  in  service  on  the  Pa- 
cific coast.    In   1848,   at  Fan  Jose,  he 
landed  with  a  force  of  100  sailors  and  ma- 
rines, and  defeated  a  Mexican  force  five 
times  as  numerous.     In   1856  he  became 
a  Captain,  and   commanded  the  frigate 
Minnesota  which  took  Mr.  Reed  as  Min- 
ister to  China.     In  1861  he  was  appoint- 
ed to  the  command  of  the  Philadelphia 
navy  yard.     In  the  fall  of  that  year  he 
was  put  in  command  of  a  fleet  to  open  the 
harbor   o(    Port    Royal,    S.    C,    as     a 
depot  for  our  blockading  squadron,  and  in 
November  he  made  that  brilliant  and  suc- 
cessful elliptic  attack  on  the  forts  in  Hilton 
Head  and  I'.ay  Point,which  inaugurated  the 
grand  series  of  our  naval  successes.     He 
followed  up  this  exploit   and    gained   re- 
peated advantages  on  the  Southern  coast^ 
In  1862  he  was  nominated  by  the   Presi- 
dent one  of  the  nine  Rear  Admirals.     He 
has,  in  tbe  course  of  his  long   profession- 
al career  served  on    various    important 
naval    boards,    &c..  and    earned  a  high 
place  on  the  roll  of  our  illustrious  sailors.

In  the  arduous  and  embarrassing 
duties  devolving  upon  me,  I  feel  the  need 
of  the  co-operation  and  sympathy  of  the 
people,  and  of  the  assistance  of  the  Great 
Ruler  of  the  Universe.  These  duties  I 
shall  endeavor  to  discharge  honestly  and 
to  tbe  best  of  my  judgement,  with  the 
conviction  that  the  best  interests  of 
civil  and  religious  liberty  throughout  the 
world  will  be  preserved  and  promoted  by 
the  success  and  permanency  of  our  coun- 
try. Let  us  labor  to  tl-.at  end,  and  the 
mission  upon  which  this  people  have  been 
•jCiit  among  the  nations  of  the  world    will

The  Springfield  Republican  thinks  the 
time  has  come  when  it  will  do  no  harm  to 
make  some  disclosures  respecting  attempts 
made  last  winter  to  destroy  tlie  arsenal 
there,  which  have  hitherto  been  kept  (juiet 
for  prudential  reasons.  It  appears  that 
a  torpedo,  made  in  imitation  of  a  lump  of 
coal,  was  discovered  under  a  flight  of 
stairs,  in  the  arsenal  last  December,  and 
on  being  opened  proved  to  contain  pow- 
der and  inflammable  material  enough,  if 
exploded,  to  entirely  destroy  the  build- 
iuc  Investigation  showed  that  the  infer- 
nal machine  was  left  by  two  men  dressed 
in  women's  clothes,  who  were  disturbed 
just  in  time  to  prevent  them  from  igniting 
its  fuse.  The  men  had  previously  been 
stopping  at  the  Adams  house  in  this  city. 
The  Hepublican  details  two  other  attempts 
to  cripple  the  arsenal  in  different  ways, 
both  o.  which  fortunately  failed  as  com- 
pletely as  the  first.

Sir  :  I  regret  that  yon  do  not  appre- 
ciate what  1  have  rcpi»atedly  said  to  you 
in  regard  to  the  proper  police  arrange- 
ments connected  with  your  household 
and  your  own  personal  safety.  You  are 
in  danger ! 

I  have  nothing  to  ask,  and  I  flatter 
myself  that  most  of  you  will  believe  that 
I  am  honest.  (If  you  have  been  impress- 
ed differently,  however,  do  me  and  the 
country  the  justice  to  at  once  dispose  of 
all  suspected  otlicers  and  persons,  or 
accept  my  resisnation  of  the  niarshalwhip, 
which  is  hereby  tendered.)  I  will  give 
you  further  reasons  than  those  hereinafter 
named  which  have  impelled  me  to  this 
course. 

Tonight,  as  you  have  done  on  several 
previous  occasions,  you  went  unattended 
to  the  theatre.

Tbe  Herald's  Washington  special  says 
preparations  are  being  made  to  muster 
out  between  forty  and  fifty  thousand  men. 
These  troops  are  from  the  armies  of  Gens. 
Mende,  Hancock  and  Logan. 

About  l.s.tHK)  of  these  are  effective 
men  whose  time  bas  expired.  They  are 
mustered  out  from  tbe  army  of  the  Po- 
tomac by  regimental  organizations.  All 
ahsenteea  belonging  to  such  regiments 
will  be  in  addition  to  thi:'  number,  and 
may  swell  it  to  20  000.  Hancock's  vete- 
ran command  will  be  reduced  to  7,000. 
The  army  of  the  Tennessee  will  lose  full 
L^.OOO. 

Gen.  Grant  and  part  of  his  staff  left 
here  this  evening  by  special  car  for  Phila- 
delphia, and  expects  to  be  absent  two  or 
three  days.  The  (leneral's  report  will 
not  be  completed  as  early  as  expected, 
and  is  not  likely  to  be  deliveretl  to  the 
War  Department  until  near  the  com- 
mencement of  the  next  Congressional 
session,  unless  specially  called  for  by 
some  exigency. 

There  will  probsbly  be  some  consider- 
able delay  in  the  appointment  of  a  pro- 
visional Governor  for  South  Carolina. 
The  delegation  here  do  not  all  represent 
the  Unionists  of  the  State — what  few 
there  are  are  to  represent.  The  one  who 
.lims  to  be,  has  declared  in  Charleston 
that  be  wished  tbe  Yankees  had  but  one 
throat  that  he  might  cut  it.  Another  de- 
9lared  he  would  burn  bis  house  rather 
than  a  d-^d  yankee  should  pollute  it 
with  his  presence,  and  so  on  through  the 
entire  list.  It  is  thought,  therefore,  that 
South  Carolina  will  be  suffered  to  lie  out 
in  the  cold  for  the  present.  Dr.  A.  G. 
Mackey.  the  newly  appointed  Collector 
at  Charleaton,  has'  returned  to  the  city 
after  his  visit  to  the  W^ar  Department, 
?nd  is  showing  up  this  pseudo  South 
Carolina  delegation  in  vivid  colors. 

He  charges  that  the  men  composing  the 
delegation  here  were  original  secessionists 
and  they  admit  it. 

Col.  Jones  of  the  delegation  entered 
Fort  Sumter  immediately  alter  the  evacu- 
ation and  remained  in  the  rebel  military 
service  until  the  surrender  of  Johnston. 
Others  of  the  delegation  voted  and  acted 
as  consistent  secessionists  throughout  the 
war,  and  nowhere  acknowledged  them- 
selves defeated  and  subjugated.  They 
ask  nothing  but  pardon  and  early  action 
in  appointing  civil  officers.  Tbe  Sjate  is 
at  present  without  law ;  its  citizens  are 
completely  humbled,  and  a  fearful  propor- 
tion of  them  are  destitute  of  all  means  of 
support  and  starving.  All  manner  of 
lawlessness  and  crime  is  alarmingly  on 
the  increase,  and  the  only  hope  lor  the 
public  or  private  virtue  is  admitted  to  lie 
in  the  protection  of  federal  law. 

The  names  of  ex-Congressman  Wm. 
Boyce  and  Mr.  M.  lUerly  are  among 
those  submitted  by  the  delegation  as  cer- 
tain to  give  entire  satisfaction  to  the 
State,  although  they  disclaim  all  desire 
to  inlluenoe  the  President's  appointment. 
It  can  be  said  in  Mr.  Boyce's  favor  that, 
he  disagreed  •with  a  majority  of  South 
Carolinians  and  was  for  peace  a  year  ago. 
Mr.  lUerly  voted  against  secession  at  the 
cutset,  and  like  a  good  citizen  held  aloof 
throughout  the  war.  There  is  evidence 
of  very  little  sympathy  between  these  elel- 
egations  and  Mr.  Mackey  whose  loyalty 
is  accepted  by  the  North  without  ques- 
tion. Tbe  delegation  is  to  have  another 
hearing  on  Saturday. 

Jas.  M.  Smith  of  Selma,  Ala.,  has 
been  appointed  U.  S.  District  Attorney 
for  that  State- 

Hon.  Richard  Busteed  of  New  Y'ork 
has  been  appointed  Judge  of  the  U.  S. 
District  Court  of  Alabama  by  Mr.  Lin- 
coln more  than  a  year  ago  and  is  expect- 
ed to  assume  the  duties  of  the  oflice  at 
once. 

Tbe  case  of  Henry  K.  Burnett,  of  Ken- 
tacky,  has  been  under  consideration,  but 
no  conclusion  arrived  at ;  he  will  proba- 
bly be  sent  to  his  own  State  and  tried  for 
treason. 

A  delegation  of  Virginians  represent- 
ing the  radical  sentiment,  waited  upon 
the  President,  and  entered  their  complaint 
against  Gov.  Pierpont.  They  complain 
that  he  bas  not  backbone  enough. 

Sanford  Conover,  the  important  gov- 
ernment witness,  who  has  just  returned 
from  Canada,  will  again  be  put  upon  the 
stand  to-morrow,  and  will  explain  the 
cause  of  his  detention  in  Canada,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  rebels  there  forced 
him  to  sign  a  false  affidavit  with  a  loaded 
pistol  at  his  head.

We  have  no 
rights,  but  must  accept  such  privileges  and 
favors  as  government  may  see  proper  to  be- 
stow upon  ns." 

—A  Soldier  acting  as  one  of  the  guards 
over  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  at  Fort  Warren, 
informs  the  TratelUr  that  the  late  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Confederate  8t.<itcs  spends  much 
of  his  time  in  writing,  and  has  already  pre- 
pared immense  volumes  of  manuscript, 
enough  to  give  a  complete  history  of  the  re- 
bellion. He  also  reads  considerably,  and 
each  morning  spends  some  time  m  singing 
hymns,  which  he  docs  with  a  good  voice  and 
much  feeling  and  spirit.  He  maintains,  how- 
ever, a  prond  and  haughtv  spii  It  and  stands 
upon  his  dignity,  manifesting  no  desire  what- 
ever to  converse  with  anyone  while  taking 
his  dailr  walk  upon  the  ramparts.  He,  how- 
ever does  not  hesitate  to  express  occasionally 
his  dislike  for  President  Davis,  and  for  that 
matter  so  does  Postmaster  Geneial  Reagan, 
who  is  kept  in  an  adjoining  cell. 

—The  rebellious  owners  of  property 
in  Eastern  Virfiinia  that  has  been  confiscated 
or  occupied  as  al>andoned  prcperty,  are  serv- 
ing notices  on  all  those  occupying  tenements 
on  their  lands,  and  asking  labolous  ground 
rents  as  compensation  for  past  use  of  the 
land,  and  demanding  still  more  extravagant 
renu  for  the  future.  They  insist  on  prompt 
payment  or  actions  for  ejectment.  The  ac- 
tions should  be  brought  at  once.  As  for  the 
ejectments,  they  should  look  out  that  they 
act  not  like  the  gun  that  kicked  the  owner 
over. 

— Surveys  are  being  made  for  a  new 
railroad  route  from  Buffalo t©  Washington,  by 
the  following  route :  Commencing  at  Buffa- 
lo it  uses  the  Buffalo  and  Pittsburg  line  to 
Machias;  thence  down  the  Ischua  Valley  to, 
or  near  (Jlcan,  and  up  the  Allegh&ny  river  to 
Port  Alleghany,  Pa. ;  thence  southerly  by  a 
direct  and  feasible  route  to  Emporium,  Pa., 
where  it  intersects  the  Philadelphia  and  Eric 
Road. 

— W.  R.  Sherman,  of  New  York, 
Treasurer  of  the  testimonial  fund  now  bting 
raised  for  Mrs.  Lincoln,  announces  the  collec- 
tion of  $10,000,  and  says  the  effort  to  collect 
3100,000  to  be  securely  Invested  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Mrs.  Lincoln  and  family,  will  not  be 
abandoned  nutil  the  same  is  accomplished, 
and  when  that  object  is  attained  notice  will 
t)e  given  whether  the  collection  to  endow  a 
hospital  or  not  shall  be  prosecuted,  or  given 
over  to  those  who  have  withheld  their  favor 
and  aid  fiom  this  efloit. 

— An  accident  occurred  on  one  of  the 
English  railroads  recently,  and  several  per- 
sons were  killed.  A  young  nobleman  was 
seen  running  aboat  in  search  of  his  valct> 
who  he  fea»red  was  among  the  victims.  Pres- 
ently one  of  the  guards  came  up  and  said  to 
him :  "  My  lord,  we  have  found  your  servant, 
but  he  is  cut  in  two."  '-Then,"  said  the  titled 
fop.  with  a  regular  Dundreary  drawl,  "  be 
gwood  enough  to  see  in  what  half  he  has  got 
the  key  of  my  carpet  bag." 

—It  is  understood  that  the  verdict  in 
the  case  of  Mr.  Osbom,  the  newspaper  repor- 
ter charged  with  furnishing  intelligence  to  the 
enemy,  is  an  acquittal,  and  that  it  will  bo  pro- 
mulgated by   Gen.   Dix  during  the  present 

—Burnett,  the  rebel  Kentucky  Sena- 
tor, who  took  the  oath  recently,  preliminary 
to  applying  for  a  special  pardon,  was  arrested 
by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  He  is  the 
first  member  of  the  rebel  Congress  who  has 
taken  the  oath  of  allegiance. 

— An  expedition  will  start  from  Leav- 
enworth for  the  plains  about  the  middle  of 
August,  to  collect  and  herd  for  a  while,  and 
thus  tame  and  subsequentlv  drive  to  the 
States  for  a  market,  not  less  than  .5,000,  nor 
more  than  10,000  butiulo.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  men  are  wanted— discharged  cavalry- 
men preferred. 

— A  special  to  the  New  York  Tribune 
says :  A  party  who  has  patiently  read  the  46 
pages  of  Alexander  Stephen's  labored  plea  for 
pardon  assures  as  that  he  insists  upon  the  right- 
eousness and  necessity  of  Slavery  as  persist- 
ently as  in  any  of  his  former  letters  or  speeches. 
He  shows  little  or  no  contrition,  and  seems  to 
consider  the  Rebellion  as  a  dice  legitimately 
thrown,  and,  having  lost,  the  Southern  people 
are  entitled  to  gracefully  retire  and  submit. 
His  reference  to  the  Tribuue  is  incidental,  and 
does  not  justify  either  the  Washington  dis- 
patch or  editorial  which  appeared  in  a  New 
York  cotemporary  on  Saturday. 
"^Gen.  Sherman's  wagon  trains— num- 
bering 1,200  teams  and  about  lO.WK)  mules — 
are  now  marching  overtand  from  Washington 
to  Louisville,  Kentucky.  The  trains  reach 
thirty  miles,  but  arc  traveling  \  in  sections 
of  from  tire  to  ten  miles  each. 

— The  business  part  of  the  town  of 
Rolla,  Missouri,  was  destroyed  by  fire  Tues- 
day. The  Government  property,  amounting 
n  value  to  over  a  million  dollars,  was  saved 
by  the  prompt  action  of  the  troops.  The  fire 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  work  of  an  in- 
cendiary. 

— Gen.  Wilaon  telegraphs  to  the  gov- 
ernment that  be  has  issued  to  the  poor  in  At- 
lanta, during  the  last  seven  days,  100,000 
pounds  of  meat  and  flour.  The  people  in  ten 
adjacent  counties  are  in  a  starving  condition, 
and  relief  must  be  extended  to  30,000  people. 

—  Shakspeare  received  but  $25  for 
writing  "Hamlet."  Bourcicault  has  made 
^50,000  by  his  plagiarism,  the  "Colleen 
Bawn." 

—  Governor  Hahn  haa  published  a  card 
in  which  he  declares  that  the  Legislature  of 
Louisiana  adopted  the  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment abolishing  slavery,  the  report  to  the 
contrary  l)eing  untrue. 

—  It  is  said  that  there  are  at  least  one 
hundred  thousand  bales  of  cotton  along  the 
line  of  the  railroad  between  Charleston  and 
Columbia,  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  line 
to  be  forwarded  to  market. 

—  Richmond  papers  of  Monday  say 
that  Dick  Turner,  late  of  Libby  Prison,  was 
recaptured  on  Sunday,  and  is  now  in  one  of 
the  cells  of  Libby. 

—The  Richmond  5uWe/m  mentions   a 
report  current    in    that    city    that  Mr.  A  T 
Stewart,  the  wealthy  merchant  of  New  York 
had  determined  to  erect  ablock  of  substantial 
storehouses  on  one  of  the  s.inares  of  the  burn- 
ed district    of  Richmond,    provided   he  can 
make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  own 
ers  of  the  land.    It  is  said  that  he  does   not 
propose  to  purchase  the  sites,  but  to  take  a 
lien  upon  them,  and  retain  control  of  the  edi 
flees,  when  erected,  until  he  reimburses  him- 
self from  the  rental  of  the  improved  property. 
Several    German    architects   and    draftsmen 
have  arrived  in  Richmond  from  New  York  to 
«urvef  the  property  and  prepare  the  plans.

From  the  Richmond  correspondent  of 
the  Philadelphia  Inquirer,  we  clip  t^e  fol- 
lowing : 

Extra  Billy  Smith,  after  several  days 
sojourning  in  the  city,  departed  for  his 
home  in  Fauquier  county.

A  story  was 
floating  around  Richmond,  in  very  respec- 
table circles,  that  the  spoons  and  other 
silver  belonging  to  the  executive  mansion 
had  disappeared  about  the  same^ime  with 
Superfluous  William,  and  the  inference 
was  general  that  it  had  borne  him  com- 

Eany  in  his  flight  from  the  capital,  but  the 
ite  governor  denies  the  impeachment  in 
toto,  and  as  the  story  cannot  be  proved 
his  word  must  be  taken,  hence  it  appears 
Smith  never  took  the  silver,  and  that  it 
was  lost,  il  lost  at  all.  in  the  general  riot 
of  that  terrible  April  morning. 

Rents  are  the  great  ruisane.e  of  Rich- 
mond.    Smith  owns   a  tolerably  decent 
house  that  he  wishes  to  rent,  and  arguing 
that  the  whole  Yankee  nation   is   coming 
here  immediately,   he   asks  a  price  for  it 
that  would  not  be  demanded  for  a  large 
first-class  business  house  on  Chestnut- st. 
A  few   instances   will  suffice.      Adams' 
Expicss  Company  used  for  four  weeks 
the  street   floor   of    the  building  on  the 
corner  of  Ninth   and   Main    streets,  and 
were  asked  the  enormous  sum   of  four 
hundred  dollars.     One  hundred  dollars  a 
week  for  one  single    floor.     For    a  com- 
forUble  dwelling  house  on   Clay  street 
four  thousand  dollars  a  year  was  asked, 
and  it  would  probably  rent  in  an  eligible 
part  of   Thiladelphiafor  fifteen  hundred. 
For  another  house  far  out  Main   street, 
three  thousand   dollars   waa   demanded, 
and  it  would  be  worth,  in  a   central  part 
of    New   York,    about    one    thousand. 
These  are  but  samples  of  the  universal 
rates,  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  the 
landlords  of  Richmond  are  not  only  dis- 
gracing themselves   but  are   ruining  the 
prospects  of  the   city.     Shylock,   raving 
alternately  about  his   daughter  and  his 
jewels,  displayed  more  of  honor,  more  of 
genuine     humanity     than     these     Rich- 
mond   landlords    who    flutter    around 
their    houses      like      ghouls      demand- 
ing   the    last    dollar  they  imagine  they 
can  receive.  These  cormorants,  surpass- 
ing in  their  avarice  all  that  waa  ever  cred- 
ited to  wooden  nutmeg-dom,  are  driving 
capital  from   the   city,  crippling  its  trade 
and   destroying   its    future.     Richmond, 
maimed,  bleeding,  desolated,  might  have 
risen  even  this  year  Irom  her  prostration 
had  not  these  vampires  thus  early  settled 
themselves  upon  her  and  drained  her  life 
blood.     Out  of  this  senseless  proceeding 
ou    the  part  of  the  landlords   a  grand 
scheme    is    germinating   into    life.-     No 
steps  have  yet  been  taken  in  the  matter, 
and  naturally  cannot  for  some  time,  but 
it  is  proposed  that  the  city  of    Richmond 
shall  borrow  two  or  three  millions  of  dol- 
lars and  loan  it  out  to  the  ground  owners 
in  the    burned   district,   binding  them  to 
build  substantial   bnsiness   houses  within 
a  specified   and   reasonable  time.     It  is 
thought  that  by    this  course  the  erection 
of  the  small  wooden  shanties  now  spring- 
ing up  all  over  the  desolated  portion  of 
the  city  can  be  stopped,  as  it  is  only  from 
lack  ot  means  to  do  better  that  the  land- 
owners are  allowing  the  erection  of  these 
eye-sores  at  all. 

For  a  permanent  and  profitable  invest- 
ment of  capital,  the  burned  district  of 
Richmond  offers  great  advantages,  and 
the  monied  kings  who  shall  move  in  the 
matter,  wUl  not  only  bt^nefit  themselves 
bat  confer  a  great  public  blessing  at  the 
same  time.  Uebudd  the  various  mills 
and  factories  and  warehouses  of  the  city, 
and  Richmond  spurred  on  by  the  influx 
of  Northern  energy,  now  that  the  State 
is  freed  from  the  incubus  of  slavery,  will 
shortly  become  the  heaviest  trade  center 
on  the  tide-water  between  Philadelphia 
and  New  Orleans. 

A  Richmond  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  World  says:  It  is  supposed 
that  the  next  legislature  of  Virginia,  at 
the  recommendation  of  Governor  Pier- 
pont,  will  repudiate  every  dollar  of  the 
State  debt  contracted  since  the  war.  This 
amounts  to  about  ten  millions.  Most  of 
this  sum  is  due  to  the  citizens  of  the  State 
and  the  State  banks  ;  but  inasmuch  as  the 
purchases  were  made  in  confederate  mon- 
ey, the  loss  will  not  be  much  felt,  as  the 
retention  of  these  promises  to  pay  would 
leave  their  possessors  in  no  better  condi- 
tion.

UKLEGATIONS  IKOM  TUB   SOrTll. 

The  delegations  from  the  South,  who 
have  been  favored  with  an  interview  with 
the  President,  all  manifest  great  delight. 
The  manner  in  which  they  are  ret-ieved 
enconrages  them  very  materially,  and  all 
without  .iny  exception  return  from  the 
White  House  with  much  lighter  hearts 
and  overlh)wnig  with  gratitude.  Many 
of  these  gentlnncn,  although  they  are  men 
of  culture  and  education,  state  that  they 
never  saw  a  correct  copy  of  President 
Lincoln's  first  inaugural  address,  deliver- 
ed on  the  Uh  of  March,  1861,  until  after 
the  surrender  of  Lee's  army.  That  the 
papers  of  the  South  published  mutilated 
copies,  and  so  interpolated  that  they  read 
the  very  reverse.  They  were  thus  for 
over  four  years  in  blissful  ignorance  of 
what  the  President  really  said  on  that 
occasion.  Now  that  they  see  how  they 
were  misled  by  the  rebel  administration 
and  its  organs  they  look  back  upon  the 
past  with  deep  sorrow,  and  realize  how 
desperate  men,  clothed  with  a  little  au- 
thority, have  abused  the  confidence  of  the 
Southern  people.

again  in  Washington  or  in  their  State 
councils,  but  to  bring  forward  new  men 
for  their  rulers.

PARDON'S. 

The  President  was  asked  a  day  or  two 
ago  if  he  would  pardon  :i  certain  member 
of  the  rebel  Congress,  the  person  asking 
the  question  stating  that  some  of  the  peo- 
ple in  his  district  wanted  to  send  him  to 
Congress.  The  President  immediately 
and  emphatically  replied  "No ;  he  will 
get  no  pardon  from  me  if  it  is  intended  to 
send  him  as  a  repr'isent&tive  in  Con- 
gress." This  may  be  considered  conclu- 
sive that  Mr.  Johnson,  so  far  as  it  is  in 
his  power,  will  prevent  the  political  eleva- 
tion of  that  class  in  the  South.  Having 
been  engaged  as  oiKcials  in  tho  rebel 
Congress  they  must  now  take  a  back 
seat. 

A  number  of  pardons  have  been  grant- 
ed during  the  past  week.  Some  of  them 
were  excluded  from  the  amnesty  by  the 
twenty  thousand  dollar  property  clause ; 
others  for  being  of  rank  above  captain. 
The  pardons  were  granted  without  any 
hesitation  upon  the  careful  examination 
of  the  cases,  and  the  parties  went  their 
way  rejoicing. 

A  Washington  dispatch  of  the   20tli, 
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The  Lynchb'ire  (Va.)  Republican  says 
there  are  Ecveral  loving  couple  in  that 
city  who  are  anxious  to  be  married,  but 
arc  Qoable  to|  find  any  officer  qualified  to 
administer  the  oath  of  allegiance,  as  re- 
quired by  Halleck's  order,  before  the  cer- 
emony can  be  performed.  The  conse- 
quences of  such  a  posture  of  all'airs  may 
be  serious.

An  order  was  issued 
some  time  ago  in  regard  to  the  dofling  of 
the  Confederate  insignia  of  rank,  and  the 
authorities,  no  doubt,  think  that  time 
enough  has  elapsed  to  enable  all  concerned 
to  get  rid  of  objectionable  clothes  and 
buttons.  The  colored  men  who  sported 
coats  and  buttons  of  the  same  description 
were  treated  in  the  same  way. 

WAGES  OF  TlIK    XKGKOE8.

Steamer  Sunk  niid  Two  Hun- 
dred I^ives  Lost. 

Special  Jiiipatch  to  the  Chicago  Ropubllrin. 

Cairo,  June  30. — New  Orleans  dates 
of  the  1  tth  are  received. 

The  United  States  transport  Kentucky 
left  Shreveport  on  the  'Jth  with  1,200 
troops.  Within  twelve  miles  of  Shreve- 
port she  struck  a  snag,  and  sunk  in  half 
an  hour.  The  loss  of  life  was  over  two 
hundred — mostly  paroled  prisoners  from 
different  regiments  of  Tennessee  and  Al- 
abama. 

Lai EK. — The  steamer  Lady  Gay,  with 
New  Orleans  dates  of  the  12th,  contain- 
ing further  particulars  of  the  Red  River 
disaster,  has  just  arrived.  The  United 
States  transport  Kentucky,with  about  yOO 
passengers,  principally  paroled  prisoners 
and  their  families  returning  to  their 
homes,  left  Shreveport  for  New  Orleans 
on  Friday,  June  '.Uh,  at  Gi  o'clock  i*.  m. 
About  9  o'clock  the  same  evening  it  was 
discovered  that  she  was  making  water 
rapidly,  and  before  the  boat  was  landed 
and  stages  got  out,  she  sunk  in  about 
twenty  feet  of  water,  her  timbers  break- 
ing and  crashing.  The  loss  of  life  must 
have  been  terrible,  she  being  crowded, 
and  sinking  in  les-s  than  half  an  hour.  It 
IS  supposed  that  some  two  hundred  per- 
ished. She  had  about  250  horses  on 
board,  all  of  which  were  lost  except 
three.  The  passengers  lost  everything. 
The  United  States  steamer  Colonel  Cha- 
pin  came  to  the  rescue,  and  rendered 
valuable  aid  in  rescuing  the  hundreds  who 
clung  to  the  wreck. 

It  was  fully  half  an  hour  after  the  snag 
was  struck  befoie  the  steamer  went 
down.  She  ran  about  four  miles  after 
commencing  to  leak,  passing  some  three 
miles  beyond  the  Uhapin,  which  was  tied 
up  for  the  night,  before  the  final  disaster 
occurred.  jThe  Chapin  started  for  her  as 
soon  as  possible, and  rendered  a  great  deal 
of  timely  assistance,  rescuing  and  savieg 
unfortunate  passengers  struggling  in  the 
current,  which  was  very  strong,  and 
clinging  to  portions  of  the  wreck  remain- 
ing above  the  water. 

It  was  thought  by  many  passengers, 
and  by  those  on  board  the  Chapin,  that 
great  loss  of  life  might  have  been  pre- 
vented had  any  tlTort  been  made  to  effect 
a  landing  at  a  certain  moment.  The 
Captain,  finding  the  water  gaining  rapidly 
on  the  steamer,  made  for  the  shore  at 
last,  but  found  that  she  had  settled  too 
much  to  get  near  enough  to  the  bank  to 
put  out  stages.  A  stern  line  was  got  to 
the  shore,  but  snapped  immediately.  The 
boat  then  careened  and  sunk  instantly,

The  late  rebel  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, Mr.  Trenholm,  has  been  arrested  at 
Columbia,  taken  to  Charleston,  and 
placed  in  confinement. 

Charleston  has  again  assumed  a  busi- 
ness like  aspect.  The  work  of  rebuild- 
ins  that  portion  of  the  city  which  was  de- 
stroyed during  the  war  is  in  active  pro- 
gress, and  the  wholesale  merchants  were 
rapidly  disposing  of  their  stocks  of  goods. 

Judge  Wm.  F.  Nording,  direct  tax 
commissioner  for  South  Carolina,  has  ar- 
rived at  Washington  from  Charleston. 
He  reports  that  the  people  of  that  city, 
notwithstanding  the  presumed  scarcity  of 
money,  have  paid  into  the  United  States 
ti'easnry  over  $0<^000  on  account  of  the 
direct  taxes  fjr  which  they  were  io  ar- 
rears.

To  ren- 
der the  disaster  more  appalling,  the  tex- 
as  took  fire  after  the  steamer  careened, 
it  was  supposed  from  the  upsetting  of  the 
coal  oil  lamps  by  the  shock  and  the  spil- 
ling of  their  inllamable  contents  on  the 
beds.  The  fire  was  fortunately  extin- 
guished, otherwise  a  very  large  number 
would  have  been  added  to  the  mournful 
list. 

The  paroled  prisoners  were  principally 
members  of  Missouri  regiments.  There 
were  some  Arkansas  soldiers  and  a  small 
number  of  Louisianians  on  board.  No 
federal  soldiers  were  among  the  number. 
The  officers  of  the  Kentucky,  it  is  believ- 
ed, were  all  saved. 


— The  London  Army  and  Navy  Ga- 
zelle referring  to  the  sui  render  of  the  last 
Confederate  General  says  by  tliese  events  ;.-; 
the  Federal  troops  have  been  brought 
face  to  face  with  the  French  outpost  on 
the  Rio  Grande.  The  same  paper  de- 
Tiouneett  wfiat  it  terms  the  bloodthirsty 
designs  of  Prosident  Johnson,  but  thinks 
he  will  shrink  from  the  horrid  proscrip- 
tion be  threatens  to  carry  out  when  the 
list  of  Southern  men  are  made  out.  The 
punishment  of  the  Southern  loaders  is  al- 
ready terrible  enough  with  failure,  ruin 
and  exile. 

— In  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies 
attention  has  been  directed  to  the  rumor 
of  an  impending  duel  between  Henri  Von 
Bismarck  and  Deputy  Virstihop,  from 
offensive  expressions  used  by  the  latter 
durmg  a  recent  debate.

— W.  H.  Russell  goes  out  in  the  Great 
Eastern  to  write  an  account  of  the  laying 
of  the  Atlantic  telegraph  cable.  The 
work  will  be  illustrated  by  Mr.  Robert 
Dudley.  Cyrus  W.  Field  had  returned 
to  London,  after  visiting  Valencia  to  ar- 
range for  the  laying  of  the  shore  end  of 
the  cable.  Mr.  Sunday  is  a  passenger 
on  board  of  the  Asia  on  his  way  to 
Newfoundland  to  get  all  ready  at  that 
point  for  the  landing  of  the  cable. 

—The  Pall  Mall  Gazette  learns  that 
several  members  of  the  French  opposi- 
tion are  about  to  send  an  address  to 
President  Johnson,,  reminding  him  that 
the  first  act  of  the  French  Republic  in 
1848  was  to  abolish  capital  punishment 
for  political  crimes,  and  suggesting  to 
the  United  States  Government  the  appli- 
cation of  this  principle  with  regard  to 
their  own  political  prisoners  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

— The  accident  reported  on  the  Gi  i&t 
Western  Railway  by  the  last  steamer  has 
been  followed  by  another  equally  serious, 
to  an  express  train  on  the  Southeastern 
Road,  conveying  passengers  to  London. 
The  train  was  thrown  off  the  track  near 
Staplehurst.  Ten  persons  were  killed 
and  twenty  mounded.  Charles  Dickens 
was  on  the  train  but  escaped  injury. 

— An  official  diplomatic  correspondence 
between  England  and  America  is  publish- 
ed relative  to  the  duties  and  privileges 
of  British  Consuls  ia  America.  It  ends 
by  Mr.  Seward  cheerfully  allowing  toihe 
British  Consuls  all  the  privileges  enjoyed 
by  the  United  States  Consuls  in  the  Brit- 
ish dominions. 

— The  London  Times  of  the  lOtli  has 
another  article  deprecating  harshness 
toward  the  conquered  rebels.  The  terms 
of  President  Johnson's  amnesty  procla- 
mation are  generally  canvassed.  The  Star 
pronounces  them  wise  and  generous. 

— The  text  of  a  dispatch  dated  May  22, 
addressed  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  American  min- 
ister, by  the  State  Department  at  Wash- 
ington, is  published.  It  reverts  to  the 
old  friendship  existing  between  the  two 
nations,  a  friendship,  says  the  minister, 
which  ia  cordially  reciprocated  on  our  part. 

— ^The  Emperor  Napoleon  arrived  at 
Toulon  on  the  l."»th  inst.  Before  (luitting 
Algeria  he  issued  a  proclamation  to  the 
French  army  of  Africa,  thanking  them  for 
their  labors,  and  extolling  them  for  sol- 
dierly actions. 

— The  Empress  Eugene  has  received 
a  letter,  written  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  the  Imperial^  letter  re- 
calling Count  Mercier  Irom  Washington. 

— The  Emperor  h.as  issued  a  decree 
declaring  all  the  warnings  given  to  the 
French  Journal  null  and  void. 

— The  news  of  Kirby  Smith's  surren- 
der was  received  with  satisfaction,  it  be- 
ing looked  upon  as  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  termination  of  the  war. 

— The  proclamation  of  President  John- 
son removing  the  restrictions  on  trade 
with  the  South  is  published  in  the  official 
Gazette.

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Lon- 
don Times,  under  date  of  the  8th,  writes 
as  foUaws:  It  is  certain  that  the  Mexi- 
can agent,  who  arrived  in  Paris  waa  sent 
by  Maximiliian  for  the  express  purpose 
of  explaining  the  critical  state  of  affairs 
in  Mexico,  the  menacing  attitude  of  the 
Americans,  and  the  fear  of  His  Majesty 
that  war  would  be  declared  by  the 
United  States,  now  that  the  war  with  the 
South  is  over.  The  French  government 
has  therefore  given  the  Washington  Cab- 
inet to  understand  very  plainly,  that 
Mexico  is  under  the  protection  of  France; 
that  France  wUl  not  allow  any  power  to 
attack  it ;  that  all  filibusters  and  adven- 
turers entering  Mexican  territory  will,  if 
taken  in  arms,  be  hanged  or  shot  without 
loss  of  timo  or  mercy.  The  Washington 
Cabinet,  probably  has  no  desire  at  this 
time  to  be  on  unfriendly  terms  with  this 
country,  and  will  no  doubt  act  pruden- 
tially  in  this  affair.  The  language  and 
touo  of  France  is  what  may  be  called  de- 
cidedly energetic.  It  may  not  be  liter- 
ally correct  as  I  maintained,  but  it  is  lit- 
erally so. 

On  the  8th  inst.,  the  Corps  Legislatif, 
Jules  Fauvre  made  a  speech  strongly 
condemning  the  Mexican  expedition.  lie 
maintained  that  the  position  of  Maximil- 
ian was  precarious,  and  apprehended  a 
coniUct  with  America. 

M.  D'  Estange  demonstrated  in  reply 
that  tho  position  of  Maximilian  was  in 
no  way  ]>recarious,  and  pointed  out  the 
progress  which  had  been  made  in  Mex- 
ico. The  effective  force  of  the  expedi- 
tionary corps  he  said  did  not  exceed  20,- 
OUO  men.  Relative  to  the  apprehensions 
of  a  contlict  with  America  the  speaker 
(|uoted  the  expressions  of  President  Lin- 
coln just  before  bis  melancholy  death  *"> 
ihow  Uicy  need  not  be  e^t^^laillcd.  ,  Un- 
said these  expressions  had  become  a  po- 
litical Jestament  that  would  be  carried 
out  in  good  faith  by  those  whom  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  oo  longer  governs,  but 
whom  his  memory  inspires.  The  United 
States,  continued  the  speaker,  now  only 
thinks  of  consoling  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  their  civil  war,  ai  i  does  not 
contemplate  the  shedding  of  more  blood 
on  their  frontiers. 

The  debate  on  the  American  qnestion 
was  further  continued  by  the  Legislature 
on  the  9th  inst.,  but  nothing  new  was  de- 
veloped. M.  Rooher  defended  the  course 
of  the  Government. 


Withdrawal      of      Bcliffcreut 
Kiglits. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  addressed 
the  following  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy : 

Department  of  State,  Washington, 
Juno  rjth  18G5.  Hon.  G.  Welles,  Sec- 
reUry  of  the  Navy: 

Sui — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  for 
your  information  the  correspondence  be- 
tween Sir  F.  W.  Bruce  and  thjs  Depart- 
ment, upon  the  subject  of  the  withdrawal 
of  the  pretended  concession  of  beligerent 
rights  to  the  insurgents.  In  view  of  this 
'correspondence,  1  suggest,  therefore, 
that  you  commutlicate  to  the  naval  oflicers 
of  the  United  States  the  results  as  fol- 
lows, therefrom,  viz : 

First— Great  'Britain  has  withdrawn 
her  concession  hcretotore  made  of  belig- 
erent  character  from  the  insurgents. 

Second— Withdrawal  of  the  24  hour 
rule  has  not  been  made  absolute  by 
Great  Britain,  and  that  therefore  the  cus- 
tomary courtesies  are  not  to  be  paid  by 
our  vessels  to  those  of  the  British  navy. 

2%ird—'£he  right  of  search  of  British 
vessels  is  terminated.  Of  course  this  has 
no  bearing  upon  the  operation  of  the  ex- 
istinir  slave  treaty. 

Fourth — Any  insurgent  or  piratical  ves- 
sels found  in  the  high  seas  may  be  lawful- 
ly captured  by  vessels  of  the  United  States.

the  provisions  of  said  act ;  and  coiinty 
court  cterks  are  commanded  by  the  Gov- 
ernor's proclamation,  without  delay,  to 
procure  a  bound  book,  or  books,  for  each 
county,  and  to  open  and  keep  the  same 
as  a  registration  of  voters  ol  said  county, 
and  shaU  furnish  to  such  persons  as  may 
fall  within  the  provisions  of  said  act,  a 
certificate  of  registration,  and  no  person 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at  said  election 
without  such  certificate.

One.  6t,,tho8C  brutal  a£fair»  which  so 
frei^uently  shock  the  moral  sense—  a 
prize  fight — took  place  on  Saturday  af- 
terDOOn,  aad  was  witnessed  by  aboat 
fitty  or  Sixty  spectators,  all  »traiiger8  to 
cultivation  and  refinement.  The  princi- 
pals in  the  content  to  which  we  refer  are 
known  in  this  community  only,  as — 
"Toothless"  ami  "Scotty."  The  for- 
mer weighs  about  145  lbs.,  and  the  latter 
170,  and  both  are  bruisers,  ol  the  genu- 
ine prize  ring  sort,  ihe/r  ibrte  being  pu- 
gilism. ,((    ;«.; 

On  Saturday  aflernoen  these  parties, 
with  upwards  of  sixty  others  of  the  same 
ilk,  chartered  the  tag  E.  A.  Brush,  and 
proceeded  to  Belle  Isle.  So  secretly 
was  the  whole  airair  managed  that  the 
police  did  not  get  on  the  scent  until  after 
the  fight  was  over — then  too  late  to  make 
any  arrests.  The  party  arrived  at  Belle 
Isle  about  4  r.  m.,  and  soon  the  ground 
selected  was  measured  and  staked  off.

Toothless 
made  a  feint  with  his  right  and  got  his  left 
mauler  stjusre  on  Scotty's  proboscis, 
bringing  the  claret  quite  freely.  [First 
blood  for  Toothless.]  Toothless  ended 
the  round  by  going  down  to  avoid  pun- 
itsbment. 

Bound  '^.  Toothless  appeared  at  the 
call  of  "time,"  looking  dry,  and  planted 
a  bunch  of  fives  on  Scotty's  dinner-hole, 
jarring  the  ivory  somewhat,  but  doing 
no  damage.  Scotty  retaliated  on  his 
antagonist's  kissing  trap,  and  in  endeav- 
oring to  give  a  second  stroke  at  the  same 
place,  missed  bis  mark  and  slipped 
down. 

Bound  i.  This  round  was  of  short 
duratlbii,  and  ended  in  Toothless  going 
to  grass  with  bellows  to  mend. 
^Hound  b. — In  this  round  the  parties 
showed  the  greater  portion  of  their  sci- 
ence. Seotty,  after  sparring  lor  an  ad- 
vantage, led  olT  with  his  left  and  received 
a  smack  in  the  suout.  He  countered 
heavily  on  Toothless'  coooanut,  and  got 
in  return  two  in  quick  succession  on  bis 
peeper,  which  for  a  time  effectully  put 
nut  his  lamps.  Recovering  from  his  sur- 
prise, Scotty  let  lly  his  left  with  terrible 
swiftness,  and  caught  Toothless  on  the 
chin.  This  disturbed  the  equanimity  of 
the  latter,  and  his  pins  not  being  equal  to 
the  emergency,  he  measured  his  full 
length  on  the  ground.

Stephens'  Conresslon. 

The  Times'  Washington  special  says 
Alex.  H.  Stephens,  ia  his  lengthy  arga- 
ment  on  the  reasons  and  causes  which 
induced  hiiii  to  join  the  rebel  confedera- 
cy, and  says  he  always  believed  in  the 
right  of  secession,  but  never  in  the  poli- 
cy, lie  was  educated  to  believe  in  se- 
cession, from  whence  sprung  his  convic- 
tions ;  and  he  was  strengthened  in  ttiosu 
convictions  by  the  last  annual  message  of 
President  Buchanan  and  the  opinion  of 
Attorney  General  Black.  He  v>as  also 
confirmed  in  his  views  by  the  able  and 
honest  efforts  of  the  New  York  Tribune. 
He  claims  he  exerted  all  his  faculties  to 
their  utmost^  to  prevent  secession,  and 
that  he  accepted  the  VicePresidency  of  the 
Southern  Confederacy  only  because  it 
was  tendered  nnanimously,  and  for  the 
purpoie  of  preserving  as  far  as  lay  in  his 
power,  those  great  principles  of  freedom 
which  he  at  the  foundation  of  American 
Constitutional  liberty.  He  desired  to 
make  the  Constitution  of  the  Confederacy,, 
as  near  as  possible,  like  that  of  the  United 
States.  In  this  he  claims  he  succeeded 
in  all  points.  In  regard  to  freedom  and 
the  safeguards  of  liberty,  these  were  his 
work.  The  same  special  says  the  stories 
about  Mr.  Stephens'  harsh  treatment  and 
failing  health,  at  Fort  Warren  are  untrue. 
He  is  kept  like  any  other  distingui.sted 
prisoner,  aud  his  health  is  as  good  at 
usual.

We  are  glad  to  make 
this  correction,  as  it  will  no  doubt  re- 
move a  serious  objection  in  the  minds  of 
many  to  contributing  to  the  erection  of 
the  proposed  monument.  There  can  now 
be  no  obstacle  to  the  prosecution  of  the 
work,  the  subject  having  finally  been  set- 
tled— a  fact  which  will  give  profonnd  sat- 
isfaction to  the  friends  of  our  honored 
and  lamented  President.

A  meeting  wasbeld  at  the  Court  House 
yesterday  morning  at  10  o'clock,  pursu- 
antto  a  call  tigned  p^  Gov.  Miller. 
Mayor  Prince  and  General  Sibley,  to 
adopt  suitable  measures  for  the  proper 
reception  of  our  returning  soldiers.  Gov. 
Miller  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mayor 
Prince  appointed  Secretary. 

Senator  Ramsey  stated  the  object  of 
the  tneeting  to  be  to  form  an  organization 
■whieh  rfiQoJd  have  charge  of  the  recep- 
tion and  entertainment  of  returning  sol- 
diers, lie  did  not  think  it  advisable  to 
multiply  organizations,  and  as  the  Sol- 
diers Home  had  already  beea  esUblished 
which  had  for  its  object  the  same  end 
that  was  proposed  to  be  accomplished  by 
this  organization,  he  thought  we  should 
expend  our  time  and  means  in  aiding 
that  institutiop.  Ha  thought  th«  day  for 
formal  receptions  had  passed;  that  the 
soldiers  did  not  desire  it ;  and,  moreover, 
the  thing  was  impracticable,  as  it  wonld 
be  very  seldom  that  any  considerable 
number  would  return  together.  When  a 
whole  regiment  should  return  together, 
more  than  could  be  accommodated  at  the 
Home,  then  provisions  could  be  made  for 
taking  care  of  them. 

Gov.  Miller  and  W.  L.  Wibon,  Esq. 
bot^  thought  th«  Soldiers  Home  inade- 
quate to  the  task.  It  waa  organized  for 
an  entirely  different  purpose,  having  for 
its  object  the  accommodation  of  transient 
soldiers  who  might  be  passing  throvgh 
the  citj.  They  thought  that  district 
committees  ?hould  be  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  this  matter,  and  that  the  bur- 
den should  not  be  imposed  upon  the  com- 
mittee having  in  charge  the  Soldiers' 
Home. 

CoK  Robertson  then  oOered  the  fol- 
lowing resolutioos,  which  were  unani- 
mously adopted :

The  location  is  certainly  very  pleasant, 
but  its  real  beauty  is  not   seen  from   the 
main  street,  through  which  the  cars  pass. 
On  ascending  the  bluff  near   the  depot, 
you  reach  a  neatly  level  prairie,  which  is 
well     laid     out     in    streets    and   lots, 
on        many       of       which       are       fine 
residences,   the  grounds    extravagantly 
adorned  with  trees  and  choice  shrubbery. 
On  several  of  these  streets  are  good  plank 
sidewalks,   on  one  of  which  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  noticing  the  peculiar  effects  of 
the  attraction  of  gravitation,   for  as   I 
reached  the  end  thereof,  at  the  same  time 
admiring  a  beautiful  garden  near  by,  step- 
ping without  due  caution,  I  went  down  a 
perpendicular  of  about  five  feet  and  landed 
gracefully  in  a  sitting  posture  in  the  sand ; 
being  out  of  the  wind  I  embraced  the  op- 
portunity to  ignite  a  cheroot,  and  have 
avoided  planks  in  that  vicinity  since. 
the  stagnation  and  its  cause. 
The  number  of  inhabitants  is  estimated 
at  three  thousand.     The  place,  particu- 
larly on  the  main  street,  appears  some- 
what neglected,  though  considerable   bu- 
siness in  manufacturing  is  done,  yet  I  am 
told  much  greater  prosperity  would  evince 
Itself  were  it  not  for  the  Water  Tower 
Company,  who  have  the  entire  control  of 
the  great  water  privilege.     It  is  said  they 
are  too  avaricious  in  their  demands,  and 
at  the  same  time  are  unable  from,  various 
causes,   to  give  good  titles  to  property. 
If  this  be  the  cause  of  the  falling  off  in 
business  in  a  town  which  but  a  few  years 
since  bid  fair  to  be  a  rival  of  St.  Paul,  the 
gentlemen  connected  with  the   company 
ought  by  all  means  to  remedy  the  evil 
and  use  every  exeition  to  induce  man- 
ufactures to  locate  here.  A  first-class  ho- 
tel, such  as  they  once  prided  themselves 
in  having,  would  also  be  of  advantage. 

the  HEAD  OF  NAVIGATION. 

My  rambles  took  me  to  the  once  pop- 
ular steamboat  landing,  where  in  ye  an- 
cient times  of  steamboating,  high  water, 
some  profanity  and  a  good  deal  of  warp- 
ing, ye  largest  boats  discharged  their 
cannon  and  loaded  their  freight  at  the 
very  head  of  navigation. 

ICAVTS. 

I  here  saw  a  large  number  of  rafts  of 
sawed  lumber  being  built,  destined  for 
St.  Louis  snd  intermediate  points.  These 
rafts  contain  about  forty  thousand  feet 
each  and  are  run  to  St.  Paul  where  many 
are  united  in  one  large  raft.  I  was  told 
one  of  eight  hundred  thousand  feet  was 
to  leave  your  city  in  a  few  days. 

LIMK  AND  BUILDING  .5TOHB. 

Near  tjiis  rafting  ground  is  a  large 
lime  kiln  which  is  doing  a  good  business, 
and  as  we  go  up  the  hill  there  is  one  of 
the  best  quarries  in  the  State,  where  men 
are  actively  engaged  in  getting  out  and 
dressing  stone  for  a  fine  block  of  build- 
ings in  Minneapolis.  This  rock,  when 
dressed,  has  a  variegated  surface  much 
resembling  marble,  and  if  not  already  so 
known,  ought  to  be  called  Minnesota 
marble.  How  high  a  finish  it  is  capable 
of  taking  by  rubbing  I  cannot  say,  but 
would  suggest  it  be  tested ;  It  iqight  an- 
swer for  counters  and  tables  and  be  a 
source  of  greater  wealth  to  the  State. 

A    WONDERFUL   SPRING — THE    FOUNTAIN 
OK  YOUTH. 

Reaching  the  main  street  again,   I  no- 
ticed a  wide  stair  case  on  the   river  bank 
near  the  Union  House,  down  which  legs 
and    curiosity    soon    conveyed    me.      I 
reached  half  way  down  the  bank ;  a  long 
platform,   some  two  hundred  feet  long ; 
the  side  protected  by  a  railing,  and  branch- 
es   extending    the   whole    length ;    well 
shaded  by  trees ;  midway  a  huge    spring 
came  pouring  out  frtJm  the  rock,  and  fur- 
ther on  another  equally  .as  large ;  anoth- 
er stair  case  leads  down  from  this  to  the 
waters  edge,  near  which  is  the  cave.    My 
inquisitiveness  left  me  on  looking  in  un- 
der the  rock  at  the   entrance,   and  afler 
enjoying  a  capital    view  of  the  Falls  on 
the  shore  side,  I  returned  to  indulge  in  a 
refreshing  drink  at   the   spring.     I  have 
heard  of    this    celebrated    resort    many 
times,  and  the  wonderful  properties  of 
the  waters ;    this    however  w/ts  my   first 
visit.     The  pool  of  Siloain  was    second 
fiddle  to  this  institntion.     As  a    resort, 
it  is  decidedly  romantic  and  popular,  and 
physicians  say  its  waters  combine  all  the 
curative    qualities   of  a  drug  store  in  a 
highly    concentrated    form.     Numerous 
instances  have  been  cited   for  my  special 
edification  of  its  wonderful  properties  up- 
on the  female  system,   having  particular 
reference  to  maternal  happiness.  I  drank 
freely  and  will  note  the  result. 

FOSSILS. 

The  fossil  said  to  exist  here,  I  have 
not  yet  seen ;  bnt  several  fine  specimens 
of  petrified  moss  attracted  my  attention. 
This  is  found  in  considerable  quantities 
on  the  St.  Anthony  side  of  the  river. 

The  business  men  here  who  read  the 
Press,  say  your  reporters  have  a  pecu- 
liar aflSnity  for  Minneapolis,  and  cannot 
see  any  improvements  nor  attractions  on 
this  side  of  the  river,  whereas  they  cUim 
to  be  fts  hospitable  and  entertftinjng.    I
